OAK HILL — For years, the 
historic Bigelow House sat on its ma- 
jestic hill, folorn and abandoned, the 
target of vandals. 

Today, it is a star. 

In a coup of sorts, the city and its 
historical preservers, with the help of 
WGBH-TV and the Mutual Bank for 
Savings, have combined forces to 
redo the Bigelow House, turning it in- 
to condominiums and making it the 
subject of the next ‘‘This Old House” 
segment of Channel 2’s emmy- 
winning series. 

Renovating a house and creating a 
television program at the same time 
is a dual challenge. How do you 
rehearse construction? 

Here's one day in the saga of 
Bigelow House. 

+ One of the first segments being 
taped is inside a portion of the stable 
rea, which is going to miraculously 
become a kitchen and dining area for 
one of the five condominiums being 
built. 

The small room where the lights are 
set up could still pass for a stable, pro- 
mpting one member of the crew to 


remark ‘Can you imagine eating in 
here with that smell?” 

Nevertheless, the room was most 
likely chosen for the tapingbecause 
renovations had not yet started, 
enabling host Bob Vila and architect 
John Gifford (of Design Associates of 
Nantucket which has been commis- 
sioned to design the units) to discuss 
the “before” as well as the ‘‘after.” 

They start doing the run-throughs 
before the actual taping starts, with 
Vila, Gifford and the crew taking 
their cues from producer-director 
Russ Morash, whose voice comes 
booming into the room over a 
loudepebisr: Morash is sitting in the 
WGBH truck parked outside the 
house, watching the run-throughs on a 
small television screen so that he can 
get an idea of what the end result will 
Took like. 

Finally, the scene is taped, and it 
really isn't too much different from 
the practice scenes. It starts with Vila 
and Gifford walking into the room, 
both wearing raincoats and other ap-

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Litigation of cablepossible 


NEWTON — The Cable TV Ad- 
visory Commission's selection of 
three cable companies Thursday 
night for recommendation to Mayor 
Theodore Mann may be clouded by 
the possibility of litigation. 

The three companies to be recom- 
mended are Warner Amex, Continen- 
tal and Teleprompter. 

These three companies and one 
other, American, all offered sizable 
inducements to the city to meet a 
selection criterion established by the 
commission and included in the re- 
quest for proposals issued by the 
mayor called ‘‘in-kind benefits (such 
as providing building space for the 
library).” 

James Salter of Newton MetroVi- 
sion had questioned the legality of 
such inducements offered by the four 
companies when the commission met 
last Saturday. 

Salter said Thursday night 
MetroVision will appeal to the 
Massachusetts Cable Television Com- 
mission, asking an advisory opinion 
on the “‘in kind benefits.” 

The city should wait until an opinion 
€s rendered before awarding a 
license, Salter said. 

He also indicated that he may seek 
a restraining order to prevent the 
mayor from awarding a license. 


The opinion to be sought from the 
state cable commission is on the 
“egal and ethical aspects of gift giv- 
ing,” Salter said. 
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Newton MetroVision, of which 
Salter is the president, did not con- 
sider offering any special in- 
ducements, even though with the 
backing of the Newhouse communica- 
tions chain it would have been able to’ 
Salter said’ because he considers the 
inducements akin to bribes. 

His company offered the lowest- 
cost service to subscribers, he said, 
and considers that the proper kind of 
benefit. 

Newton MetroVision received only 
two votes in the selection process. 

Last Saturday some questions had 
apparently arisen in the minds of 
some commission members as wel 


- and the commission asked for legal 


advice from the state cable commis- 


ion. 

The legal opinion, delivered Thurs- 
day night by Kenneth Spiegel, a state 
cable commission lawyer, did not 
answer the questions, which included 
whether the commission could take 
the gifts into consideration when 
evaluating the companies. 

The extras offered to the city were a 
$250,000 media center for the library 
with a $50,000 annual budget, from 
Continental; an $800,000 nonprofit cor- 
poration for the library and extra 
studio facilities and equipment, from 
Warner; an estimated $1.5 million for 
a foundation from Teleprompter; and 
a $350,000 corporation for local televi- 
sion from American. These amounts 
would be reached over the 15-year 
term of the license. 


Spiegel said ‘in kind benefits” 
could include charitable organiza- 
tions with or without a specific pur- 
pose and special studio facilities. He 
did not say there cannot be other 
types of in-kind benefits. 

The large-scale inducements have 
never before in Massachusetts been 
offered to the extent to which they are 
offered to Newton, Spiegel said. He 
knows only of ‘‘luxury model” 
studios, he said, which are the typical 
“gravy” kind of things offered. 

Spiegel said one problem of the gifts 
is that the subscriber pays in the long 
run, and the commission should con- 
sider whether it wants cable 
subscribers to pay for something that 
will benefit the whole city. 

Commission member Alvin Hart- 
man disagreed. The price has been 
driven down by competition for a good 
market, he said, and asked that 
Spiegel confine his remarks to points 
of law. “I'm not interested in 
philosophy,” he said. 

“My limited research,” Spiegel 
replied, ‘did not show in-kind benefits 
to be prohibited on the state or local 
level. This is in general. I’m not here 
to say that A, B, C, or D are not objec- 
tionable. I'm not dealing with specific 
benefits.”” 

Spiegel explained that the head of 
the state cable commission and the 
second in command are both on vaca- 
tion and that he had not had time to do 
exhaustive research in the short time 
since he received the request from the

He was particularly critical of the 
composition of the advisory commit- 
tee working with a consultant hired 
under a federal grant to do a library- 
community analysis. The committee 
has since been enlarged to include 
more than library staff. 

According to Human Services Com- 
mittee Chairman Carol Ann Shea, the 
advisory committee hopes to have in- 
formation in June from surveys being 
conducted. A public meeting will be 
held in May. 

Ald. Rodney Barker was incensed 
that the committee is waiting until 


near the end of the information- 
gathering process to obtain public 
comment on the library system and 
itsneeds. 

Acting on a suggestion by Ald. Lisle 
Baker, the committee will ask the 
Library Trustees to hold up on the in- 
formation gathering until the public 
has had a chance to suggest some of 
the information the consultants 
should be collecting.

Medicine in school 
supported by panel 


NEWTON — School personnel 
should be allowed to administer 
routine medication to school children 
with parental consent and signature 
of a form releasing the city from 
Hability. 

That recommendation of the 
Human Services Committee will be 
sent to the Board of Aldermen for a 
vote April 7, 

The subject of administration of 
medicines by nonmedical school per- 
sonnel came up last fall, when parents 
of a child severely allergic to bee 
stings objected to signing a release. 
When they would not sign, they were 
told to take the medication out of 
school. 

The policy of the School Depart- 
ment is to allow the’school secretary 
or principal to dispense medication as 
directed by a physician. Usually this 
would entail a short-term course of 
medication, such as penicillin for a 
streptococcus infection.

Until guidelines are promulgated on 
bee sting injections, Shea said, 
emergency medical technicians 
(EMTs) may give the injections. All 
firefighters and some police officers 
are EMTs and can arrive at the scene 
quickly. 

Shea said she has also found that 
there are pills to be given for bee 
stings to help until the injection can be 
given. 

“We have done all we can as a com- 
mittee,” Shea said, in recommending 
that the matter be discharged.

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Convicted man escapes, surrenders 


NEWTON — A Dorchester man who 
escaped from the cellblock at police 
headquarters Monday surrendered at 
Newton District Court Wednesday 
morning and was promptly arraigned 
ona charge of escape. 


Paul Personeni, 20, of 118 Milton 
Ave, was sentenced to three months in 
the House of Correction Monday, and 
he ‘was taken to the cellblock 
downstairs in the courthouse. His 
shouting there, however, disrupted 
court proceedings, so he was taken to 
the police cellblock to await transpor- 
tation to Billerica. 


There Personeni was able to 
Temove a bar in his cell which had 
been cut with jeweler’s wire in an 


escape two years ago. 

He then slipped a lock on the 
cellblock door and went out the back 
door of the police station. 

Personeni surrendered to the court 
Wednesday morning and he will now 
serve the three-month sentence im- 
posed Monday. When he imposed that 
sentence, Judge Monte Basbas said 
he would review it after 30 days and 
consider suspending the balance. 


A trial date on the escape charge 
was set for April 14. 


Personeni was convicted of harass- 
ment by telephone in Newton District 
Court March 4. At that time Judge 
Basbas placed him on probation for 
one year and as a condition of that 


robation Personeni was ordered to 

ve no contact with the complainant, 
a Natick woman whom Personeni 
reportedly harassed over the 
telephone at her place of employment 
in Newton. 

On March 27 Personeni was con- 
victed in Natick District Court of 
possession of a dangerous weapon, 
possession of marijuana with intent to 
distribute, failure to stop for a police 
officer, leaving the scene of an acci- 
dent after causing property damage 
and operating to endanger. He was 
given two concurrent three-month 
sentences, which he appealed. 

Two charges of assault with a 
dangerous weapon, a car, were 
dismissed. All the charges in Natick 


stem from an incident in which Per- 
soneni was following the same woman 
and was stopped by police. He 
rej ly tried to run down a police 

icer and sideswiped a parked car 
before he was arrested. 


At a surrender hearing in the 
Newton court Monday Judge Basbas 
found that Personeni had violated the 
conditions of his probation and impos- 
ed the three-month sentence. 


At the arraignment on the escape 
charge Wednesday, Personeni’s at- 
torney John Salsberg asked Judge 
consider allowing the defendant to 
serve his sentence Basbas to on 
weekends and said he will file a mo- 
tion to revoke and revise the sentence. 


Upstart bus idea fails; schools to aid new plan 


NEWTON — The Upstart bus, an 
experiment in weekend-night and 
Sunday public transportation, is a 
failure, according to the mayor’s ad- 
visory committee on transportation, 
which will recommend to Mayor 
Theodore Mann that it be terminated 
April 13. 

After admitting that the service 
was badly because conceived the 
teenagers and elderly it was designed 
to serve will not walk toa bus at night, 
the committee agreed to pursue a 
modification of the Upstart bus to 
serve Mt. Ida Junior College and 
Boston College, with funding from the 
two schools, 

At last count, the buses were 
costing the city $4.70 for each 
passenger carried. The total cost 
through ‘April 13 will have been 
$16,000. The bus service started last 
October. 

The new route serving Mt. Ida and 
B.C. would require only one bus, 


which would shuttle between Mt. Ida 
on Dedham Street and Boston College 
Law School on Centre Street with a 
stop at the MBTA station in Newton 
Centre. 

The bus would be available for a 
fare to anybody who wanted to flag it 
down on the route. It would run every 
half-hour. The two colleges have in- 
dicated a willingness to pay $100 a 
week each. 


Representatives of the two schools 
will be asked to come to a meeting of 
the transportation committee to 
discuss the service further. 


Another new bus service, to be 
operated by a private firm at no cost 
to the city, has been approved by the 
MBTA, which has the right not to 
allow the route if it conflicts with 
MBTA service. 

Tentatively scheduled to begin in 
September, the new service will run 
hourly between Lake Street at Com- 


monwealth Avenue and Auburndale 
Square. The route will be along Com- 
monwealth Avenue to Centre Street to 
Beacon Street, then along Beacon to 
Washington Street, to Grove Street 
and the Riverside station and then to 
Auburndale Square and back. 

A third bus, the so-called shoppers’ 
bus, is being worked on. The Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Commerce is 
soliciting subsidy money from 
businesses in the areas to be served 
by the bus, which would run from the 
Chestnut Hill trolley station to the 
Marshall’s Mall in Upper falls on 
Needham Street, with service also to 
the Newton-at-128 office park on Wells 
Avenue. 

The shoppers’ bus would go into the 
Chestnut Hill Mall, then down 
Langley Road to Newton Centre, and’ 
along Centre Street to Marshall's, 
returning by way of Wells Avenue. 

The bus service would not begin un- 
til there is enough money to operate it 


for one year, according to Transpor- 
tation Planner David Tannozzini, and 
only $7000 has been committed by 
business so far. The Chestnut Hill 
Mall has offered $5000 and Marshall’s 
Mall $2000. 


The shoppers’ bus is seen as a 7 
a.m.-7 p.m. service running every 
half-hour. 


Ald. Mark White, a member of the 
committee, objected strongly to the 
discontinuance of the Upstart bus and 
said he would fight through the 
budget-review process in the Board of 
Aldermen, which is about to start, to 
get some money into next year’s 
budget for the Upstart bus. 


White moved unsuccessfully to 
Tecommend to the mayor that the bus 
be kept in operation until June 30, the 
end of the fiscal year, and said he will 
apply some pressure to have the 
mayor do that. 


Funding for two centers expected

The mayor’s advisory committee on 
transportation has recommended that 
the Upstart bus, an experiment in pro- 
viding weekend-night and Sunday 
public transportation, be terminated 
at its appointed time April 13. 


We agree. 


Although we have used this space 
before to applaud badly needed ex- 
periments in mass transit, Upstart, as 
was the case with the Newton- 
Cambridge bus, failed to attract need- 
ed ridership or interest. 


Reasoning at the transportation 
committee’s meeting was that the peo- 
ple Upstart was designed to serve, 
teenagers and the elderly, will not 
walk to a bus at night. 


The total tab for the Upstart bus is 
$16,000. It breaks down to $4.70 for 
each individual transported. To con- 
tinue to subsidize this effort would be 
olly. 


Next on the horizon is a proposed 
shoppers’ bus to serve the Chestnut 
Hill Mall, Marshall’s Mall and the 
Newton-at-128 office park on Wells 
Ave. 


We would advise the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Commerce to 
give this idea serious consideration 
pears funding is obtained or commit- 
ted. 


For example, it might be worthwhile 
to send a few people to the malls and 
survey shoppers as to where they live 
and whether they would use the bus if 
it were available. 


Maybe what Newton needs at this 
point is a transportation consultant 
who could look at the overall Newton 
picture and make recommendations 
on where bus service could best be 
supplemented, how, and who the 
target ridership actually is. 


A bus experiment designed to truly 

suit those who would be most likely to 

| support mass transit would seem to be 

a better use of public or private funds 

fhe the ones we have attempted to 
ate. 


Part of the problem seems to be peo- 
ple, when they are presented with the 
concept, tend to say they would use a 
bus, as happened in Newton Highlands 
when the Highlands-Cambridge bus 
was proposed. 


A professional, if he was to survey, 
would probably be in a position to 
know who how such questions should 
be phrased and what statistically is 
realistic in terms of a response. 


Finally, let’s not make a pote 
football out of this issue. Fighting to 
the death to save the Upstart Bus is not 
the answer to our transportation pro- 
blems or the failures of our ex- 
periments. 


The responsible approach is to 
acknowledge failure and go on from 
there.

Curbing drugstore robberies 


By ROBERT DRINAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — All across the nation rob- 
beries of drug stores are increasing. These rob- 
beries keep a steady flow of illegal drugs on the 
street, but even more tragically they often result in 
the death of the pharmacist who is robbed. 

Recently at a meeting of the Subcommittee on 
Criminal Justice, which I chair, I heard testimony 
from the director of the Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration (DEA) about an effective new pro- 
gram aimed at preventing such robberies. The 
Pharmacy Theft Prevention Program has been 
operating in 14 cities since 1977, In those cities, drug 
store robberies have decreased, while they have in- 
creased by 12 percent in the rest of the nation! This 
is a voluntary program, in which local police, DEA 
officials and local druggists work together to fight 
crime. 

This week in the full Judiciary Committee I suc- 
cessfully offered an amendment to the Justice 
Department's authorization to help the DEA to ex- 
pand the Pharmacy Theft Prevention Program to 
1 mar metropolitan areas, including Greater 

n. 


This is a program that can work to save phar- 
macists’ lives and cut down on drug store robberies 
but only if this measure gets the support it needs in 
the Ways and Means Committee, and in the full 


House.

Under existing law, once the Veterans Ad-

ministration decides that a veteran is ineligible for 
benefits, that decision is final and cannot be appeal- 
ed in court. Unlike the social security recipient or 
anyone else dealing with a federal agency, veterans 
are thus deprived of their constitutional right to 
have their dispute heard by an impartial tribunal. 

Months ago J introduced legislation to correct this 
situation, and recently the bill gained some impor- 
tant support. The Senate passed its version of the 
same measure last fall. Here on the House side 
more than 40 members of Congress have joined me 
in sponsoring the bill, including Rep. Don Edwards 
(D-CA), a powerful member of the House Veteran’s 
Affairs Committee. Now the: American Bar 
Association and the National Legal Aid and 
Defenders Association have voiced support for the 
measure, and it has been endorsed by virtually all 
veteran's organizations. 

We still have a long way to go, but these signs of 
growing support are most encouraging. 


Competing for Gas 

Since 1972, 100,000 small gasoline station dealers 
have gone out of business, many of them victims of 
the unfair marketing practices of the major oil 
companies. The various unfair trade practices of 
the big oil companies are continuing to put indepen- 
dent dealers out of business at a rate of 10 percent 
per year, while the major refiners double sales at 
their own stations. 

One example of their anti-competitive practices 
will demonstrate this problem. Most dealers who 


lease brand-name stations from major companies 
are prohibited from buying gas from anyone but 
that brand name supplier, thus competition is 
eliminated, and both the dealer and the consumer 
suffer. 

I have agreed to cosponsor a bill, ‘‘The Small 
Business Motor Fuel Marketing Preservation Act,” 
designed to correct these abuses. The major oil 
companies already have a stranglehold on virtually 
every level of oil production and distribution. We 
cannot allow them to wipe out the small, indepen- 
dent gasoline dealers. 

Social Security Increases 

The Congress’ budget-cutting frenzy is reaching a 
fever pitch. Some have even gone so far as to sug- 
gest that the scheduled cost-of-living increase for 
social security recipients be cut back by one-third! 
This cost-of-living increase is designed to help 
social security recipients to keep pace with infla- 
tion. While the inflation rate is currently running at 
about 18 percent, I think it absurd to even suggest a 
cut in the planned 13 percent social security in- 
crease. 

While I am certain that the Congress would never 
approve a cut-back on the already meager benefits 
our elderly receive, I have joined with other 
members of the Aging Committee in sponsoring a 
resolution expressing Congressional support for the 
13 percent increase. The budget should not be 
balanced on the backs of older Americans.

Green Line gets a committee

In response to many complaints from citizens and 
public officials about service on the Green Line, 
which in Newton means principally the Riverside 
Line, MBTA Chairman Robert Foster has 
established a Green Line Service Committee. 

The causes of the many problems with service on 
the trolley lines include unreliable rolling stock, 
neglected track, and antiquated communications 
and signalling systems. 

None of these problems are the doing of the pre- 
sent administration—they are rooted in the years of 
neglect suffered by this and other transit systems in 
the United States. 

During the post-World War II period nearly 
everyone thought that the automobile was the only 
means of transportation, and trolleys were for 
those too poor to afford automobiles. It is only in the 
last two years that ridership on the MBTA has 
begun to increase again after decades of decline. 

The situation in which the MBTA now finds itself 
with respect to the Green Line is one of inadequate, 
unreliable rolling stock and an increasing demand 
for service on one hand and economy on the other. 

The new LRV’s from Boeing are a maintenance 

htmare, according to a report given to the com- 
ittee by ‘Shirley DiLibero, Green Line 
maintenance manager.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - When politicians and pundits 
recently were deprived of their favorite topic of conver- 
sation by the temporary collapse of both major parties’ 
contests for the presidential nomination, they found a 
new subject for ceaseless discussion. 

It usually appeared under the rubric of, ‘Isn't there a 
better way to select the Republican and Democratic 
presidential nominees?” 

Those who thrived uy trading speculation and 
scenarios on the fates of the various Democratic and 
Republican contenders were understandably disturbed 
by the arrival of the denouement after fewer than one- 
third of the primaries have been held. 

Westerners were upset because more than a half-dozen 
major candidates appeared to have been effectively 
eliminated from the race before any state in their region 
had an opportunity to conduct a primary election. 

Traditionalists and party activists complained that the 
current emphasis on primaries — the method used this 
year to select convention delegates in 36 of the 50 states 


No subsystem of the cars, be it air-conditioning or 
door closers, is operating properly.

That's not necessarily salutary, but it certainly suggests 
that the reforms haven't destroyed many sacred political 
traditions. 

The absence of early primaries in the West is 
disconcerting, but authority for scheduling those elec- 
tions is vested exclusively with the states. Although a 
Democratic Party rule confines ost primaries to a 13- 
week period, no other party regulation or federal law 
would prevent California and Oregon, for example, from 


At the same time the old trolley cars are being 
rehabilitated in a program that was begun under a 
previous administration. Originally estimated at a 
cost of $100,000 per car, the figure has risen to an ac- 
tual cost of $400,000 per car. 

Part of the increase is attributable to inflation, 
but the greatest increase is a consequence of the 
fact that equipment shortages have forced the ‘‘T”” 
to work on the rehabilitation of the worst cars 
rather than the best, as originally planned. 

So serious is the shortage of rolling stock that 
anything that moves is in service and the only cars 
available for rehabilitation are those that should 
Teally be junked. 

Twenty cars have been rebuilt so far, and federal 
funds are being sought for the rebuilding of 30 
more, bringing the total to 50.

It should be noted, however, that many of the same 
voices now being raised in favor of improved 
Beographical balance throughout the primary season 
were calling only a few years ago for a far different 
change — a series of regional primaries. 

That system has many advantages, especially in br- 
inging rationality to candidate travel and advertising in 
multi-state television markets, but it also would allow 
one region to enjoy the disproportionate influence that 
comes from voting first while others might suffer the fate 
of balloting long after the contest had been effectively 
resolved. 

Similarly, many of those who were complaining about 
the surprisingly sudden disappearance of competition in 
both parties’ presidential contests were bemoaning the 
intolerable length of the prunaty season not long ago. 

In any event, those who feared that the selection pro- 
cess had been prematurely truncated have reason to re- 
main hopeful. 

The recent history of presidential politics — in the 
1960s and 1970s — indicates that the only element that has 
become predictable in the process is unpredictability. 
It’s still possible, as results in New York and Connecticut 
demonsirated, for unforeseen developments to 
dramatically revive the competition for one or both 
nominations this year,

20 city workers get diplomas at ceremony 


NEWTON — Twenty employees of 
the Public Works, Water and Recrea- 
tion departments last week received 
certificates of completion of an 84- 
hour course in the use and preventive 
maintenance of heavy equipment at a. 
ceremony at City Hall last week. 

The “graduation” exercises were 
held in the Memorial Auditorium and 
followed by a party in the cafeteria. 

Most of the families of the 


employees attended the ceremony, in- 
cluding some small children. Person- 
nel Director Edith Meisser thanked 
the families for their support in hav- 
ing the husbands and fathers away 
from home so much during their 
training course. 

The course was paid for principally 
byNewtonLocals 800 and 2443 of the 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees, with a con- 


Cabbie predicts 


‘hardert 


NEWTON — “I think we're heading 
for harder times,” Dewey Mollomo 
said. ‘Government, big business and 
big labor are to blame for all of this, 
and we’re just the pawns . 

Mollomo is president of Veterans 
Cab Co, and spokesman for the city’s 
cab companies that are proposing 
rate increases. 

He thinks cab companies are as 
good indicators of the state of the 
economy as any and right now, he 
says, the industry is reeling under 
steep increases in almost every 
operating expense. 

The current fare in Newton is $1 for 
the first mile, and 20 cents for each 
additional one-seventh of a mile. 
Waiting time is $9 per hour. 

New rates, if approved by the Board 
of Aldermen, may be $1 for the first 
five-eighths of a milé and 20 cents for 
each additional one-eighth of a mile. 
The charge for waiting time will be 
$11. 
Newton is alone among area com- 
munities in offering a full first mile 
for $1’ other communities charge $1 
for various fractions of a mile. 

Under the ropased rate schedule, 
it would cost $1.60 to travel one mile in 
Newton. Using that distance as a 
yardstick, the same ride in Boston 
would cost $1.60; in Brookline, $2; in 
Wellesley, $1.80; and in Waltham, 
$1.40. 


Waltham cab companies have peti- 
tioned for rate hikes that would bring 
the cost of a one-mile ride to $1.80 and, 
according to Mollomo, Boston com- 
panies will soon request a rate in- 
crease. Brookline’s rates were in- 
creased about six months ago. 
Newton companies had initially sug- 
gested a one-mile rate of $2. 

Mollomo justifies the rate increase 
by pointing to a 70 percent increase in 
the cost of fuel in two years and a 41 
percent increase in the cost of a taxi 
in the same period. 

A Ford Fairmont taxi package cost 
$4,697 in 1978 and would cost $6,630 to- 
day. Compounding the 33 cent in- 

, crease in the cost of fuel are federal 
fuel allocation quotas based on 1977 
consumption. 

In 1977 Mollomo’s fleet was 
ordeal switching from leaded to 
unleaded fuel and with only one fuel 
tank available, gasoline deliveries did 
not represent the full requirement of 
his fleet. 

As a result, Veterans Cab must now 
buy between 20 percent and 30 percent

In the last two years finance 
charges have Jumped 33.3 percent, in- 
surance has climbed with increased 
costs for taxis, and since January 
taxis must carry increased personal 
injury limits. 

e end result of various increases, 
according to Mollomo, is that it costs 
60 percent more to put a car on the 
road than it did two years ago. 

Another indication of economic con- 
ditions is the number of job applica- 
tions. ‘‘In the last three or four mon- 
ths we've had all the help we needed,”’ 
Mollomo said. “It’s the first time I’ve 
seen that in 23 years. People are look- 
ing for regular jobs and supplemental 
income as inflation takes more of 
their real income away.” 

The industry has lost thousands of 
taxis across the country, Mollomo 
said, and there are many com- 
munities that no longer have cab ser- 
vice. New cab companies are not be- 
ing started. 

‘o put the cost of doing business in 
perspective, Mollomo said the one- 
mile rate in Newton in the early 1920's 
was 50 cents and remained at that 
level for years. At the end of the 
depression, he said, it was possible to 
buy a cab for $475, and a dollar bought 
eight gallons of gas. 

le the cost of doing business is 
increasing, the demand for taxi ser- 
vice has also increased, Mollomo 
said, as more and more people aban- 
don their cars. 

“People find it easier to pay for a 
taxi when they need it, than pay for 
the car in the yard,” Mollomo said. 

“We're a demand __ service,” 
Mollomo said. ‘When people pay to'go 
somewhere, we're there. We're the 
last transportation service without a 
subsidy, and I don’t want to get into 
that. We don’t take any pleasure in 
coming in after a year for another in- 
crease.” 

Since that increase a year ago, 
there have been 15 increases in the 
price of fuel, and there have been in- 
creases since the Taxi Association 
drafted its proposal. 

“Last time was a catch-up deal,” 
Mollomo said. “It’s always a last 
minute deal, when we get our backs 
against the ropes. A year ago was a 
little relief.” 


“We're always behind the economy. 
It’s always been a struggling in- 
dustry,” Mollomo said.

| ie curly haired, golden bearded, 36 year old 


vocalizes in a clear tenor voice reminiscent of coun- 
try singer John Denver. He plays a 12-string guitar 
and converses in an informal, relaxed manner. But 
for his clerical garb, the contemporary minstrel 
would pass for another professional songsmith. 

However, Rev. Andre Patenaude is a troubadour 
for the Lord. 

Father Pat, as he’s affectionately known to 
friends and acquaintances, is director of the Shrine 
of Our Lady of La Salette, Enfield, New Hamp- 
shire.He spends much time traveling throughout 
New England to spread the ‘good news" of the 
Christian gospel. 

The priest melds self-taught musicianship with 
his religious ministry to further the La Salette mis- 
sion of “reconciling man to his God.” 

Father Pat has been singing his life, since 
childhood days in Fall River, and it seems only 
natural to continue. 

Down playing his obvious talents, the priest 
prefers to characterize the music; a ‘way of say- 
ing things not always possible in words.” 

Last Thursday Rev. Patenaude, by popular de- 
mand,”’played a return engagement,” at St. Mary’s 
in Dedham. 

It was an evening of song, prayer and a little 
laughter with several hundred of all ages in atten- 
dance. The priest is a favorite of area residents and 
came on the invitation of Mary and Ed Broderick of 
Bullard Road. 

He made it clear from the outset, that his was not 
a performance, though he would sing and play. 

“Don’t applaud,” he cautioned the audience with 
asmile. “I want to get to what I want to say.” 

What he wants to convey is ‘‘that God stands for 
life, goodness and love.”

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Easter Sunday: A golden time for enjoying family and friends 


Easter Sunday is a warm, golden 
time for enjoying family and friends 
throughout the day and around the 
festive table. Only the gold can be 
somewhat tarnished if you find 
yourself viewing the holiday from 
behind the kitchen door. 

This Easter meal has been designed

BOSTON — To celebrate the 350th 
anniversary of founding of Boston in 
1630, the Museum of Fine Arts at 
Faneuil Hall will present ‘Boston 
Dresses Up,” an exhibition of outstan- 
ding costumes from 1750 to 1963, spon- 
sored by the Champion International 
Corporation of Stamford, Conn. The 
costumes on display were worn by 
famous Boston families including the 
Cabots, Sears and Bowdoins to par- 
ties, political affairs, and as daytime 
attire. Many were designed by such 
renowned French fashion couturiers 
as Jean Philippe Worth, Madeleine 
Vionnet, and Yves St. Laurent, who 
once worked for Christian Dior. These 
17 costumes will go on view at the 
satellite museum April 15 through 
Sept. 14. 

Says Matthew Kiernan of the 
Department of Textiles, ‘‘Contrary to 
the typical image of Bostonians — one 
that says they don’t concern 
themselves with high fashion or spend 


Money on such frivolities — this ex- 


hibition shows that many Bostonians 
have elegant taste and a strong sense 
of color and design.”’ 

The costumes range from an 18th 
century blue brocaded silk dress worn 
by Mary Faneuil Jones, sister of 
Peter Faneuil who built the renowned 
Faneuil Hall, to a 1963 aqua silk gown 
trimmed with seed pearls and gilt 
beads worn by Rose Fitzgerald Ken- 
nedy to a White House reception held 
in honor of Haile Selassie, then the 





Emperor of Ethiopia. The gown was 
designed by Cristobal Balenciaga who 
created many of Mrs. Kennedy’s 
ensembles during the 1950s and 60s. 


A young girl’s party dress in pink, 
yellow and grey stripes against, a 
background of champagne colored 
silk, reminiscent of the Gibson Girl 
style, is one of the most delightful 
costumes in the show. The dress 
features handmade lace on the 
bodice, puffed sleeves, and is trimm- 
ed with pleated ribbons of grey, pink, 
and green. A blue satin cummerbund 
and skirt inset add to the ‘‘sweet six- 
teen’’ feeling of the dress. 


Male attire of the early 1800's is 
represented by a man’s court suit 
made of dark plum broadcloth with an 
embroidered floral pattern of silk and 
chenille threads in shades of lavender 
with sequins and paste gems attach- 
ed. The suit was worn by the 
Honorable James Bowdoin of Boston, 
the son of Governor James Bowdoin, 
to a ball given by Napoleon I. 

Among the most elaborate women’s 
evening ensembles is an 1877 floor- 
length purple velvet skirt with deep 
folds and a tailored jacket. The velvet 
bodice is particularly lovely for its 
slashed sleeves which are inset with 
lavender satin. The ensemble was 
designed by Worth of Paris for the 
trousseau of Sarah Choate Sears.

CHICAGO (UPI) — If you are over 
50, you should start thinking about 
retiring.

New chapter forming to 
fight neurofibromatosis 


There is a new Chapter of 
Neurofibromatosis (Von Reckl- 
inghausen’s Disease) starting in 
Brookline. 

N.F. is one of the commonest in- 
herited neurologic disorders. Approx- 
imately 100,000 people in the United 
States are afflicted with N.F., which 
is as widespread as muscular 
dystrophy, yet there is very little 
research being done on the disease. 

It affects people of all nationalities 
and races. Neurofibromatosis affects 
all areas of the nervous system and 
the skin. It usually begins in childhood 
or adolescence. 

Multiple benign tumors appear in 
the brain, spinal cord and skin. The 
nerves controlling vision and hearing 
are often affected. In addition, multi- 


ple dark patches of skin, called ‘‘cafe 
au lait” spots, are usually present. 

Tumors of the skin, called 
neurofibromas, can develop super- 
ficially or just under the surface of the 
skin. AS many as_ 10,000 
neurofibromas of the skin have ap- 
peared in one person. Most people 
with N.F. have a predominance of 
growths involving the skin or the 
brain. 

This new non-profit organization is 
in need of membership and contribu- 
tions.

DARE-Freeport House 
to serve local area youth 


The Newton Board of Alderman 
recently accepted recommendations 
of the Land Use Committee and 
Branted site-plan approval for the 

ARE-Freeport House Porgram, 
which will serve children from the 
local area. 

Since then, support for the program 
has been growing. West suburban 
citizens, recognizing the need for an 
alternative home for local youth, have 
been cooperating enthusiastically. 

Currently, there are about 40 
children from Needham, Newton, 
Wellesley and Weston who are 
waiting for places in programs such 
as DARE-Freeport, which is head- 
quartered in Jamaica Plain. 

The DARE-Freeport program will 
provide counseling, tutoring and a 
stable home for 10 local youths who 
cannot live with their families. Pro- 
gram director Linda Saleski of 
Wellesley is currently hiring staff and 
readying the house for the first 
youths. 

Area church groups, clubs, students 
and merchants have volunteered 
time, money and supplies to get the 
program going. April and May have 
been targeted as house improvement 
months. 

During the weekend of March 15, 
Students from Boston College, 


members of the Episcopal Parish of 
the Good Shepherd in Newton and 
other local teenagers helped clean 
and paint. 

Many of the workers returned the 
weekend of March 22 and were joined 
by the Senior Youth Group of the First 
Baptist Church of Newton. 

Many area merchants have donated 
supplies for the house. The Coca Cola 
Bottling Company in Needham 
donated soda and merchandise was 
contributed by Beacon Brush Corp., 
Chandler-Levy's Hardware Co., 
Chestnut Hill Food Shop, Hannah's 
Bakery, Moore and Moore Paint Co., 
Provizer’s Delicatessen and the Star 
Market, all Newton businesses.

The ‘“‘Consumer’s Resource Hand- 
book” is published by The White 
House Office of the Special Assistant 
for Consumer Affairs. 

Most such books cost anywhere 
from §2 to $10 or up. More and more 
good ones are available in retail 


stores and libraries. 
Before investing in a bigger book 
for which you have to pay, try the free 


government handbook. If your pro- 
blem can be solved by a local, state, 
regional or federal agency, you'll find 
out who to write or phone, and where. 
Some calls are toll-free 800 numbers. 

For single copies of the 76-page 
ublication, write the Consumer In- 
formation Center, Dept. 532 G, 
Pueblo, Colorado 81009. 

The handbook begins with a con- 
sumer checklist of questions to ask 


before you buy or sign a contract to 


buy goods or services. 

Examples: 

Have you checked the company’s 
track record for reliability with your 


local consumer agency or Better 
Business Bureau? 

If professional help is needed, have 
you asked about fees, services, 
qualifications and licenses? 

What are the company’s policies for 
handling complaints?” 

The handbook also contains step-by- 
step suggestions for resolving com- 
plaints, a sample complaint letter, 
and many specific suggestions of 
where to go for help: not just state 
and local consumer protection offices 
but also occupational and profes- 
sional licensing boards, Better 
Business Bureaus, media programs 
such as Call for Action; small claims 
courts; legal aid and legal services 
for people who cannot afford to hire 
private lawyers, as examples.

Sausage making can 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A quality pro- 
duct is a sure-fire ingredient for a suc- 
cessful company, and so is atten- 
tiveness to detail. 

They were for Hillshire Farm, a 
sausage producer located at New Lon- 
don, Wis. 

The company, now a subsidiary of 
Consolidated Foods Co., is the 
outgrowth of a small meat market 
which started up right before the 
Great Depression and almost went 
ee just after the hard times arriv- 


Proprietors were Austrian-born 
Fritz Bernegger and Billy Schmidt. 
They split amicably during the 1950s 
— by that time it had grown to a cou- 
ple of retail stores and a pack- 
inghouse — and Bernegger in- 
corporated shortly thereafter. 

Despite the company’s growth — 
sales now run around $200 million a 
year and production a million pounds 
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Full grain leather uppers, 
canvas uppers, nylon uppers 
with suede trim, cushioned 
insoles, lace to toe con- 
struction. 


_ trims), 
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a week — Bernegger still preaches 
adherence to high quality and atten- 
tion to the small things. 

Hams and bacon, for instance, are 
in the smokehouse for days. “The 
longer a piece of meat smokes, the 
sweeter it is,” Bernegger observes. 

Only fresh meat is used, not frozen, 
although it would be cheaper and 
more convenient to use frozen meat. 

As his son Gary, Hillshire’s presi- 
dent, explains, ‘‘Frozen meat ‘weeps’ 
— you notice it when you take 
something from the home freezer — 
and this detracts from the taste.”” 

The company also takes pride that 
no ‘‘filler”’ is used in sausage making. 
“Sometimes small chunks of meat 
make their way into a sausage with 
enough identity to locate the place on 
the carcass where they came from,” 
the younger Bernegger explains, half 
seriously. 

“Pressures of production at times

comparisons of national charities, 
moving companies, airiines and 
package delivery firms, a list of food 
colors whose safety has been ques- 
tioned; treatments for 50 common 
stains on fabrics; and a chart showing 
complaint ratios of auto insurors. 

It also describes some of the more 
widely used scams that survive, year 


after year, such as chain letters, 


work-at-home schemes that don’t live 
up to their advertised promises and 
“miracle” diet products. 

The 1979 edition of the Macmillan 
guide is currently available. A new 
edition is scheduled for 1981. It is 
largely a directory of governmental 
consumer protection agencies and 
private corporations who make and- 
or supply consumer goods. Thousands 
of products are listed and cross- 
referenced, so a reader who doesn't 
know a manfacturer’s identity or ad- 
dress, for example, can find both bt 
by looking for the product’s trade 
name.

The younger Bernegger still goes 
over the morning quality control 
reports, rather than have the produc- 
tion people do it, and he chooses to 
take care of the mail from consumers. 
“Listening to them is important to the 
business,” he says. 

Also a working member of the firm 
is the elder Bernegger’s wife, 
Armella, a former school teacher he 
married in 1934. Gary was born a year 
later; a daughter, Brenda, five years 
later.

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A census worker may be contacting you

If someone should tap you on the shoulder in an 
all-night movie theater during April, do not be 
alarmed. It is probably not a policeman but a 
federal census taker. 

The federal census got underway April 1 and peo- 
ple living in colleges, nursing homes, rooming 

jouses, motels and even those attending all night 
movies may be interviewed by a census taker. 

This year, the U.S. Census Bureau is making a 
special effort to count people not living at a normal 
street address, according to Steve Crowley, a 
recruiting manager at the Norfolk County Census 
Bureau. 

The Norfolk County Census Bureau expects to 
hire between 600 and 700 people from the county to 
fill temporary census taking and clerical positions 
between April and July. 

Tricia DeLuca, director of recruiting at the Nor- 
folk County office, said recently census workers 
were usually assigned to their home towns because 
they were familiar with the area. 

She said that applicants must pass a general 
clerical test to qualify. Clerical workers will be paid 
$3.55 an hour and census takers between $4 and 
$4.55 an hour, All those hired will be asked to work 
40 hours a week. 

The reason for this is that in 1970, roughly 
4,500,000 people weren't counted. This accounted 
for a 2.5 percent national undercount, Crowley said. 
This resulted because many census takers quit 
after having difficulty interviewing people in 
prisons, houses of correction and nursing homes. 

However, this year, the census bureau hopes to 
rectify the situation. It has hired a group of people 
trained to work in special places who have the per- 
sonality to suit the job. Crowley said that young 
men between the ages of 25 and 30 with criminology 
degrees seemed-best suited. 

Census questionnaires were sent out last week. 
Ninety percent of the census taking is being done by 
mail. The rest will be done by census takers. The 
total undertaking will cost $1 billion. 

One reason for the census is to provide data for 
Congress to apportion an anticipated $50 billion in 
federal funds. The census will also serve its original 
purpose of providing a population count to deter- 
mine the number of seats needed in the U.S. House 
of Representatives. 

Massachusetts could lose one of its 12 seats in the 
U.S. House as a result of an expected population, 
decline. However, it is still unclear which areas will 


New magazine 
explains ways to 
save on air fares 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In the confusing world 
of discount air fares, a one-way coach ticket from 
Miami to San Francisco can cost anywhere from 
$129 to $338, depending on when you fly and when 
you buy the ticket. 

The situation is so complex it has spawned a new 
magazine devoted to discount ticket prices. 
Changes occur so rapidly the magazine has to be 
published twice a month just to keep up with revis- 
ed fares. 

The first issue of Domestic FareSaver — 92 pages 
of computer generated copy — came out in March. 

Publisher Mark Winston says the magazine is 
aimed not so much at the casual once-a-year 
traveler as at the 15 million Americans who — for 
business, government or other purposes — fly 
often. Even so, infrequent travelers could 
theoretically recoup the subscription price, $35 for 
six months, after one trip if they were tipped off toa 
cheap ticket. 

In an interview, Winston said the magazine is 
also aimed at the nation’s 15,000 travel agents. 
Eventually, he said, 8,000 to 10,000 public libraries 
around the country might buy it as a reference book 
for consumer use. 

There are no street sales currently, he said, but 
the possibility exists that it could be placed on air- 
port newsstands on a single copy basis. 

Winston said the magazine is designed to be a 
“reference quality book,” although it lists only 
“normal” discount fares, not such exotic ar- 
rangements as groups, charters and the like. 

He said he tries to verify, before publication, that 
all routes listed are actually being served. 

Winston said he has noticed two trends since he 
started to put the magazine together more than one 
year ago. 

First, he said, ‘Fares are going to continue going 
up,”’ partly because the cost of jet fuel is rising at a 
rate of one to two cents per gallon per week. In addi- 
tion, the Civil Aeronautics Board in its congres- 
sionally ordered deregulation now allows many 
fare changes to occur with only one-day notice in- 
stead of weeks as in the past. 

The second trend, Winston said, is availability of 
many discount fares ‘for the asking ... no advance 
purchase or minimum stay. And for those that do, 
the requirements are less and less and less.”

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be affected, according to William Fleming, the 
director of the Norfolk County Census Bureau. 

The census will play an especially important role 
this year in federal funding because of anticipated 
cutbacks, Local officials in the towns of Dedham, 
Needham, Norwood and Westwood said it was too 
early to estimate the actual revenue those town 
would recive. 

However, Dedham Executive Secretary Robert 
Hanson and Norwood Assistant Town Manager Ber- 
nard Cooper think federal funding in their towns 
will be tight. 

“We'll probably be shortchanged. I think revenue 
sharing as a federal program is going to vanish,” 
said Hanson. 

Cooper agreed, pointing to ‘President Carter’s 
anti-inflation program.” 

Neither Hanson nor Cooper expect to have an 
undercount in their towns because in the past, peo- 
ple in Dedham and Norwood have been cooperative 
in answering the census. 

Hanson pointed to the importance of avoiding a 
high undercount. ‘The funding is set up on a scale 
directly related to population. If you have a serious 
undercount, you stand to lose money.” 

In some federal programs, the population count is 
“the determining factor” in deciding whether a 
town receives the program, said Cooper. 
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The revenue sharing formula is determined by in- 
come and population data, he said. 

To determine a town or city’s need for federal 
funding, demographic data and personal questions 
seeking information on income, transportation and 
housing will be asked. Three quarters of the people 
will receive a short form, consisting of 19 questions. 
One in five households will receive a long form con- 
sisting of 320 questions for a family of four. 

Among other topics, census questions ask about 
occupation, number of toilets, travel time to work, 
heating equipment and sewage disposal. This in- 
formation is used to determine the need for such 
public expenditures as grants and welfare. 

Fleming said that if a person failed to mail in his 
Census queationnaire during the first few weeks in 
April, an enumerator would be sent out. By law, 
people are subject to a $100 fine if they refuse to 
answer the census. 

He said that specific information about a person's 
income, as well as other personal information, was 
“strictly confidential.” 

Federal law prohibits the census bureau from 
releasing personal information to any other govern- 
ment agency, even to the IRS or the FBI. 

Tf a census worker releases information, he is 
eee to a $5,000 fine and/or a five-year prison 
erm.

Mr. Kirkman has been the greens 
superintendent at Needham Golf Club 
for 19 years now, 30 he knows of what 
he speaks. And if golf is your game, 
you would be well advised to pray for 
rain and no extreme temperature 
variations over the next couple of 
weeks. Be content to practice your 
putting on the living room carpet for a 
while longer. 

Due to the ridiculous paucity of 
snow that fell on the Greater Boston 
area this past alleged winter, local 
golf course superintendents and 
greenskeepers are battling a problem 
they haven’t faced in a decade.

something there; always attending 
strictly to business; always getting up 
new designs and trying them on peo- 
ple to see how they will qo.

The line between arts and crafts 


By VONI WEAVER ' 
The symposium called ‘Fine Arts-Crafts — Where is the Line Drawn?” 
sponsored by Arts in the Parks and held at the Newton Arts Center March 26 
opened with a show of unidentified slides, apparently of work by some of the 


panelists, and went on to brief remarks by 


da Plaut, director of Arts in 


the Parks, and Kathryn Miles, a CETA worker there. 

In response to a question from a teacher, Ms. Plaut told her audience, she 
had asked Ms. Miles to find out if anybody wanted to talk about the dif- 
ferences between arts and crafts. Ms. Miles was pleased and surprised by 
the vigorous response to her calls for panelists. 

Moderator Dan Corrigan, who directs the Artists Foundation, asked the 
panelists to address themselves to a statement on the agenda from much 
quoted gallery owner Holly Soloman: ‘‘All art is decoration...It’s the icing 


onthe cake.”” 


Nobody hit the ceiling, to my surprise. 


In their opening remarks, some panelists spoke to (or at) the statement, 
notably Stephen Prokopoff, director of the Institute of Contemporary Art: 
“Tf it’s good, it’s art; if it isn't, it doesn’t matter.” 

Gallery owner Svetlana Rockwell strove toward a definition of art, begin- 
ning with the maker’s intention, and said later that she educated herself and 
many executives when she agreed to buy art for a new building and began 


exploring crafts. 


There is a great difference in price between an ambitious picture and an 
equally ambitious craftwork and much of the evening’s discussion centered 
there. Daisy Brand, a teacher and potter, said the crucial difference is in 


“how the public see us."” 


John Heller, jeweler, potter, and Mass. Association of Craftsmen director, 
said he likes calling himself a jeweler or potter unless doors shut on his 


work. 


Fiber artist Bernie Toale bore out Brand and Heller—when a gallery in 
New York sent the usual ad into the N.Y. Times, but with a picture of his 
work, the Times refused to print the picture, evidently because it showed a 


craft piece. 


Judy McKee, who makes furniture, some of it on view at the Museum of 
Fine Arts, said she goes through a process called ‘‘craft” and one called 
“art” and feels unclear about a difference, if any. 

According to Margaret Johnson, director of Career Planning, Mass. Col- 
lege of Art, glass blowers, for example, regard themselves as artists and 
register in the Fine Arts department. ‘They work for expression, not 


utilitarianism...”” 


Earl Powell, a painter, former dean at the Rhode Island School of Design. 
and now administrator of the Artisanry Program at Boston University, 
remarked that students at RISD were forever trying to limit 
themselves—photographers, for instance, complained about drawing 


courses. ‘‘But it helps them see...” 


The MFA’s Jonathan Fairbanks, curator, American Decorative Arts, 
makes a distinction between ‘‘manufacts,” machine made objects, and or 
handmade work. He spoke of the poetic content of handcrafted work, im- 
plied deep respect, and wished he had more money to buy contemporaries. 

Sculptor Mags Harries reminded fellow craftsmen of the current interest 
in Art Fund legislation, advising her listeners to take advantage of what's 
increasingly available. ‘‘We have to promote ourselves—nobody’s going to 


help us.” 


In response to remarks about changing times, tastes, and prices, John 


Heller 


inted out that the Brockton Museum experiences its highest atten- 


dance for shows of contemporary crafts. Later, he observed that women 
have been the root of the American crafts movement and felt baffled agree- 


ment with a questioner that men see! 


m to dominate the field. 


The upshot, if any, is that crafts, whatever else they are, are still a 
bargain, although works by major craftsmen are increasingly expensive. 

The next evening at the swearing-in reception of the Mass. Arts Lottery 
Council, nobody seemed definition-minded, which may be as well, consider- 


ing how busy the bartender was. 


And the Society of Arts and Crafts (175 Newbury St., Boston) opened its 
“Dressing Up In Art” show, which runs through May 3.

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$83.5m to run city 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann 
presented his recommended $83.5 
million budget for fiscal year 1981 to 
the Board of Aldermen last week, and 
its budget review is already under 
way. 

In his address to the Board of 
Aldermen, Mann said, “Given the 
compounded effects of double-digit in- 
flation, soaring energy costs, tax-cap 
compliance and a highly uncertain 
state and federal aid picture, it has 
been a true test of our management 


Cuts don't 
diminish 
services 


NEWTON — The public will hardly 
notice the cuts in various depart- 
ments’ budgets in the coming fiscal 
year’ according to several depart- 
ment heads queried about the effect of 
the tight FY81 city budget. 

The department heads will notice, 
though. 


The FY81 budgeted amount of $82.8 
million shows an increase of only 
slightly more than $1 million over 
what is expected to be spent by the 
end of F'Y80 at the end of June by the 
various departments. . 


The total budget request, including 
$1.1 million for budget reserve and not 
earmarked, and less $464,000 for a 
technical error in School Committee 
appropriation, will amount to $83.5 
million

Spend more 
to get more 


NEWTON — The more the city 
spends before the end of the fiscal 
year, the more it can spend next year. 

This paradox comes about from the 
state tax’ cap- that bases the ap- 
propriation limit for FY8] on a 4 per- 
cent increase over the nonexempt ap- 
propriations for FY80. 

Newton is currently under the ap- 
propriation limit for FY80, A month 
ago there was more than $1 million 
leeway under the tax cap. 

If the city spends that amount bet- 
ween now and June 30, the cap for 
FY81 appropriations will go up. After 
subtracting excluded items such as 
retirement and debt service, the ap- 

ropriation limit for FY81 could be as 

igh as $72 million. If all the money is 
not spent, the appropriations limit for 
nonexcluded items could be $70.6 
million’ according to material 
prepared by Comptroller Lawrence 
Marino. 

It appears that if Newton doesn't 
spend fast, it may end up with only a 
$387,000 leeway for all of FY81, and 
spending beyond that point after the 
budget is approved would take a two- 
thirds vote of the Board of Aldermen. 

If the city spends right up to the 
limit for FY80, there will be $1.5 
million spendable during FY81 
beyond the budget. 
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capabilities to present to you a budget 
capable of maintaining the level of 
quality services this community has 
come to expect.” 

“I must sadly acknowledge, 
however,” the mayor continued, 
“that due to such locally un- 
controllable factors as the increasing- 
ly obvious lack of leadership at the 
state and federal levels of govern- 
ment, the wholly unrealistic fisca) 
demands of an archaic approach to 
county government, and the enor- 
mous burden placed upon this city by 
the MBTA, we will not be able to avoid 
serious tax increases and-or service 
reductions in future years.” 

The mayor said the three main 
policy thrusts of his administration in 
FY81 will be a program of expanded 
Management and inspection services 
in the Building Department, major 
equipment replacement in the Fire 
and Recreation departments’ and 
municipal insurance advisory ser- 
vices inthe Accounting Department. 

The total budget recommendation 
is under the state-imposed tax cap, 








the mayor said, and if it were not for 
collective bargaining increases an- 
ticipated for FY81, escalation of 
energy costs and state-mandated but 
not state-funded costs, the ‘resource 
requirements” could have been 
reduced. 

Mann cautioned the Board of 
Aldermen not to cut “too fine,” 
reminding them of his desire last year 
to keep more money in surplus in case 
of sudden inflation of fuel costs. 

After the presentation, Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino estimated that pro- 
perty taxes will rise by $7-9 per thou- 
sand assessed valuation next fall. 


That figure appears to him to be a 
minimum, he said, assuming that 
state aid stays at last year’s level. It 
is generally thought that state aid will 
decrease drastically, however. 


There will be at least $3 million ap- 
propriated over the coming fiscal 
year for various unforeseen expenses 
and for settlement of collective 
bargainin; agreements being 
negotiated. 


Department head 
salaries up 9% 


NEWTON — Salaries for depart- 
ment haeds, as shown in the budget 
for’ fiscal year 1981, have been in- 
creased between 2 percent and 15 per- 
cent, with the average at slightly 
more than 9 percent for those who got 
raises. 

Mayor Theodore Mann did not show 
raises for firefighters, police officers 
and the city labor force, all of whom 
are covered by contracts being 
negotiated now. 

Not calculated into the average is 
the increase for Police Chief William 
Quinn, whose current $33,761 is shown 
increased to $34,761. His salary is 
dependent on the salary negotiated by 
the pote union; Quinn gets double 
the year patrolman’s pay. 

The biggest increase by percentage 
goes to Howard Lipton, director of the 
Human Services Department. His 
salary is up 14.9 percent, from $19,319 
to $22,204. 

Close behind is the city clerk of the 
Board of Aldermen, Edward English, 


whose salary increased from $25,000 
to $28,500. But because he is now 
responsible for the dual job, which us- 
ed to be filled by two people, his 
salary is under negotiation in the 
Board of Aldermen and will probably 
go higher. 

A 5.5 percent raise for Treasurer 
Theodore Scafidi and Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino, both of whom went 
from $27,043 to $28,548, is sure to set 
off another battle over their salaries 
with the mayor. 

Both asked for $32,000. 


The Board of Aldermen “elects” 
these two officers, under terms of the 
charter, and has always felt it can set 
their salaries, but the board lost the 
last battle with the mayor on this 
point. 

The mayor’s chief administrative 
officer, James Hickey, who came 
here last year, was given the same

‘More’ for the mile 
when taxi fares go up 


NEWTON — Taxi fares in this city 
will up 60 percent for the first mile 
this month. 


The Board of Aldermen approved 
the rate increase Monday night. 

The fare will go from $1 for getting 
into the cab and riding up to one mile 
to $1 for the first five-eighths of a 
mile, Each additional one-eighth mile 
will be 20 cents, instead of 20 cents for 
one-seventh of a mile. 


Waiting time has been increased 
from §9 an hour to $11 an hour. 

The fare increase was necessitated 
by the tremendous increase in 
gasoline price, according to Newton 
Taxi Association statements, as well 
as the increase in cost of automobiles. 


Brookline is the most expensive 
community in which to ride a cab, ac- 
cording to the taxi association’ with a 
“drop” of $1 for the first sixth of a 
mile, and 20 cents for each additional 
one-sixth of a mile, for a total of $2 for 
the first mile. The “ rap is the 
minis charge for getting into a 
cab. 

Other representative communities 
are Arlington at $1.80 for the first 
mile, Belmont at $1.40, Wellesley at 
$1.80, and Needham at $1, waiting to 
see what Newton's new taxi fare is, 
according to the taxi association. 

Taxis will continue to offer books of 
fare tickets to senior citizens that will 
give them a 10 percent discount on 
taxi fares.

If the most famous jazz musi- 
cians have to worry about retain- 
ing control of their music or about 
guarding their gifts against the fit- 
ful adulation they may receive, the 
others have to deal with the exten- 
sive disregard of the public. Rock 
musicians have more money and 
classical musicians have more 
status. It is no wonder that jazz 
players are not even happy about 
the name “jazz,” a term with 
obscene origins, a label that im- 
plies to many people a harsh, un- 
compromising music that will not 
sell, Jazz, it is argued, is a music of 
a minority of listeners, black and 
white, heard rarely on the radio 
and almost never seen on televi- 
Uliman in ‘Jazz 

Despite the small numbers of 
jazz fans (at least in comparison to 
fans of other types of music) as 
well as the fact that jazz has not 
permeated our lives the way pop 
and classical music have, Ullman 
says that there was so much to say 
about this type of music that it was 
impossible to put it all in one book. 
“Jazz Lives,’’ which was published 
by New Republic Books in March, 
is Uliman's first book. With the ex-

plans considered 
to preserve golf course 


NEWTON — Two new plans for 
preserving the former Chestnut Hill 
Country Club golf course have been 
presented to the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee. 

At a special meeting this week to 
consider the proposal to develop 10 
acres of the land with 60 townhouses 
as a means of financing the retention 
of the golf course under city owner- 
ship, the committee agreed that the 
objective is to keep as much open 
space as possible. 

But the committee could not agree 
on whether the city needs or should 
have a golf course. The decision on 
the housing depends, at this moment, 
on whether the golf course is retained. 

The two new proposals presented at 
the meeting are both aimed at keep- 
ing the golf course with fewer 
townhouses to be built. 

The 60-unit development — 40 units 
on Algonquin Rd. and 20 on Kenrick 
St. — has not been well-received by 
Algonquin Road residents, who have 
said it would double the density on 
their street and cut off their view of 
the open space. 


According to the developer, Barkan 
Properties, that number of housing 
units, in the location as proposed, is 
necessary to recoup the $1.2 million 
Barkan will pay to the Newton Com- 
monwealth Improvement Corp. for 
the 10 acres of land. The NCIC is a 
group of 21 neighbors who own the 
country club land and are trying to 
preserve the rest as open space. 

Ward 7 Alderman Lisle Baker 
presented a plan to reinstitute his 
betterment-district proposal so that 
neighbors in the area could be assess- 
ed by the city over a 20-year period to 
come up with about $400,000 of the $1.2 
million NCIC members need to break 
even on their investment to save the 
land from total development and get 
it into city ownership. 

Last year, before he was an alder- 
man, Baker worked out a plan to use 
betterments to provide the difference 
between funding expected from the 
state and the total cost of the property 
so the city could acquire the land. 
State funding fell far short of the 
needed amount of money, and the 
development plan, until then only a

troduction, the book is really a 
series of essays on various people 
involved in the making of jazz 
music, be they musicians, agents, 
composers, or lawyers. Some of the 
essays had previously appeared as 
articles in New Republic 
Magazine, others have never been 
published. 

“T try to talk about all different 
kinds of people in the book,’’ said 
Ullman recently in his Newton 
Highlands home, “It’s impossible 
to include everything. The impetus 
behind writing this book was the 
desire to attack many of the 
superstitions about jazz, and to 
show the variety in peri lives. 
The ones that I talk about have 
very impressive credentials, they 
are remarkable as people. Many of 
them are not well known, so I 
wanted to introduce them to the 
public.”” 

One of the essays is about Max- 
well Cohen, a lawyer who helped 
fight the cabaret card system in 
New York. The system was set up 
to license performers in bars and 
clubs, preventing those with police 
records from performing in New 
York. During its existence the 
system became corrupt, and Cohen 
fought the system in the New York 
courts until it was abolished. 

Ullman also introduces Maxine 
Gregg, who runs a jazz artist 


management business called 
MsManagement, saxaphonist Son- 
ny Rollins, bassist Charles Mingus, 
and several others, known and 
unknown. Some of the essays, 
especially of the more well-known 
artists, are critical, others are bas- 
ed mostly on interviews. They all, 
however, give an idea of the diver- 
sity of people involved in the jazz 
world, and it is apparent, even 
after reading only a few essays, 
that making it as a jazz musician is 
a long and difficult task. 

“In the record industry, jazz 
musicians don’t get the publicity 
that rock musicians get, and they 
don’t get the status that classical 
musicians get,’ said Ullman. 
“Jazz is essentially an American 
product. Many of us feel it should 
be respected.” 

“Jazz depends on innovative 
players doing different things all 
the time. Since early times, this 
form of music has gotten very dif- 
ferent,” he continued. 

It is this very quality of jazz, the 
innovative and experimental quali- 
ty, that could be the reason why 
jazz music can't seem to hold onto 
a steady, solid group of fans. Peo- 
ple hear a certain jazz form that 
they like and they stick to it. Soon, 
the same artist who introduced the 
new form is trying something else, 
something that may pick him up a

New group of followers, but which 
may leave the old fans cold. Thus, 
jazz itself really seems to be com- 
posed of many different branches, 
each one representing different 
styles, and each one with its own 
smal! group of fans. 

“I have a friend who is a very 
astute listener, and I took him 
home to listen to a record by Can- 
nonball Adderly, who at this point, 
I thought, was playing 
straightforward, very 
music. Well, my friend listened to 
it and said that it was ‘abstract.’ 
Being totally unfamiliar with the 
genre, he thought that there was 
something wrong with it,” recalled 
Ullman. ‘Many people feel this 
way about jazz. They don’t unders- 
tand it, or else they don’t like its 
origins with the black people. We 
all go through a period when we are 
very rigid, because in a way, it's 
more comfortable that way. For 
example, the people who grew up 
in ihe Swing Era say that Swing is 

Ullman, 34, feels that he was 
“lucky to have grown up in a time 
when many of the great jazz artists 
were still alive.” 

He recalled that he was 12 years 
old when he first heard Louis Arm- 
strong, one of the few jazz artists to 
achieve the kind of status that

help special needs 
kids learn skating 


NEWTON — Every year, from Oc- 
tober to March, the Fessenden School 
provides an hour of ice time every 
Saturday for a skating program for 
Newton’s physically and mentally 
handicapped children, -run by 
Fessenden students and faculty. 

The student ‘‘coaches” work in- 
dividually with the handicapped 
children, teaching them to skate. At 
first, the special needs child sits on a 
chair, wearing skates, and is pushed 
around the rink by the coach to get the 
feel of the ice. Eventually, the special 
needs child learns to stand behind the 
chair and push it. The final step 
comes when the child can skate 
without the help of the chair. 

Fessenden teacher Ned Douglas 
said there is a pool of about 35 
students who volunteer one hour on 
Saturday to help children less for- 
tunate than themselves. 

“It's one way we can really help the 
community," he said. 

The Fessenden students say they 
really enjoy the program and learn 
from it. Most of them have had little 
or no contact with the handicapped, 
and they express great satisfaction at 
seeing the special needs children 
making progress learning to skate. 

“At the beginning they don’t want to 
get on the ice,” said ninth grader Matt 
Basinet. ‘‘At the end they don’t want 
toget off.” 


Seventh grader Andy Donnelly said 
he was surprised at the progress the 
handicapped children made during 
the program. 

"T thought it wouldn’t be fun,” he 
said. I didn't think they could skate. 
I didn’t think I could. help them 
because I was so young and they were 
older than I was. I thought they 
couldn't do anything. I thought they 
sat at home and didn’t do anything. I 
found out they could really learn to 
skate. One person knew even more 
about hockey than I do.””. 

Ninth grader Howdy Lapsley said 


one of the nice things about the pro- jj 


gram is that it involves ‘‘kids helping 
kids.” 

“Instead of learning with someone 
older than yourself, you can have fun 
with someone your own age,” he said. 

Gary Hofstetter, who directs 
special needs programs for the 
Newton Recreation Department, said 


that many of the handicapped - 


children in the program have no ver- 
bal skills and others have difficulty 
communicating, but this does not 
seem to pose a real problem for the 
student coaches. 


The program started five years ago 
through the work of members of the 
Newton Special Needs PTA. Some of 
the Fessenden students have been 
participating for four years.

Many checks for violations never cashed 


NEWTON — There are thousands of 
dollars in uncashed checks for park- 
ing fines stored in cardboard boxes at 
Newton District Court. 

There may be as much as $100,000 in 
uncashed checks, one alderman 
estimates, although city Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino doubted that figure 
Monday. 

“T can’t tell,” Marino said. ‘‘There 
are cartons of unpaid things.” He add- 
ed the processing of overdue parking 
tickets is plagued by “gross ineffi- 
ciency.” 

This newspaper has learned a 
report on the situation has been re- 
quested by Mayor Theodore D. Mann, 
and that the report is expected to 
recommend the city assume respon- 
sibility for the parking ticket system 
that is now, legally, the responsibility 
of the state. 

In fact, the city has been unwilling- 
ly involved in the processing of sum- 
monses for about three years, and the 

city computer is used. 

Although not a city responsibility, 
the money for postage to mail sum- 
monses has been periodically ap- 
propriated, with city officials reason- 
ing that although the expense is un- 
justified, it does result in revenue that 
would otherwise go uncollected. 


Rumors of bottlenecks at the cour- 
thouse in the processing of sum- 
monses, and unconfirmed reports 
that the state has plans of its own for 
the parking ticket revenue prompted 
aldermen on the Administration and 
Planning Committee this week to ear- 
mark the next postage appropriation 
for a holding account. 

The mayor has requested $13,000 for 
postage for the next fiscal year. The 
committee will recommend the 
money be placed in ‘‘budget reserve,’”’ 
an account requiring a vote of the 
Board of Aldermen before the funds 
can be used. 

The report to the mayor is being 
prepared by Marino, Treasurer 
Theodore Scafidi and Data Process- 
ing Director Richard Walsh. The 
report is expected to confirm what 
many city residents probably know; 
that if they do not pay their parking 
fines nothing will happen. 

Summonses cannot be mailed as 
they are received because the court 
reportedly cannot handle the 
workload. 

If summonses are mailed and 
returned because of an improper ad- 
dress, they are reportedly ignored’ as 
are fines that are not paid.

Opinion coming on 
gifts by cable firms 


NEWTON — An official opinion on 
gifts to the city offered by applicants 
for Newton’s cable television license 
may be forthcoming by the end of the 
week, 

The special inducements offered by 
four cable companies, three of which 
have been selected by the Newton 
Cable Advisory Commission as the 
three finalists, have been challenged 
by James Salter of Newton MetroVi- 
sion, which offered nothing in the way 
of additional inducement except 
lower-cost service. 

The advisory commission, whose 
report was to be ready for Mayor 
Theodore Mann April 4, has not com- 
pleted the final report, according to 
Roger Lewenberg, Planning Dpeart- 
ment Department liaison for the com- 
mission. 

Lewenberg would not release a 
copy of the “‘draft,"’ which Is stil! be- 
ing circulated to commission 
members, he said, before final suh- 
mission to the mayor. He said th. 
final report will be available April 11. 

In the past, so-called draft reports 
of the commission have differed little 
if at all from the final version. In this 
case, it is difficult to see how the final 
report cannot agree with the recom- 
mendations of Warner Amex, Con- 
tinental and Teleprompter as the top 
three, made in open session of the 
commission March 27, since the com- 
mission has not met since then. 

The special inducements — amoun- 
ting in each instance to $800,000-$1 
million over the life of the 15-year 
license — were termed ‘‘inap- 
propriate, unethical and illegal” by 
Salter. 

Salter said as soon as the mayor 
awards the license to one of the three 
top-selected firms, his firm will be an 
“aggrieved party” and will file for an 
advisory opinion from the 
Masgachusetts Cable Commission. 

He feels that the delay in the issuing 
of the report is for the purpose of 
“justifying the decision they made.”’ 


Jeffrey Forbes, head of the state 
cable commission, has been reported 
to have already given an opinion of 
sorts to the mayor — that in- 
ducements directed toward “third 
parties,” not City Hall directly, are 
not objectionable. The inducements 


-Save been offered te help the library 
and communications in the city. more 

Salter feels that the commission 
may be awaiting an opinion by Forbes 
before releasing its final report. 

The refusal to make public the draft 
report may constitute a violation of 
the public records law. The law allows 
the exclusion from public scrutiny 
certain information that pertains to 
the development of policy, but ex- 
cludes very little else. There seems to 
be no exemption stated in the law that 
would keep the draft report secret. 

The mayor has unlimited time in 
which to make his final decision on 
the licensee. But he has often spoken 
of his desire to get the cable TV 
operative in Newton quickly. He was 
recently quoted as wanting to have it 
in Newton during 1981; the previous 
target date was March 1981, and 
before that was a 1980 date. 

The advisory commission did not 
act as expeditiously as was first 
thought it would. >

and are slowly processed. Marino 
said Monday the court is probably two 
or three months behind at this point. 

Scafidi said the situation is “really 
a crime.” By not processing checks 
quickly, he said, the city loses 
revenue, and citizens have to wait 
months for checks to clear. 

The report , sources say, will not on- 
ly show that the state has abrogated 
its responsibility for the tickets, but 
that there are few internal controls 
ane that there is an opportunity for 

eft. 


For the city to take responsibility 
for the system, an act of the state 
Legislature would be required. In 
practice, the city has already taker 
responsibility for the operation from 
the point a parking ticket becomes 
delinquent to the mailing of the sum- 
mons. 

Mayor Mann said Monday he might 
support a change in state law if that is 
the only way to ensure the city will 
receive the revenue from parking 
violations. 

Mann estimates the city has spent 
$35,000 during the past three years to 


collect parking fines’ and before the 
court system was taken over by the 
state, he attempted to get reimburse- 
ment from the Middlesex County 
Commissioners without success. 


The mayor is obviously uncomfor- 
table with the present arrangement 
and he has discussed the problem 
with city officials and with Chief Ad- 
ministrative Judge Samuel Zoll. He is 
also attempting to arrange additional 
CETA help at the courthouse. 


But unless the city steps in and 
picks up costs of the operation such as 
postage, the city will lose the revenue, 
and the interest that revenue can earn 
once it is in city accounts, Mann said. 


Judges want a more efficient 
system, Mann said, but the 
Legislature has been unable to pro- 
vide the necessary funding. 


Newton is not the only community 
that has had to make arrangements 
for processing tickets because of a 
lack of state funding, and Mann called 
the situation “a financial time bomb 
fraught with all kinds of complica- 
tions.””

B.C. larceny

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Answers awaited 
on Fernald death

WALTHAM — The special state 
Senate committee investigating pa- 
tient deaths at state-supported institu- 
tions and the U.S. District Court 
monitor of the Fernald School consent 
decree are both awaiting a final 
report by the Department of Mental 
Health on the Jan, 24 death of a resi- 
dent of the Fernald School. 

The resident, 25-year-old Richard 
DiBerto, was pronounced dead at Fer- 
nald’s Thom Hospital after he was 
taken there by car from a Waltham 
restaurant. According to three in- 
formed sources, DiBerto choked on 
solid food which he was given at the 
Testaurant by a member of the Fer- 
nald staff. DiBerto had been on a 
puree diet since Jan. 2, according to 
Fernald medical records. 

DiBerto’s death, and two other 
deaths at Fernald in December and 
January, have prompted Fernald 
Superintendent Joseph Wert to forma 
task force to equipment ‘review the 
status of existing medical supplies 
and at the school.” 

According to Fernald Communica- 
tions Director William Gorski, that 
review will be carried out by the staff 
of the Eunice Kennedy Shriver 
Center, which has a contract to supply 
medical services to the school. The 
task force from the Shriver Center, 
Gorski said, will cordinate its efforts 
with Deputy Superintendent Paul 
Gendron and Director of Health Ser- 
vices Carolyn Lawless, who have 
been asked by Wert to ‘expand inter- 
nal emergency procedures to include 
emergencies which occur when 
residents are out in the community.” 


Gorski also said that the institu- 
tion’s death and dying committee is 
also ‘developing procedures to which 
the staff must adhere upon a death in 
the facility.” 


The sister and legal guardian of the 
deceased, Maryanne DiBerto of Acton 
said the report by Fernald on her 
brother’s death “raises more ques- 
tions than it answers.” She and her 
brother William have been in- 
vestigating the death on their own. 


“My brother and I have always in- 
sisted on a separate and parallel in- 
vestigation and we never got it,” she 
said. “We are not satisfied with the 
Fernald investigation. There are still 
Many unanswered questions.” 


Ms, DiBerto raised several of these 
unanswered questions to Steven 
Horowitz, who has been appointed Bd 
U.S. District Court Judge Josep! 
Tauro to monitor Fernald’s com- 
pliance with a consent decree which 


calls for building improvements and 


increased staffing at the school. 


Ina letter to Wert Feb. 5, Horowitz 
listed these questions and said that his 
office would initiate “further in- 
quiries” if they remained 
unanswered. 


DiBerto said that she received 
“conflicting reports” about her 
brother's death from the staff at Fer- 
nald, One doctor reportedly told her 
that Richard was dead on arrival at 
Thom Hospital, while another said he 
was still alive when he arrived there. 


Another question raised by Ms. 
DiBerto, and mentioned in Horowitz’ 
letter to Wert, was why an ambulance 
was not summoned to the restaurant. 


According to the same three in- 
formed sources, the night manager at 
the restaurant has stated that DiBerto 
was “having trouble breathing.” The 
manager was reportedly told to sum- 
mon another staff member at the 
school, who arrived later to take 
DiBerto by car toThom Hospital 


A member of a Fernald parents’ 
group, The Fernald League, went to 
Thom Hospital the night after the 
ae and found it “locked up 


The manager reportedly stated that 
she was not asked to call an am-i 
bulance, but was asked to make a se- 
cond call to Fernald to find out 
whether DiBerto was supposed to be 
taking medication. There was no 
answer to the second call. 


One informed source within the 
Department of Mental Health stated 
categorically that the staff of Thom 
Hospital was not notified that a chok- 
ing victim was on the way. 


Maryanne DiBerto, and Horowitz, 
want to know why the staff took 
DiBerto to the restaurant when he had 
had a temperature of 101 degrees the 
day before and had been on a puree 
diet since Jan. 2. 


Horowitz declined to comment on 
the case and according to his staff, he 
is expecting a final report on DiBer- 
to's death later this week. 


Also awaiting that report is the 
special state Senate committee in- 
vestigating seclusion, restraint and 
death in state-supported institutions. 


An aide to that committee, Michael 
Giampietro, said the Department of 
Mental Health reports on patient 
deaths made to the committee have 
been “incomplete, inconsistent with 
regulations and have failed to address 
important issues in each case.” 


He said that of four cases on which 
the committee heard testimony in 
November and December, three have 
been reopened by DMH and of those 
three, two have been referred to the 
Attorney General’s office for further 
investigation. 


One of these cases was that of a 
female patient who disappeared from 
Metropolitan State Hospital in 1978. 
Giampetro said that DMH in- 
vestigators found that the woman had 
been frequenting a hut on the grounds 
with a male patient who has since 
been transferred to MCI Bridgewater. 


Giampietro said that no interview 
with the male patient was ever includ- 
ed in the DMH report on the disap- 
pearance. 


Investigators later found seven of 
the woman’s teeth in the possession of 
the male patient and forensic analysis 
determined that they had been ex- 
tracted post mortem. The woman’s 
body was never found and she was 
never declared legally dead. 

The chairman of the special com- 
mittee, Sen. Jack Backman, said that 
the committee discovered that 
records had been falsified regarding 
the death of 19-year-old Scott Surette 


at the Solomon Mental Health Center 
in Lowell. 

Backman said that a doctor made 
false statements about the death to 
the committee, but came back and 
finally told the truth because ‘‘his con- 
science bothered him.” 

Backman said his committee ‘does, 
not have the horses to do an ap- 
propriate investigation of these 
deaths.” He said he will ask the 
legislature to approve “full in- 
vestigative powers” for the commit- 
tee, including subpoena power and a 
larger budget. 

Citing the $1.1 million appropriated 
for the commission investigating 
state building contracts, Backman 
said, ‘The human beings of the com- 
Monwealth deserve as much protec- 
tion as the building contracts.” 

He said a full investigation of pa- 
tient deaths at mental health facilities ‘ 
would uncover a situation “far more , 
terrible and tragic’ than graft inthe 
awarding of building contracts. 

“What is going on is a state 
tragedy," he said, adding that he will 
try to have a fully-empowered com- 
mission on patient deaths included in 
this year’s budget. '

Carter's arbitrary 
Olympics stance 


More and more President Carter’s in- 
sistence that American athletes boycott 
the Moscow Olympics appears to be a stub- 
born, arbitrary stance. 

A broadly based group representing 
those athletes presented a reasonable 
compromise to the White House reently 
and it was rejected by the president out of 
hand. They proposed that they not take 
part in the opening or closing ceremonies, 
that they merely show up for their events 
and leave immediately afterward. They 
wouldn’t even appear publicly to accept 
their awards, nor would they do any 
sightseeing in Russia or appear anywhere 
in public. 

They made the point that their protest 
would be much more visible under such 
circumstances than making no ap- 
pearance at all. President Carter didn’t 
even od them the justice of studying the 
proposal. He merely said that his previous 
decision was irrevocable. 

Meanwhile the National Broadcasting 
Company continues to advertise that it will 
be televising the summer games back to 
the United States. And the president has 
had no comment about that.

The controversial Cabinet level Depart- 
ment of Education is supposed to save 
money by combining educational projects 
and activities now handled by dozens of 
agencies and bureaus. 

Maybe it will, although such cost-cutting 
procedures are not generally the habit of 
new organization.

It isn’t just an American flag that is be- 
ing prepared to be unveiled in May when 
the Department of Education becomes a 
full-fledged member of the Cabinet.

The differences of equality

I was watching one of the those ubiquitous even- 
ing magazine shows with my roommate recently, 
when a segment came on about the women’s ice 
hockey team at Boston University, which, we were 
informed, was doing quite nicely. 

The girls had to field the usual questions from the 
reporters about being female in a traditionally all- 
male sport. One of the team members gave a reply 
that I thought was very nice and straightforward. 

“When I'm not playing, I like to go home and put 
on nice clothes and just be soft and feminine,” said 
she. 

The derisive snort coming from my roommate 
was a clue that she didn’t think that it was as good 
(or as honest) an answer as I thought it was. She ob- 
viously did not think that vows of femininity was 
something that should not be spoken loudly, let 
alone over the public airwaves. And it is this kind of 
attitude that is becoming more and more common, 
and one which I find particularly disturbing. 

The idea that women cannot have the same rights 
as men and remain feminine is ludicrous, because 
it implies that womanhood is inferior to manhood. 

I first became aware of this paradox when Gloria 
Steinem and the women’s liberation movement 
began to gain momentum around the country. 

I saw the man-tailored suits that Steinem and her 
followers wore, and the brisk, masculine ways that 
they had adopted. As I took all of this in, I 
wondered, why are these women trying so hard to 


Sadat to the rescue

CAIRO, Egypt — Sadat to the rescue 
emerges once again as the theme of the 
drama. The action turns on progress 
towards peace in the Near East. In the 
process Jimmy Carter receives political 
help, and history saves a place for 
Menahem Begin. That at least is the 
scenario brought to my mind after a long 
session with Sadat on the eve of the 
Washington talks he and Begin will be 
having separately with Carter this week 
and next. 

The Egyptian president received me 
at his villa adjoining the dam across the 
Nile just outside Cairo. He seemed fit 
and in good spirits, and he was, as usual, 
elegantly dressed in a dark blue double- 
breasted suit. We sat outdoors under a 
tree. “I’m just a villager,” Sadat said in 
the tone of the country boy who has fool- 
ed every city slicker in the world. 

I asked Sadat whether, as I had heard 
in Washington, he had pushed for the in- 
vitations that are bringing him and 
Begin to visit Carter. ‘Carter phoned me 
and extended the invitation,” Sadat 
replied. That suggested a_ political 
motive, and I asked the Egyptian presi- 
dent his feelings about the coming elec- 
tion in the U.S. 


His reply was formal. “I am very hap-

settlement issue. It would reserve Arab 
rights to East Jerusalem. It would define 
in detail Israel’s security needs. The 
Israelis would be allowed to station 
troops in certain stipulated areas. They 
would be guaranteed against Arab 
Palestine becoming an independent 
state for at least five years. But they 
would not be able to use “security” as an 
excuse to prevent the passing into 
Palestinian hands of such matters as 
health and sanitation and water rights 
and land tenure. 


The prospect that the Palestinians 
would refuse even such a formula does 
not seem to bother Sadat. “I shall never 
speak for the Palestinians,” he said.

As to whether Begin will eventually 
accept something that can be called 
autonomy for the Palestinians, Sadat 
seems to be genuinely unsure.

If Begin is tempted, Sadat will un- 
doubtedly make it easier for him. The 
Egyptian president is flexible about 
details and about timing. He has kept the 
subject matter purposely vague. If the 
Carter-Begin sessions which follow the 
Carter-Sadat meetings bear fruit, there 
is already scheduled, for April 21, a 
meeting in Washington of the principal 
negotiators — Ambassador Sol Linowitz,

I'm in complete sympathy with 
President Carter's problem of how to 
gain the release of the American 
hostages held by the fanatic Iranian 
militants. 

I have no suggestions for a solution 
tothe problem. 

However, I find completely inex- 
usable the decision at the top level of 
the Carter administration or the State 
Department, to refuse to give refuge 
to the estimated 100 Iranian Jews who 
are seeking to escape from persecu- 
tion by the Ayatollah Khomeini. 

These citizens, now homeless, fled 
Tehran and have arrived in Europe, 
but by edict of President Carter’s 
Special Iranian Crisis Team, they 
have been consigned to hanging in 
‘limbo’ in Paris or London, waiting 
desperately to come to the United 
States as political exiles. 


While I was not in disfavor of 
Carter's opening the door to the Shah, 
I see an unhappy parallel here. 

The State Department officials who 
have been questioned admit to the 
facts above. I understand a State 
Department official has commented, 
“Human rights interest — yes, but to 
let in is not part of our national in- 
terest.” 

According to a direct quote of Jack 
Anderson, the noted new columnist, 
“This is like Germany in the 1930's 
when immigration red tape prevented 
hundreds of thousands of Jews from 
escaping the Holocaust.” 

While I’m certain that the State 
Department feels that allowing these 
Jews into the United States could con- 
ceivably antagonize Khomeini, 
doesn’t it seem that we should take a 
stand on these human rights?

Academic freedom

The Social Studies faculty at North 
High School, with the support of the 
superintendent of schools and four 
members of the School Committee, 
has won an impressive victory for 
academic freedom. They have staun- 
chly held to their right to use a certain 
film on Africa the way they see fit. 

The fact that the black studies coor- 
dinator found the film objectionable, 
the fact that many members of the 
black community find the film offen- 
sive, and the fact that the tends to 
Teinforce offensive stereotyping 
about black Africa apparently just 
isn’t that important. 

Even though the film was purchas- 
ed by the School Department 25 years 
ago, before Birmingham and Selma 
and the Civil Rights Acts,. before 
METCO, and before virtually 
everything that contributes to our 
present view of race and ethnicity, the 
superintendent and the North faculty 
have steadfastly refused to ‘‘censor” 
this film. (After a tie vote in the 
School Committee, the Social Studies 
chairman graciously offered to 
withhold it temporarily). 

I do have a couple of questions 
though: I would like to know who pur- 
chased that film; what process of 
screening and review took place 
before the film was purchased; and 
whether the School Department has 
ever, under any circumstances, 
determined that a piece of purchased 
curriculum was ever inappropriate. 

I ask because I know someone 
who's peddling a new film which ex- 
tolls the Aryan culture and another 
one that demonstrates clearly that for 
little Italian children a life in the 
Mafia isn't half bad. This person 
figures that if the School Department 
would just purchase these films, the

Social Security 
cards amust 
for summer jobs 


NEWTON CENTRE — Young 
people planning to work for the 
first time this summer should not 
wait until the last minute to get a 
Social Security card. 


Many employers refuse to hire a 
person who cannot show a Social 
Security card, according to 
Carleton Merrill, Newton veterans’ 
agent. Some employers, he said, 
will accept a rerelpt showing that a 
card has been applied for, although 
many prefer to hire someone who 
already has a card. 


Newton young people without a 
Social Security card may apply for 
one any Thursday between 9 a.m. 
and 1 p.m. in the Department of 
Veterans’ Service at Newton City 
Hall. 


That is the day Newton has a 
Social Security field agent present 
to assist young people in making 
application. 


Applicants must provide 
evidence of age, identity and U.S. 
citizenship or lawful entry into the 
United States in order to qualify for 
a card. It then takes about six 
weeks to receive it, 


People over 18 must apply for the 
card in person. They must present 
an original or certified copy of a 
birth certificate or church record 
of birth or baptism recorded before 
age 5 as proof of age and place of 
birth. Current identification, such 
as drivers liccase or student ID 
card, is also required. 


superintendent would once again 
uphold academic freedom and make 
sure the films were shown uncut and 
unexpurgated, if that’s what the 
teachers wanted.

One of the reasons that he chose 
people with a variety of connec- 
tions to jazz music for his book, ex- 
plained Ullman, was to show the 
alternatives that many musicians 
have developed when they realized 
at they could not survive on jazz 
alone.

Planning Director Barry Canner 
said the public will not find copies of 
reports and memorandums for the 
Land Use Committee so easily ob- 
tainable, since he has made up $56,000 
cut by reducing paper supplies, 
overhead, dues and subscriptions, 
and printing and paper. 

“There has been no staff reduction. 
I’m not happy but not depressed, but I 
am afraid of what happens next year 
—I can’t do this again,” Canner said. 
His budget is now $284,000. 

Acting City Engineer Paul Giunta 
took a 40 percent cut in his depart- 
mental budget. Giunta said last 
year's budget was unusually high 
because of equipment purchases, so 
that the cut is not as severe as it might 
seem, 

The Engineering 
budget is $292,760. 

Part of the cut is attributable to the 
elimination of two positions that were 
funded last year but never filled. 
Despite that, Giunta said, he does not 
expect services to the public to be af- 
fected. “We just have to live with it,” 
he said. 

Building Commissioner Allan 
Fraser, who has been pleading for 
first eight, then five new positions to 
keep up with the increase in building 
and related inspections and zoning en- 
forcement, was cut by 21 percent of 
his previous year's appropriations. 

The mayor approved the five new 
positions, however. 

Fraser said the cut was made prin-

Some members of the Land Use 
Committee are not convinced of the 
need or desirability of a golf course. 

Baker referred to it as a ‘‘manage- 
ment vehicle,” at times as an ‘18-hole 
management vehicle’ meaning a 
vehicle for preserving and maintain- 
ing the open space. 

The golf course would be self- 
supporting, under lease to a nonprofit 
foundation set up by the city, if the 
current plan goes through.

$37,500. Thomas is the city’s highest 
paid department head’ but Police 
Chief William Quinn may end up 
ahead after collective bargaining is 
completed. 

Purchasing Agent Blair Kanbar 
received a 2 percent increase. No 
raises are shown for the Board of 
Assessors, City Engineer Paul Giunta 
and Executive Secretary of the Elec- 
tion Commission Alan Licarie. 


The executive director of Communi- 
ty Schools, William Slotnik, not 
technically a department head, was 
jumped from $15,488 to $21,580, and a 
note in the budget says this increase 
does not reflect a requested regrading 
of the position.

that account, Fraser said, and will 
have to ask for transfers of funds. He 
will break that news to the Board of 
Aldermen next week. 

The FY81 Building Department 
budget is $1.5 million. 

There are 20 buildings that need 
new roofs, Fraser said. The cut in his 
budget means, he said, “I'll just put 
on fewer roofs.” 

He expects that a bond issue will be 
sought for roof replacement and 
repair. 

The $10.2 million Public Works 
Department budget is $585,000 lower 
than the total appropriated for FY80, 
which in turn was $1.2 million more 
than was budgeted. for FY80. 

Some departments were luckier. 
The Assessing Department got a 10 
Percent increase in its $195,000 
budget. Data Processing was given an 
8 percent increase, for a total budget 
of $268,000. Civil Defense got a 9 per- 
cent increase to the sum of $6800 per 
year for the department. 

The Newton Free Library received 
a 1 percent increase, for a total 
recommended budget of $1,071,375. 

The 28 percent increase in the 
Police Department budget will be off- 
set down to 4 percent or less by the use 
of about $1.2 million in revenue shar- 
ing funds, which are always applied 
totally to police salaries and reduce 
the police department budget by that 
amount. 

Ald. Mark White called the budget 

as submitted ‘‘unrealistic.” 

The amount put into budget reserve 
by Mayor Theodore Mann, §1.1 
million, is not enough, White said, 
even though the mayor has indicated 
that he will come back to the Board of 
Aldermen for more money for collec- 
tive bargaining and energy cost. 

White says there will have to be at 
least another $2 million added to 
cover the salary increases.

Chairman Terry Morris, the city 
would own a lot of open space it could 
not take care of.

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Police Dept. salary accounts 


New record keeping suggested 


NEWTON — City Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino has recommended 
new record keeping procedures 
following an audit of Police Depart- 
ment salary accounts. 

Marino inspected police payroll 
records for a six-month period after 
Alderman Richard McGrath gave 
him copies of court-time records of 
police officers that pointed to 
discrepancies. 

The three court cards that promp- 
ted the audit were ‘honestly 
misdated,” Marino found, but he also 
discovered that charging the time the 
officers worked to a court appearance 
account was not proper. 

“Only a small portion of time was 
spent in court that day,” Marino said. 
“In fact, some officers were not in 
court at all that day, but were writing 
reports in the station.”” 

Marino said Police Chief William F. 
Quinn has already directed bureau 
commanders to carefully examine 


overtime and pay officers from the 
proper account. 

Marino recommended there be a 
permanent court time log maintained 
in the police prosecutor's office and 
that the log contain sign-in and sign- 
out times for officers’ district court 
appearances. 

If an officer appears in another 
court, entries in the log should be 
made by the commanding officer, 
Marino recommended. The log, with 
the “court card” should be used to 
prepare the payroll, he said. 

The comptroller also recommends 
developing a computer program to 
produce reports on daily and weekly 
overtime, court time and extra detail 
payments to officers. The computer 
print-out would replace the hand- 
typed forms that are used for payroll. 

Marino said the computer program 
would be a valuable management tool 
and would minimize the possibility of 
clerical error. 






In a memo from Quinn to Marino 
during the audit, the chief said that 
since the three court cards were 
brought to his attention, he had in- 
structed bureau commanders to pay 
officers through the proper accounts 
as outlined by city ordinance and con- 
tract. ' 
Quinn told his commanders to be 
particularly conscious of payments 
for investigations and stake-outs that 
ultimately lead to arrests and subse- 
quent court appearances. 

The payment of significant over- 
time to some officers, with less 
seniority than other officers, was also 
questioned at the time the court 
Tecords surfaced. 

In Quinn's memo to Marino the 
chief said the authorization for over- 
time is the responsibility of the 
bureau commander. In the Patrol 
Bureau the patrol captain gives 
lieutenants authority to hire officers 
on an overtime basis to fill vacancies.

It is difficult to ensure an equitable 
distribution of overtime because of 
last minute vacancies, Quinn said, but 
added lieutenants have tried to 
distribute overtime fairly. 

Patrol lieutenants also’ distribute 
extra details, and it is sometimes dif- 
ficult to fill those details on weekends 
or late at night, Quinn said. 

During those periods, the chief said, 
officers who do not mind working 
weekends or late hours may have 
received more details than other of- 
ficers. 

Patrol lieutenants have notified all 
officers that if they feel they have 
been overlooked an adjustment will 
be made. 

McGrath, who requested the audit, 
said Marino's recommendations will 
remove the potential for abuse. 
McGrath said he hopes the chief will 
implement the recommendations 
before the budget for next fiscal year 


is approved.

Trash Talk 
Goodnews, badnews

Newton’s newspaper recycling program has some good news and some 
bad news to report. 

First the good news. Newton is now receiving $17 per ton for newsprint. At 
this market price, the newspaper recycling program has the potential of br- 
inging a net profit to Newton's treasury. 

Now the bad news. Participation in the Newton Recycling Program has 
been dropping during the past six months, jeopardizing the chance of pro- 
fitability for paper recycling. 

Let's analyze what the good news means to Newton. 

If we recycle approximately 1900 tons of newsprint in 1980, the same ton- 
nage as was recycled in 1979, we can earn a profit of $10,000 for our recycling 

rogram, 

4 This estimate is based upon the present price of $17 per ton for our paper 
added to the savings incurred by not hauling our paper to the dump with 
refuse (over $17 per ton, and going up again on July 1,) the sum of which is 
subtracted from collection costs of approximately $55,000. If we can in- 
crease the tonnage we recycle, as we have done each year since 1975, our 
profit margin will be even greater. 

The bad news — the drop in participation — is baffling, especially in light 
of the steady increase in tonnage recycled over the past five years. 

A combination of several factors might account for the present situation. 
First of all, scavenging has been on the increase in recent months. Since our 
paper is valuable, some individuals have found it worthwhile to pick up the 
papers from curbside for their personal profit. 

Not only is this costly to Newton, it is also blatantly illegal. If you see a 
scavenger pick up your paper — any truck or vehicle other than a city truck 
— or any vehicle collecting earlier than 7 a.m. or during evening hours, try 
to get a license number. 

Report this number, or at least a description of the vehicle, to the police 
(552-7264), 

Drop in participation may also be a result of some confusion regarding the 
collection schedule. Although glass and cans are no longer collected for 
Tecycling on a weekly basis, newspapers are still recycled each week on 
your regular trash day. The system is simple. Paper must be tied in bundles 
(paper bags will not be accepted by the company that buys our newsprint 
without a substantial drop in the price they pay us) and be at curbside by 7 


a.m. 

With a concerted effort to improve the tonnage of paper recycled — by 
reporting scavenging and putting out bundled newsprint regularly on trash 
day — we can improve on last year's 1932 tons of recycled newsprint and 
earn more than $10,000 for our city. Not only will this help our treasury, it 
will conserve trees, energy and dump space for our environment. 

Spread the good word and help others to help our community by par- 
ticipating in the Newton Recycling Program.

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Dayan says U.S. is ‘too weak’ 


NEWTON, Mass. (UPI) — Im- 
plementation of the Camp David ac- 
cords may take longer than expected, 
but given time and flexibility a com- 
prehensive peace can be achieved, 
former Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan says, 

Dayan also said the United States 
needs to build up its “military option” 
because it has lost credibility and is in 
“too weak a position” in the Middle 
East. 

“The credibility of the United 
States has suffered” because of the 
stalemated hostage situation in Iran 
and the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, the retired supreme 
commander of Israel’s armed forces 
said, 

“You should have the facilities for a 
military option if and when you want 
to use it. Without it, it will be difficult

for you to maintain your influence,” 
he told reporters at a morning news 
conference. 

Dayan, who has served innumerous 
military and ministerial positions 
since Israel attained independence in 
1948, said he had ‘‘long discussions” 
on Palestinian autonomy with Presi- 
dent Carter and Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance earlier this week in 
Washington. 

But he refused to reveal the content 
of the discussions, which were in 
preparation for the upcoming visits of 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin. 

A United Nations Security Council 
resolution condemning Israeli settle- 
ment policies in occupied territories 
was “a scandal,” Dyan said, although 
he declined to comment on the Carter 


adminstration’s later reversal of its 
vote. 

“T think it's a scandal, it’s a shame, 
it’s not going to work,”’ Dyan said. “I 
don’t think history will reward with 
its favor the decision of countries who 
supported it.” 

Dayan did say he was optimistic a 
settlement of the Palestinian issue 
could be reached, but added ‘‘it is up 
to them (Jordanians and Palesti- 
nians) to make some move to support 
our initiatives. 

“Neither Jordan nor the Palesti- 
nians came to Camp David. Without 
them, it is doubtful anyone can im- 

pose autonomy on them. Israel is will- 
ing to end its military administration 
of occupied areas, but there has to be 
cooperation,” he said. 

Dayan said he believed an agree- 
ment on the autonomy issue would

eventually be reached based on 
“many meetings” with Palestinian 
leaders. 

“Knowing the feeling of the Palesti- 
nian Arabs, there are ways ... to 
achieve a settlement. But it’s a mat- 
ter of showing flexibility and giving 
time. It’s now a matter of finding the 
right language to talk to one another. 

“T don’t think they would prefer to 
have the Israeli military administra- 


tion’ ‘ace of their own leadership,” 
he sa » their best interests to 
have autonomy.” 


Dayan said Israel’ would not 
dismantle its settlements on the West 
Bank. “They are there to stay. Israel 
is to stay in the West Bank.” 

He expressed confidence “the main 
elements and principles of the Camp 
David agreement will be carried 
out,” although he hinted there might 
be ‘‘slight changes.” He declined to 
say what those changes might entail. 

Dayan called President Sadat’s 
decision to allow the exiled Shah of 
Iran to live in Egypt a ‘‘political 
demonstration.” 

“He wanted to demonstrate he was 
independent, and that he would not 
give in to the pressure of Khomeini 
and the radical Arab countries,’’ he 
said. 

Dayan, who made his remarks at 
the Temple Mishkin Tefilah, is on a 
tour of the U.S. sponsored by the 
United Jewish Appeal.

Assistance available 
for rent increases 


People with low incomes who have 
been unable to pay their rent may now 
be eligible for some _ financial 
assistance with their rent through the 
federal and state fuel assistance pro- 
grams. Most rent increases can be 
traced to the nearly doubled energy 
costs this year over last year, 

As of April 1, Action for Boston 
Community Development, Inc. 
(ABCD), is taking applications from 
eligible people that may result in pay- 
ment of 35 percent of a household’s 
monthly rent. ABCD administers the 
fuel assistance program for the com- 
munities of Boston, Brookline, 
Dedham, Needham, Newton and 
Waltham. 

Until now, an applicant had to pre- 
sent a fuel or utility bill in his or her 
name. Now, the program has been ex- 
panded to include households in which 
the heat and utilities are included in 
the rent. 

To qualify, first, a household must 
have total annual income at or below 
the following levels: one person, 
$5100; two people, $6750; three people, 
$8400; and four people, $10,050. For 
each additional person, add $1650 to 
the total yearly income. 

Next, a household that receives no 
subsidies for rent or utilities must 
show that its rent is in arrears. Rent is 
considered to be in arrears after it is 
three days! late. The fuel assistance 
program covers rent in arrears back 





Then, the head of the household 


should take proof of total household 


income to the local fuel assistance of- 
fice and have an application filled out. 


He or she will be asked to sign a 
separate agreement, which will then 


be taken to the owner of the property, 
or the owner's agent, for his or her 
signature. Once the application is 
returned, and if approved by ABCD, 
the payment will be sent to the owner 
of the property, who will have agreed 
to apply the payment to the appli- 
cant’s rent. 

For households that received utility 
subsidies under certain housing sub- 
sidy programs, the fuel assistance 
program will pick up where the sub- 
sidy ends and pay the remainder of 
the utility bill if the applicant is other- 
wise eligible. The head of the 
household should bring in the unpaid 
utility bill. 

The basic rules that govern the fuel 
assistance program still apply to 
these newly eligible groups. One is 
that a maximum of $600 may be paid 
per household and another is that the 
program ends June 30, 1980. 

To date, more than 16,000 
households have been served by 


ABCD’s fuel assistance program. In- 
terested potential applicants should 
go to the Newton Department of 
Human Services at City Hall (552- 


7170).

NEWTON— The state of 
Massachusetts should assume full 
responsibility for mass transit, said 


Mayor Mann in a news conference — 


Thursday. 

Mann also said that he did not favor 
any alternate plans for easing the 
fiscal problems of the MBTA, in- 
cluding payroll taxes. 


“We have come full circle in the 
area of mass transit. The state at- 
tempted to gét out of its involvement 
with mass transit, but now they are in 
it fully,”’ said Mann, who recently ap- 
peared at the State House before the 
Transportation Committee. - 


“House Bill 2154 would require the 
state to assume 100 percent of the cost 
of mass transit. We now assume 50 
percett of the deficit,” said Mayor 

ann. 


Mann said that there are three 
basic points to considerwhen deter- 
mining financial responsibiltiy for the 
MBTA: that the inefficiencies and the 
high cost of the system are excessive, 
that MBTA Chairman Robert Foster 
cannot be blamed for all of the pro- 
blems, since Governor King controls 
the management of the system; and 
that there is an inequity on the 
boarder charges, which ‘become a 
burden to communities like Newton”

Cut from the police proposal is a 
$35,000 request for a sophisticated 
electronic target range, an intercom 
system, and a $16,000 request for 

equipment. 


The committee compromised on 
other police requests. White will 
recommend one videotape camera in- 
stead of the two requested, and in- 
stead of 20 ‘pagers” throughout the 
station, he will recommend 10. A com- 
puter printer-plotter that will 
graphically point to hot spots for 
crime or accidents is cut from the pro- 
posal. 

Still to be considered is the request 
item on the police equipment shopp- 
ing list: heating, ventilating and air 
conditioning improvements for 
$105,000. That, as well as building 
related items, will be held for com- 
ment by Building Commissioner Allen 
Frager. 

The only other police equipment 
item awaiting committee action is a 
cellblock closed circuit system. Eight 
cameras are planned, one for each 
cell, with camera angles alternating 
on a monitor in the control room and 
at two other locations. 

Alderman have asked for more in- 
formation : specifically whether a dif- 
ferent type of camera could cover 
more than one cell, and whether there 
should be eight monitors in the control 


room. 
Police Chief William F. Quinn and 


Distributors for 


his consultant, Timothy Coogan, 
argued a camera that rotated and 
scanned a number of cells was inade- 
quate because it left blind spots. 
Alderman Joseph DePasquale used 
the same argument against a monitor 
that scanned the eight cameras. 

Police are seeking a videotape 
system near the booking cage as a 
way to discourage unruly arrestees. 
DePasquale suggested a dummy 
camera would serve the same pur- 
pose. 

Fire Department requests ran into 
less resistance, although committee 
members spent some time on propos- 
ed fire alarm boxes that include 
telephones. 

The advantage of the voice boxes 
that will replace both existing fire 
telegraph boxes and police call boxes 
is that dispatchers can determine ex- 
actly the type of equipment that is 
needed in a crisis. Chief Edward P. 
Reilly, Jr., said. He added the boxes 
have proven they can cut down on the 
number of false alarms. 

One of the most important aspects 
of the proposal, for both departments, 
will be the ability to patch together 
transmissions from police and fire 
mobile and portable radios. 

In an emergency, such as the Dec. 
% fire at Warren Junior High School, 
Chief Reilly was unable to com- 
municate directly with Newton police 
or with fire apparatus from other 
communities that assisted.

Betty still outspoken 
on her 62nd birthday 


RANCHO MIRAGE, Calif. (UPI) — 
Her husband Gerry is not running for 
President. Her daughter Susan is hav- 
ing a first baby. 

And, ah, the sky is blue. Liberty and 
the pups whoop on the carpet-green 
lawn under the three-story palm 
trees, 

ivics, Gerald Ford — a former First 
Lady perhaps bette: known in her 
land simply as Betty — walks in the 
sun and shakes her blonde hair in 
laughter. In one of the frankest voices 
in the American experience, she an- 
nounces that on this, her 62nd birth- 
day, “I have a great serenity.” 

“Tt comes from being so active, do- 
ing things I find interesting — helping 
somebody,” she said. 

And, since leaving the White House 
four Januaries ago, the serenity that 

. fits so well with her red shoes, her 
white slacks and her blue blazer, 
stems most probably from Betty Ford 
having helped herself first. 

She left the White House and in a 
year had recognized the grip that 
alcohol and prescription drugs had on 
her. She took treatment and won one 
of the more spectacular Ford family 
struggles.

Both were the ideas of Harry M. 
Stevens, founder of Harry M. Stevens 
Inc., now one of the nation's leading 
sports concessionaires with head- 
quarters in New York. 

Homer Rose Jr., a grandson of 
Stevens who works for the Stevens 
firm, remembers his grandfather 
“very well,” pointing out he was a col- 
orful man with a marvelous 
personality. 

Stevens died in 1934, when Rose was 
22 years old, Rose's mother Annie was 
the eldest of the five Stevens’ children 
and the only girl. 

Rose related in a telephone inter- 
view that his mother, her two younger 
brothers and their parents sailed to 
America from England in 1682 ‘when 
Mother was only five yearsold.” 

“Granddad was a very ambitious 
man," Rose said. “He didn’t like the 
stratified life in England. He couldn't 
advance. He had heard about job op- 


portunities in America, especially 
Niles and the steel industry. When he 
arrived in New York, he asked the 
ticket agent for a ticket to Niles and 
the ticket agent asked if he wanted to 
Go to Niles, Ohio, or Niles, Mich. 
“Granddad said, ‘The Niles where 
the steel mills are’ and got his tickets 
for Niles, Ohio.” There, Stevens found 
4 job asa steel puddler, a job now long 
gone in the steel industry, Rose said. 
“About the time of the Haymarket 


Riot,” he continued, ‘‘strikes hit the » 


steel industry and the Mahoning 
Valley. Grandfather, with 
children, couldn’t afford being out of 
work, so he took to the road to peddle 
the autobiography of the Ohio politi- 
cian, John A. Logan, the founder of 
the Grand Army of the Republic.” 

As Stevens traveled the state, sell- 
ing the book, he telegraphed money 
home to his wife and family in Niles. 
Once, while in Columbus, he took in a 
baseball game, but he didn't know 
who was playing. 

Rose explained that his grandfather 
ppproacbed the club owner and asked 
if he could sell programs to tell the 
‘ans who was playing. 

“So he got some advertisers, and 
some advance money, and had 
scorecards printed,” Rose said. 

According to the Western Reserve 
Magazine, published in Garrettsville, 
Ohio, Stevens, dressed in a bright red 
coat and a tall hat, sold his new cards 
to fans as they entered the ball park. 
Those cards soon became as impor- 
tant to the fan as their ticket.

Anti-nukes 
plan Pentagon 
blockade 


CAMBRIDGE — The Coalition for a 
Non-Nuclear World, sponsors of the 
April 26 March on Washington, con- 
firmed recently that the group also 
plans to stage a non-violent blockade 
of roads and entrances to the Pen- 
tagon on April 28, 

Geri Belle, of the New England 
Coalition office, stated that the action 
will begin with work slowdowns and 
leafletting at the Department of 
Energy. 

“We want to dramatize the links 
between the Department of Enere 
and the Pentagon,” Belle stated. 
“Nuclear power and nuclear weapons 
are developed and promoted by the 
same people — both the former 
Secretaries of Energy were previous- 
ly with the Department of Defense.” 

“Also,” Belle added. ‘‘the two 
technologies are interrelated. 
Nuclear weapons triggers are made 
out of spent fuel rods from commer- 
cial reactors, and 40 percent of the 
Department of Energy budget for 1980 
goes toward nuclear weapons and 
submarines.” 

Organizers emphasize that only 
those who have had special non- 
violence training and who belong to 
“affinity” groups will participate in 
the blockade itself. They are present- 
y holdin; training sessions 
throughout the New England area. 

Pentagon officials have not yet 
commented on the proposed 
blockade.

If no 
school has committed itself to pur- 
chase of the school by that time, the 
process of determining reuse will 
Start again. 

Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris was concerned about 
the sale of the Davis School in West 
Newton to the Newton Community 
Service Centers Inc. without getting 
“something in return.” 

That should be the Pomroy House, a 
Newton Corner property owned by the 
NCSC, Morris believes. 

But in order not to tie up the Davis 
disposition, the committee only made 
@ recommendation to the Finance 
Committee, which now must deter- 
mine the minimum sale price of the 
two properties, that in setting the 
price the value of the Pomroy House 
as a residential use should be taken 
into consideration. 

As it is, the sale price of the Davis 
School will have to be low, because 
the NCSC has limited resources other 
than the Pomroy House and its 
Cherry Street building, both of which 
it plans to sell to have enough funds 
for renovation of the school for its pur- 


poses. 

Tf the NCSC is forced to give the 
Pomroy House to the city in exchange 
for a low price for Davis School, its 
funds will be greatly diminished for 
renovation.

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She creates American originals

Patchwork quilts are American 
originals which conjure up visions of 
homesteaders’ quilting bees and lat- 
ter day rural cooperatives. Yet, a 
thoroughly contemporary young 
Newtor 2 is carving out a career in 
the tr. ional craftwork right from 
her home in Auburndale. 

Paula Gulbicki was an art student 
at Pratt Institute in Brooklyn, New 
York when she first became in- 
terested in quilting. Summers spent 
at the Brooklyn Museum picking out 
fabrics: to restore antique coverlets 
sparked her imagination. 

It was just about that time, in the 
early 70’s,that the Whitney Museum, 
first-ever exhibition of quilts put the 
handiwork on the map. 


Since then the artisan has expanded” 


her expertise to encompass not only 
original stitchery and restoration of 
quilt work, but, also, instruction in the 
craft methods and design for national 
magazines. 

While still in the New York area, 
Paula began craft design for “Good 
Housekeeping Needlecraft,” ‘Mc- 
Call’s,’’ and ‘‘Family Circle.” 

Since coming to Boston, after mar- 
rying Larry Carr of Dedham, she’s 
expanded to full-time teaching of 
seven classes. 


The artisan acknowledges ‘“‘it’s 
been a struggle, she’s had to hustle,” 
but Ms. Gulbicki is dedicated to her 
modern day “‘cottage industry.” 

Although she works at home, the 
thoughtful young woman considers it 
a career and deplores the tendency to 
value craftwork only by the dollar 
sign, for then ‘‘it’s hard for an artist to 
be an artist. 

“Then it’s difficult to justify what 
I’m doing on the economic scale, 
especially in an affluent suburb. 

Paula is encouraged by the upsurge 
of interest in home sewing. A splashy 
ad in a recent edition of the New York 
Times hyped ‘‘Why you should sew.” 

And the times, also, dictate do-it- 
yourself projects. Recylcling clothing 
and leftover materials can be 
economically rewarding as well as 
psychically satisfying. 

The Newton artist creates no mysti- 
que about quilt-making. She describes 
the sewing methods as similar to 
those of dressmaking or other needle 
projects. There’s something for 
beginners as well as advanced stit- 
chers. 

In the dining room cum classroom 
of her attractively restored late 19th 
century home, surrounded by cherish- 
ed, handcrafted furnishings, the 
teacher speaks warmly of her 
workshops. 

It’s an informal learning at- 
mosphere, sewing, working with 
students of differing abilities‘, ~ ex- 
changing ideas, and the artisan ob- 
viously takes pleasure in sharing her 
skills. 

She offers a wealth of knowledge 
about her traditional handicraft. 
Refering to several source books, 
Paula explains that quilt stitchery, in 
one form or another, is common to 
most cultures.

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The artist explains one of her many craft projects 
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To the uninitiated the term quilting 
usually means the colorful piecework 
of our early American forefathers, 
but that’s only one kind. 

Quilting more correctly refers to 
the stitchery, itself, and comes in 
many forms. There’s English and 
French style stitchery, Italian cor- 
ding and Thai applique’ to name just a 
few. 

Quilted coverlets consist of three 
layers, the top, batting or fill, and 
backing. It’s after the three sections 
are assembled, that the decorative 
top stitching takes place. 

Most of Ms. Gulbicki’s students 
choose to follow the traditional 
American patternings, and, the artist 
says, there are a zillon variations. 

Innovative colonial women drew on 
their surroundings and created star, 
flower, paw and track designs.

Original compositions include

A few contemporary craftsmen, 
like Ms. Gulbicki, design their own 
things. 

With a gleam in her eye, the Newton 
artist admits to being ‘‘far out,”” when 
she does things for herself, “I like to 
use textile techniques in unconven- 
tional ways. 

“Especially in quilted clothing-it 
expresses another side of my’ art 
training. 

And she keeps a hand in craft 
design too. Samples of decorative pat- 
chwork pillows and children’s jackets 
are ready for a trip to New York 
magazine editors,as possible feature 
ideas for the fall holiday season. 

For Paula Gulbicki, there’s a lot 
more to quilting than for earlier 
generations of craftswomen.

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Beef's still on top, 
but chicken’s climbing

In 1973 a good meat department ranked fourth on a 
homemakers’ list of 37 factors that influenced their 
choice of supermarkets. 

By last year, the meat department had slipped to 
11th place. 

The surveys from which those figures are taken 
have been done annually since 1973 by Progressive 
Grocer, a trade monthly, and the Home Testing In- 
stitute, of Manhasset, N.Y. Each covers a represen- 
tative sample of American homemakers. 

Anong the factors shoppers now rank ahead of 
the meat department are: freshness dating on pro- 
ducts; accurate, pleasant checkout clerks; well 
stocked shelves; convenient store location; good 
parking facilities; and good produce and dairy 
departments. 

In 1973 meat accounted for 24.7 percent of store 
sales, according to the Food Marketing Institute, a 
trade association representing the American food 
industry. By 1978, the figure was down to 20.6 per- 
cent. 

Beef still remains America’s favorite, accounting 
for 45 percent of the meat sold in supermarkets. 

“The true growth product in the meat depart- 
ment is poultry,”’ says executive editor Robert E. 
O'Neill, in a recent issue of the trade magazine, 
“sporting a 27 percent increase in consumption 
since 1970,” 

Poultry now accounts for 17 percent of super- 
market meat sales. Even lamb and veal, which 
have for years been lumped in the catchall category 
of “other,” now account for 2 percent each of the 
meat sales pie. 

“It's sort of a long-term gain,"’ O'Neill said in an 
interview. ‘When beef gets expensive, people turn 
to other things.”” 

He also thinks the small growth in veal and pork 


consumption reflects greater sophistication on the © 


part of consumers who travel more and are exposed 
to new food experiences. 

People who get annoyed at the high cost of beef 
are apt to say, ‘‘At that price, I’m going to have 
veal,” he added.

O'Neill said he was surprised at how well family 
packs are doing. 

“People are laying out $18 or $23 for a package of 
pork chops. They're not going to eat it all at one 
meal. The assumption is they’re freezing (the extra 
chops). 

He said the popularity of such packages is ‘‘not 
necessarily in upscale supermarkéts’” whose 
customers have more money to spend. 

“Family-size packages are the best thing to hit 
meat retailing in years,” a Midwest manager told 
the polltakers. ‘‘We give customers a dime off (per 
pound) compared to the smaller packages, but 
we're getting sales of six to ’0 pounds, meanwhile, 
It’s not unusual to see a cart load of meat go out at 
$100 to $125.” 

Meat department managers are coping with high 
prices in other ways. 

“‘A few are couponing fresh meats,” O’Neill said. 

One manager surveyed said he was planning to 
set up evening demonstrations to show customers 
how to cook meat in microwave ovens. 

“Sizing and quality are important,’”’ he’ said. 
“You can’t use a chuck roast and expect good 
results, for example.” 

Another said sampling and demonstrations paid 
off. Among these were in-store meetings for high 
school classes and low-income groups, to show 
them how to select and prepare low cost meals. 

Nine in 10 meat departments surveyed still carry 
USDA graded choice beef — but one in three now 
carries ungraded. 

“Not all beef grades out as choice at the plant,” 
said Ed Mik, a Sacramento, Calif., supermarket 
meat director, ‘‘because it has minor defects. Yet 
it’s too good to be graded good. So we get very close 
to choice beef without the (federal grading) stamp. 
It’s a money saver,” 


As for the future, we're still a nation of beef 
eaters, in O’Neill’s view. 


When prices drop, he said, ‘It’s an article of 
faith. Beef is Number One. That's not about to 
change.”

T technical-vocational enroll- 
ment this year is in excess of 2,500 
students and school officials attribute 
the size of the program to increased 
Fecruiting, curricula improvements 
and to additional courses. 

Occupational Education Director 
Danlel H. Malia believes the most 
significant development in technical- 
vocational education in Newton in the 
last decade was the consolidation of 
Newton Technical and the two high 
schools. 

The consolidation allowed more at- 
tention for previously unserved 
students; an improved academic pro- 


EE for vocational students; 
roader programs; and service for 
South High School. 


Similarly Malia believes the most 
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significant development on _ the 
horizon is changing the senior high 
schools from three-year to four-year 
schools. South High is scheduled to go

The School Department has just 
completed a five-year vocational 
education plan and it suggests there 
will be new offerings and special pro- 
grams to meet the needs of particular 
groups.

Program for parents of Southeast 
Asian students. 

Advanced or gifted students in- 

terested in exploring technology are 
not sufficiently challenged in existing 
programs, according to the five-year 
Teport. 
Labor market trends suggest 
employment opportunities emerging 
for which the Newton schools are not 
preparing students. Those fields in- 
clude marketing and management, 
culinary arts, high technologies, com- 
mercial art and photography, 
paralegal, paramedical, performing 
arts and human services. 


To meet those needs the plan 
outlines new programs in merchan- 
dising and instrument maintenance 
and repair, and upgraded programs 
in electronics, foods, small engine 
repair, manufacturing, graphic arts 
and business education. 

New heating, ventilating and air 
conditioning and architectural draf- 
ting programs have attracted a new 


student population into the technical 
fields, according to the plan. 
Enrollments have also increased as a 
result of revamping electronics, 
graphic arts and carpentry courses. 
Since trade and industrial training 
are the predominant areas in Newton 
vocational education, new emphasis 
over the five-year period will be in the 


areas of sales, advertising, 
marketing, management, small 
business and entrepreneurship, 


human services and food services. 

This year the School Department is 
applying for $104,454 in federal voca- 
tional education funds. Proposals in- 
clude advertising and commercial art 
at North High; special guidance for 
academically disadvantaged students 
at North; and a new half-time pro- 
gram in marketing and management 
at South High. 

Other funds will be used to reduce 
sex role stereotyping in vocational 
education; provide special guidance 
for learning disabled students; and to 
assist new Indo-Chinese students. 

The Newton school system has 
cooperative arrangements with local 
businesses and industries. There are 
50 students in vocational 

cooperative placements and 350 to 
400 students in cooperative work- 
study placements.

Local girl assists in 
aiding mentally ill 


WELLESLEY — There is nothing 
unusual about planning and hosting a 
party with plenty of good music, danc- 
ing, and food. But for 19 juniors and 
seniors at the Dana Hall School in 
Wellesley, Mass., the affair was very 
much out of the ordinary. 

In addition to their classroom work 
in sociology, Elizabeth Mendelsohn of 
Newton and her classmates spent 
three hours a week assisting nurses 
and men from the Medfield— Norfolk 
Prison Rehabilitation Program in 
caring for and providing activities for 
patients at the nearby Medfield State 
Hospital. 

For the girls, the combination of 
practical service along with weekly 
classes with the prison participants 
has enabled them to gain insight into 
the problems of institutional care for 
mental patients, as well as the com- 
plexities of preparing hard-core 
prisoners for reentry into society (the 
prison rehabilitation program is 
recognized as one of the most suc- 
cessful in the country ). 

Their teacher, John Spencer, has 
had a deep interest in prison reform 
for some time and began involving his 
classes seven years ago. He says, 
“The experiences the students have 


are an important adjunct to their 
classroom instruction. The awareness 
that they develop in responding to 
human needs has proven a valuable 
base for a realistic view of the prac- 
tical and theoretical aspects of 
careers in social work or human ser- 
vices.” 

Elizabeth, who will graduate from 
Dana Hall this spring, admits that the 
prospect of being involved with men- 
tal patients and prisoners was 
frightening in the beginning. ‘‘Some 
of them looked upon a group of girls 
from a private school with suspicion 
first," she says. “But once they 
realized we were serious, we became 
friends. It has been an eye-opener to 
get to know both groups as real people 
with some pretty awful problems. 

“It was especially interesting to 
find how the prisoners changed as 
they dealt with others who were in- 
carcerated but whose problems were 
so much worse than theirs.”” 

The party, which marked the end of 
the semester's course, was a swinging 
affair. ‘The patients love to dance,” 
said Elizabeth. ‘‘They really let go. 
We had contests and everyone won a 
prize.””

“It always takes a while to break down 
psychological barriers and to get people used to a 


Mew food product,” Prof. Robert Baker said. ‘‘The 


one that had the worst barrier was chicken hot 
dogs. But now the younger generation doesn’t have 
any hangups about them. 

“People will always eat hamburger but I think 
someday it (chicken burger) will be just as 
popular,” said Baker, chairman of the department 
of poultry science in Cornell's state College of 
Agriculture and Life Sciences. 

Based on recent highly successful test marketing 
in the Ithaca area, Baker said he’s certain his latest 
product — frozen minced chicken — has potential 
for widespread commercial production. 





Is this the Big Mac of the future? 


‘What's behind 
-interest rates? 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The interest-rate spiral is 
beginning to waver, but does it mean a break in in- 
flation psychology or a crack in the Federal 
Reserve's tight rein on money? 

“The Treasury bill market may be catching a 
whiff of recession and possible credit problems,” 
said David M. Jones, economist for Aubrey G. 
Lanston & Co, 

Although the prime rate continues higher — it hit 
20 percent last week — other short-term rates have 
bounced around. 

The average interest in the Treasury’s auction of 
short-term bills declined sharply last week. 
Eurodollar rates were down a bit on some days. The 
federal funds rates, although a record for the latest 
reporting week, have been pushed up by the Fed 
when they tended to drop near the presumed 18-20 
percent target level. 

There are reasons for those lower rates on short- 
term government issues to be sure. 

The recent crisis in the silver markets scared a 
lot of people and not only in commodities; the 
potential losses of several major brokerages in the 
huge margin calls on silver made investors jumpy. 
The silver turmoil, nervousness over the economy, 
the stock market and inflation, Jones said, has 
precipitated “a flight to safe money — U.S. 
governments.” 

“Along with the safety factor is the feeling that 
these rates are attractive in light of the view that 
the economy is heading into steeper recession,” 
Jones said. 

Also, the Fed’s tight-money policy and credit 
restraints have taken a toll. 

“The liquidity of financial intermediaries — most 
of which are highly leveraged — has generally 
dried up,” said William N. Griggs, senior vice 
president of J. Henry Schroder Bank & Trust Co. 

The commercial banks are the only institutions in 
the banking system that still have liquidity and 
much of that has been absorbed by the administra- 
tion’s March 14 changes in managed liability rules 
and growth targets, Griggs said. 

Jones noted there has been ‘‘almost a complete 
cutoff of credit to consumers.” 

“Typically a bank would suffer the loss and keep 
the customer. It was afraid to cut off credit for fear 
its competitor wouldn’t,” Jones said, ‘But it ap- 
pears now that the anti-inflation program has caus- 
ed them to decide en masse to do so.””

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Is America ready for the chickenburger? 


“It sold well and we had practically no com- 
plaints,’ Baker said. ‘We feel if every grocery 
store does as well as we did without advertising, a 
major portion of the Leghorn fowl available now as 
an underused source of nutrititous food would be 
useful to consumers and more profitable to 
producers. 

“With the experience we've had with chicken hot 
dogs, which are now made by 58 companies, we 
know there's a potential for it,”’ Baker said. “It just 
takes about a year before you get food processors 
geared up.” 

Baker’s newest product, which sold for 89 cents in 
one-pound packages, consists of 100 percent pure 
chicken meat, with no bones or skin. 

The mechanically deboned chicken is high in pro- 
tein and relatively low in fat. The minced chicken 
resembles finely ground hamburger and can be 
refrigerated at least five days. 

“When people look at it, they’re a little surpris- 
ed,”’ Baker said, ‘But it looks like a hamburg grind, 
except it’s ground finer. The color is like 
hamburg.” 

In addition to chicken burgers, Baker said the 
product can be used in such dishes as chicken chili, 
chicken stroganoff and sloppy joes. 
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“A chicken burger.might have an advantage over 
Pemburger because it’s much lower in fat,” he 
said. 

He acknowledged Americans are “big ham- 
burger eaters, regardless of the price and will 
always be.” 

The chicken meat Baker has used for his new pro- 
duct comes from hens which have finished produc- 
ing eggs. The supply of Leghorns is about 200 
million annually. There is, however, little demand 
for them. The breed of scrawny white feathered 
chickens was developed in the Mediterranean 
region. They are bred mainly for their eggs, which 
are large in relation to the chickens’ size. The 
breed’s name is a folkloric variation on Livorno, a 
seaport in western Italy. 

Commercial firms specializing in canned chicken 
soups are the major users of Leghorn. Most con- 
sumers prefer broilers or fryers since the meat is 
tough. 

“Most food stores today don’t even handle them," 
Baker said. 

He feels minced chicken has potential. 

“Anything that can be done to increase the de- 
mand for those hens will benefit both the producer 
and consumer,” he said.

Working with velvet, canvas, cor- 
duroy, turkish towel, netting and a 
vast assortment of fabrics, Woodman 
creates vivid landscapes and still life

A large two panel ‘‘Beach Scene,” 
where turkish towel and canvas are 
the primary materials, is very three 
dimensional. Its geometric sharp edg- 
ed design conveys a natural scene. A 
man seated in a canvas chair studies 
a woman who doesn’t realize the man 
is watching her. She is standing, look- 
ing out to the sea, her back to the 
seated figure.

would be hired to expand the pro- 
gram, but there are some financial 
probleras that we ran into as a result. 
For example, we really have to im- 
prove the acoustics in the theater if 
we want to put on plays there, and 
that will cost money.” 

Financial considerations such as 
these have only recently become com- 
mon at the arts center. Before 
Simon's arrival, the theater program 
was very limited and only consisted of 
a few theater courses. The center was 
recently the recipient of a technical 
assistance grant from the 
Massachusetts Council on the Arts, 
however, and this money will be used 
toimprove the acoustics. 

The program has also grown in 
other ways, most notably in its offer- 
ings for senior citizens. 

“TI wrote a grant for $2,000 funded 
by the Mutual Bank for Savings to 
start a theater program for seniors, of 
which Frances Shrand is the direc- 
tor’” said Simon. 





















Simon, whose own background in- 
cludes training in South Africa and in 
repertory theaters in England, also 
hopes to expand the children’s theater 


program. 


The recent reading of John Crab- 
tree's ‘An Autographed Copy" was a 
part of “Plays in Progress,” which is 
an ongoing series of workshops for 
playwrights. The workshop also 
serves as a sort of showcase for local 
talent, which is another main purpose 
of the new theater program, ac- 
cording to Simon. 


“Our concern is with new plays, the 
kind that are not being shown all over 
the place, and lesser known plays by 
great playwrights,” she said. “We 
hope to bring to Newton good theater, 
@ more avant-garde, experimental 
type of theater.” 


“Newton has always had good com- 
munity theater, like the Newton Coun- 
try Players, but the arts center allows

Silver Lake Dodge wins 
bid for 298 police cars; 
saves State $225,000 


Silver Lake Dodge of Wellesley was award- 
ed the State bid for 298 Dodge State Police 
cars at a price of almost $2 million by Judge 
Samuel Adams of the Superior Court of 
Massachusetts under Superior Court action 
#40854. Silver Lake Dodge, the lowest bidder 
by over $225,000 under Chevrolet, had a 
preliminary injunction instituted by Standish 
Chevrolet, the second low bidder.

chase order for the 298 State Police pursuit 
vehicles.

The pros and cons 
of Hollywood bios

At the half-way point of putting her 
memoirs down on paper, actress Claire 
Bloom changed her mind. Why? In 
essence she said it hit her that the read- 
ing public would probably be neither 
mentally enriched nor emotionally 
cheered by the genesis of her career or 
details of her two failed marriages (to 
actor Rod Steiger and producer Hillard 
Elkins). Has she started a new “don't tell 
your secrets” trend? 

No. There are international publics 
and publishers eager for major perform- 
ers to tell their stories. And with increas- 
ing candor they do. 

Playwright Jean Kerr spelled it out as 
well as anybody in “Mary, Mary,” first 
as a play, then as a movie, with the late 
Michael Rennie. As a suave movie star, 
he was tired of hearing himself identi- 
fied with his roles and hyped as a fickle 
(maybe even kinky?) womanizer. He 
wanted to go on record as a decent- 
enough human being who evolved from a 
pimply adolescent to a polished man. 

Last summer books by two senior 
actors, Ralph Bellamy (“When the 
Smoke Hit the Fan”) and Raymond Mas- 
sey (“A Hundred Different Lies”) were 
essentially summations of their careers, 
and both got high marks from the critics. 
So have the mid-stream recollections of 
David Niven (“Bring on the Empty 
Horses”) and Lilli Palmer (“Change Lob- 
sters and Dance”). One of the best sellers 
of recent times is Lauren Bacall's “By 
Myself.” She's done all the talk shows on 
television (proving we-all want to know- 
all), including Phil Donahue's. 

Phil, of course, is now guesting around 
on other programs, almost as often as he 
hosts his own since HIS autobiography, 
“Donahue: by Donahue and Co.” hit the 
stands (and the best-seller lists). One of 
the best: his go-round with Dick Cavett 
on PBS, (Dick, for the record, got his sto- 
ry in print @ couple of years ago and was 
a Donahue guest when he did.) 

Among the most recent of celebrities 
te recap and analyze his life is Ricardo 
Montalban, currently the mysterious Mr. 
Roarke of ABC's “Fantasy Island." With 
the help of Hollywood writer Bob Thom- 
as he spent a year on “Reflections: A 
Life in Two Worlds.” Montalban still 
harbors doubts. He believes that an air 


of mystery didn’t hurt old-time movie 
stars any more than it hurts his “Fanta- 
sy Island.” More to the point, he is a man 
of dignity who has always fought for his 
personal privacy as well as that of his. 
wife Georgiana Young (the sister of 
Loretta Young) and their four children. 
He tells us, “When I saw the first draft, J 
thought perhaps I had gotten too person- 
al, but by then it was too late.” But he 
stands by what he said, and why. The 
publishers (Doubleday) approached him 
because they felt his story was no stereo- 
type: a man in glamorous work, who held 
to the tenets of religion through good 
times and bad and fathered four chil- 
dren, now grown, of whom he is proud. 

By next year, Diane Ladd may have 
completed her book. She won honors as 
Flo in the movie version of “Alice.” Now 
she’s on-screen (CBS) in the television 
adaption of “Alice” but as a new charac- 
ter, the sexy Belle. 

Off-camera she is a thoughtful sensi- 
tive woman who raised her daughter 
Laura Dern with religious values. Her 
friends, Shelley Winters and Susan Stras- 
berg, both authors of recent autobiogra- 
phies, urged Diane to follow suit. “I’m 
glad actresses’ biographies have become 
a hot commodity,” Diana says. “I feel 
actresses have something to say, and 
they're not being given the roles that say 
it.

NEWTON — A special meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen will be held at 
9:30 p.m. Thursday for action on peti- 
tions for a zone change and Special 
mt for development of Murley 

‘arm, which was delayed by a 
charter objection by Ald. James 
Miller Monday night. 

Miller used the parliamentary tac- 
tic to prevent a vote of the 66-unit con- 
dominium development because of 
uncertainty about the number of votes 
needed to pass the proposal. 

By statute, if the owners of more 
than 20 percent of the land within 300 
feet of the property in Ge object, 
a three-fourth vote of the Board of 
Aldermen is needed, or 18 votes. 

Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris said he thought the 
withdrawal of objection by seven pro- 
perty owners had reduced the objec- 
ting land ownership percentage below 
20 percent, and that therefore only the 
usual two-thirds vote, or 16, would be 
required. 

The Engineering Department is 
responsible for determining the 
distances and ownership, and it had 
not done that work since the 
withdrawal of some abutters’ objec- 
tions. Board President Matthew Jef- 
ferson said he had asked for that in- 
formation last week. 

Morris asked Miller to vote on the 
project on its merits, not taking into 
consideration the number of votes 
needed to pass, but Miller said he 
wanted to know whether ‘the abut- 


ters’ position has been negated.” 
Miller makes a point of not voting 
against abutters’ positions, or 


neighborhood positions when the issue 
is more general, when positions are 
expressed, regardless of other issues. 

Ig it is determined that the zone 


change and special permit require 18 
affirmative votes, the whole project 
may be in serious trouble. 

It is difficult to get all 24 aldermen 
to a special meeting of the board to be 
in with. 

At least six negative votes were 
counted Monday night. Some are op- 
pees because all the low-income 

ousing is not required to be on the 
site, and there is no location spedified 
for the off-site housing. 

The Green Company, who proposes 
to develop the 29-acre site, will pro- 
vide three low-income family units on 
the site and four family units 
elsewhere to satisfy the 10 percent or- 
dinance. 

Never before has all-family housing 
been obtained from a developer to 
satisfy the 10 percent ordinance. 

Two of the three Ward 8 aldermen 
are known to oppose the condominium 
development, even though it 
preserves much of the open space and 
trees on the property and groups the 
housing into the center of the land. 

The Green Company proposal is the 
fifth proposal for the property since it 
became available in 1976. All others 
have been turned down except a 
single-family-house subdivision, 
which never got started because of 
lack of money. A subdivision cannot 
be rejected. 

The withdrawal of opposition by 
some of the neighbors has caused ill- 
will among those who still oppose the 
project. 

Revision of the original plan, which 
showed 78 units with a swimming pool 
and tennis courts near the saath 
Countryside Road, satisfied Coun- 
tryside Road residents, but some 
others are still opposed and resent the 
withdrawal of opposition. 


Mofenson works to 
expedite payments 


BOSTON — Many severely han- 
dicapped people and their personal 
care attendants (PCAs) are suffering 
hardships from delays in | Peocensine 

ayments due them from the Welfare 

‘partment, according to Rep. David 
J. Mofenson (D-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly Affairs. 


Mofenson noted that the seriousness 
of the problem was made strikingly 
clear at a Human Services Committee 

blic hearing. Disabled persons, 

‘As, and representatives of in- 
dependent living programs testified 
they are experiencing 10- to 17-week 
delays in receiving money due them. 
Until a year ago, PCAs were paid 
directly by the commonwealth, 
through the Department of Public 
Welfare's Westborough _ office. 
Several people testified under the old 
system there was an acceptable 3-4- 
week delay between the time claims 
were submitted and payment was 
received. 

In January 1979. Pilgrim Health Ap- 

cations, a sul ry of the Arthur 

fe ttle Co., took over as claims rO- 
ceasor. Since then, turn around 
for payments has deteriorated to the 
a od with the Neen] 

ced wi 

forced to return to or enter in-

Since mid-February, Rep. Mofen- 
son has been {ying to arrange a 
meeting with Welfare Commissioner 
John Pratt to discuss ways to solve 
this problem, However, Commis 
sioner Pratt has cancelled three 
meetings, thereby stalling these ef- 
forts for an entire month. “I am 


distressed by these repeated canceila- 
tions,” said Rep. Mofenson. ‘‘They 


seem to indicate insensitivity to a 
pressing human problem.” 

Mofenson pointed out that to the 
Human Services Committee, the very 
serious problem of re- 
institutionalization exists. 

“Disabled people currently living 
independent, productive lives may be 
forced back into institutions if their 
PCAs are not paid within a reasonable 
length of time. Not only would this be 
unfair to the handicapped persons 
themselves, it would be a loss to the 
commonwealth, which will be depriv- 
ed of their talents and energies,”’ Rep. 
Mofenson stated. 

In an attempt to deal constructively 
with this payments problem, the 
Newton lawmaker, along with man 
other legislators, supports a bi 
presently pending before the 
legislature which guarantees timely 
payments for participants in indepen- 
dent living proararms, 

This legislation provides that the 
Welfare Department contract with in- 
dependent living centers on a pis 
payment basis and, at the close of the 

iscal year, conduct an audit to insure 

that all funds expended for this pur- 
pose have been returned to the Com- 
Mmonwealth. 


“T hopw swift, positive action will 
be taken on this i t bill. 1 am 
committed to the effort to carry for- 
ward the humane, economical policy 
of de-institutionalization, Modifica- 
tion or abandonment of this policy and 
its motivating vision would be tragic 
for significant numbers of disabled 
persons," Mofenson said.

BOSTON — A fifth grader envies 
the Pilgrims at Plimoth Plantation 
who fill the spaces around their 
homes with vegetable and flower 
gardens and don’t have to mow any 
lawns. 

Another student, this one visiting 
Old Sturbridge Village, is amazed by 
two carding machines because they 
are run entirely by water power. A 
teenager at Hancock Shaker Village 
finds a window in a stairwell that 
opens into an adjacent, brightly lit 
room and learns about “borrowed 
light.”” 

“Each restored or recreated com- 
munity represents history in a unique 
way,” says Anne Hawley, executive 
director of the Mass. Council on the 
Arts and Humanities which partly 
funded the educational programs of 
all three this past year. 

“At Plimoth Plantation,” Hawley 
said, ‘‘the interpreters dress, speak 
and behave as if the year were actual- 
ly 1627, At Sturbridge, those in 
costume demonstrate how work was 
done in the farm communities of the 
early 19th century, but they do not 
take on identities of individuals who 
lived then. Hancock Shaker Village is 
different still. There, everything is 
preserved as it was when Shaken 
brethren and sisters lived and worked 


there.” 
Plimoth Plantation

Hees education at Plimoth Planta- 
tion. 

“The children who tour the village 
assume the work roles of 17th century 
children by gathering eggs, splitting 
wood, spinning wool or baking bread. 
All these activities take place right in 
the village so the children really see 
how rugged life was for their peers 350 
years ago.” 

Plimoth Plantation is a recreation 
of the settlement lived in by the 
Pilgrims in 1627. Each costumed in- 
terpreter gives a first-person por- 
trayal of someone who actually lived 
in that year. 


Speaking in the lilting, regional ac- 
cents of 17th century England, the in- 
terpreters explain why the Pilgrims 
left England and comment on the 
rigors of pioneer life. 

These Pilgrims know nothing of the 
20th century. When a boy walks by 
with a “Disney World” patch stitched 
to his sleeve, a Pilgrim asks if it is the 
emblem for his hometown militia. A 
woman in her garden is aksed why 
she has no tomato plants, She recoils: 
“What! Why, they're poison!” 

This personal approach offers 
children the opportunity to identify 
with the Pilgrims, gaining insight into 
what it felt like to be a first settler in 
the New World. 

“Many schools have had to cut back 
on field trips due to the energy 
crisis,” said Creane. “Several ‘have 
taken advantage of our ‘roving 
Pilgrims’ who spend the entire day at 
schools. And since the energy crisis 
shows no sign of disappearing, we are 
expanding our in-school programs.” 


Sturbridge Village 

More than 100,000 school children 
pass through Old Sturbridge Village 
each year. Sturbridge {s a recreated 
farm community, typical of those 
found in New England in the 1820's 
and 1830's. Interpreters in period 
costume, work throughout the village 
in various shops. 


“At Sturbridge,” said Peter O'Con- 
nell, assistant director of the Museum 
Education Department, ‘‘the children 
watch our craftspeople and see first- 
hand how many different types of jobs 
were done, 


“The blacksmith forges an ax, The 
cabinetmaker turns a chair leg on his 
lathe. Another craftsman pours a 
teaspoon of liquid pewter into a mold. 
The metal quickly turns dark gray, 
the mold pieces are separated, and 
out falls a spoon.” 


For many children, the most in- 
structive experience at Sturbridge 
takes place at the Museum Education 
Building where they can try tradi- 
tional skills like setting type, weav-

At Hancock Shaker Village, 
students select from three types of 
tours — a two-hour guided tour 
through the buildings including the 
famous 1826 Round Stone Barn, a 
thematic tour that focuses on a par- 
ticular subject such as Shaker wor- 
ship, or workshops which add to the 
guided tour one hour spent in spinning

and weaving, broom making, music 
and dance or food preparation in the 
1830's kitchen. 4 

“With all the news about the energy 

crisis recently,” said Chery! Ander- 
son, curator of education, ‘‘the 
children have been increasingly in- 
terested in the many ways in which 
the Shakers conserved their 
resources. They were very inventive 
in heating and lighting their 
buildings. Windows and skylights 
were used liberally to obtain natural 
light, and each building was com 
structed with enough chimneys to ac- 
commodate woodstoves in every 
room." 
_ Every day, while children weave 
cloth from wool sheared from sheep 
at Hancock Shaker Village, others are 
busy at Old Sturbridge Village dipp- 
ing quill pens into ink wells and mak- 
ing copy books. Still others are grin- 
ding corn into flour with a mortar and 
pestal at Plimoth Plantation. 

These villages provide a range of 
experiences that have nearly vanish- 
ed from the face of the earth, and 
their value can be readily seen on the 
rapt faces of children at work.

NEWTON — Almost 100 Newton 
and Needham residents turned out 
last week to hear Central Transporta- 
tion Planning Staff (CTPS) ofticials 
explain the plan for controlling traffic 
on Highland Avenue—Needham 
Street. 

More than 400 other residents took 
part in name only when one Newton 
resident presented CTPS spokesman 
Jeffrey Paul with a 400-signature peti- 
tion requesting that the state con- 
struct a pedestrian traffic light, over- 
pass or both at the Needham and Oak 
streets junction. 

“When people knew what this peti- 
tion was for, they were lining up to 
sign it,’’ reported the resident in 
presenting the petition to Paul. 

But Paul, like cohorts Paul McHugh 
from the state Department of Public 
Works and John Murphy, MassPool 
representative, was more concerned 
with residents’ reaction toa summary 
report detailing the several options

designed to alleviate traffic flow 
along that roadway. 

Paul noted that the options include 
road widening, curb-cut consolida- 
tion, signalization and channelization, 
the construction of a new interchange 


in the Kendrick Street area, and 
variable work hours, among other 
things, which can help ease conges- 
tion along that artery. 

Taking up the cause, MassPool’s 
Murphy said that the agency offers 
local industries assistance in 
establishing car pools for employees. 
Businesses interested in the carpool 
program, or in a similar, vanpool 
plan, can obtain further information 
by dialing CARPOOL, Murphy said. 

Supporting the recently released 
traffic survey were officials from 
both Needham and Newton, who urg- 
ed aes officials to undertake the 
pl options as soon as possible. 

“We feel it is imperative that the 
specie problems be addressed in the 
short term future,” said Newton 
Alderwoman Susan Shore. “I urge 


you to move to implement these 
recommendations without further 
delay.” 

Sterling Hale, economic develop- 
ment director for Newton, read a 
statement from that city’s Mayor 
Theodore Mann which urged CTPS of- 
ficials to continue their support of the 
study and requested a coordination of 
efforts to improve the area. 

Needham officials came up with 
several ideas of their own to further 
decrease the traffic flow in that town, 


including an Cane plan based 
on the CTPS traffic study. 

Among the recommendations con- 
tained in a Needham DPW/Planning 
Board report submitted to Paul for 
consideration last night was one item 
suggesting a possible revision of the 
exit ramp at Highland Avenue. 

Listed as top priority by that town’s 
selectmen, the access route would 
divert some of the traffic exiting the 
Needham Industrial Park to a 
parallel roadway which would in turn 
provide access to Route 128 from Ken- 


drick Street, 

That suggestion did not fare well 
with at least one member of last 
night’s audience, who complained 
that an access ramp in that area 
would cause numerous highway 
fatalities because of the ramp’s prox- 
imity to the Highland Avenue exit. 

Instead, he suggested, an under- 
pass from Kendrick Street to the 
Great Plain Avenue exit should be 
constructed to alleviate any further 
access ramps from entering the 
Route 128 traffic stream. 

Although residents and local of- 
ficials had praise for other portions of 
the CTPS report, several were still 
concerned over the plan’s implemen- 
tation. 

“It’s true, we have a very bad pro- 
blem at Highland Avenue and I don’t 
think there is any easy solution to it,” 
said Neediiam's Planning Board 
Chairman Norman Homsy. “I think 
we are faced with a series of develop- 
ing conditions.”

South parents hear plans 
forhigh school conversion 


NEWTON — When South High 
School becomes a four-year school in 
1981, there will be special provisions 
for ninth graders but they will be 
treated as high school students, Prin- 
cipal Ernest Van Seasholes said Tues- 

jay. 

In the first meeting with parents to 
discuss the pending conversion to a 
four-year high school, Van Seasholes 
tried to allay concerns. 

Ninth graders will not be allowed 
open campus privileges, But Van 
Seasholes said the policy that allows 
students to choose how they will spend 
free time has been generally suc- 
cessful at South High. 

The average tenth grader may have 
no more than three free periods a 
week, he said. Some students will 
abuse the systems, but he added some 
students can get into trouble in the 
five minutes between classes. 

Although declining enrollment and 
financial considerations have recent- 
ly prompted the conversion, Van 


Newton North teacher Lucien Weisbrod and some of his students at the 
Piskaryov Cemetery in Leningrad, 


Seasholes said he has always favored 
four-year high schvols, and a three-or 
four-year middle school, 

Ninth graders are more like 
eleventh graders than seventh 
graders in most ways, he said. Many 
colleges ask for transcripts with ninth 
grade scores. Newton's three-year 
highs are an exception in arca athletic 
leagues. But primarily the high school 
offers many more courses and ex- 
tracurricular activities not available 
in a junior high school. 

Some junior high students at the top 
of their class may suddenly find 
themselves in a bigger league, but a 
high school should present that kind of 
challenge to incoming students. 

Some of the underlying assump- 
tions for the transition include: 

— Faculty members coming from 
Weeks and Meadowbrook Junior 
Highs will be high school teachers, not 
ninth grade teachers. Teachers at the 
high school now will teach ninth 
graders, 


— All ninth graders will be required 
to take English, mathematics, social 
studies, science, physical education, a 
foreign language or another elective. 

— Beginning with the Class of 1985, 
students must take at least one year 
of art, music, theatre arts, home 
economics or industrial arts during 
the four years. 

— Students in the Class of 1985, and 
succeeding classes, will have to earn 
a minimum of 100 credits to graduate. 
(68 credits required now). 

— Rank in class will not be com- 
puted for ninth grade courses. 

Responding to questions about too 
much freedom to choose courses, Van 
Seasholes said the school has no 
mathematics or foreign language re- 
quirement, but that almost every 
students takes math, and that 
students earn very high language 
achievement scores. Although only 68 
credits are required, most students 
Graduate now with 100 or more 
credits. 


Van Seasholés said the school’s 
philosophy has been to give the stu- 
dent the best advice, then let the stu- 
dent and his parents make a choice on 
courses. It is anticipated, he said, 
students will have the same 
counsellor for four years. Of the 1,114 
students this year, only three have 
asked to transfer to other counsellors. 

The decision on junior high teachers 
transferring to the high school will be 
based on teacher interest, the school’s 
needs, and on tenure and seniority, 
Van Seasholes said. 

There will be two divisions of ninth 
grade English, he said, with freshmen 
equally divided between the divisions. 
There will be various levels in other 
subjects; six in math, two in social 
studies, 

The conversion will also mean 
junior high changes. Meadowbrook, 
for instance, will use a foriegn 
language textbook for the first time in 
years, and the next book in the series 
will be used in ninth grade.

Joseph DePasquale, approved by the 
board, restricts the off-site low- 
income housing to not more than two 
units in any ward of the city, and they 


must be at least a mile away fromany . 


other low-income unit being provided 
by the Green Company. 

The low-income housing on the site 
may be deleted by the developer if he 
can provide three housing units off the

site, but in Ward &. An amendment of- 
fered by Ald. Creem to require the 
substitution before the development is 
occupied did not pass. 

Creem said she did not think it is 
fair to low-income people who may 
get an apartment in the development 
to possibly have to move at the end of 
two years . The order of the Board of 
Aldermen states that no low-income 
tenants may be required to move, in 
case off-site housing is developed for 
substitution for the on-site apart- 
ments’ for a minimum of two years. 

Morris explained that no low- 
income tenant under Section 8 hous- 
ing has a guarantee of long-term 
housing.

75,000 offer 
for Davis School 


NEWTON — The president of the 
Newton Community Service Centers 
Inc. Monday night made what 
amounts to an offer for the soon-to-be- 
closed Davis School of $75,000 to 
$100,000.

A visit to the land of

“It was definitely one of the high 
points of the trip,” he recalled with 
a smile.

Eric Heiden. They were very 
unabashed about it.’ 

For Weisbrod, a Russian and 
French teacher at North, the trip 
was one of many that he had taken 


to the Soviet Union and his second 
with a group of students from 
North. But for Holly MacLure, 
Kathleen Sumegi. Marian Aber- 
nathy, Philip Caldicott, Victoria 
Holmes, Paul Jakubowski, Linda 
Rosenberg, Elizabeth Sweet, and 
Anya Toomre, the visit to the land 
of vodka and Cossacks was a uni- 
que and rewarding experience.

done by fall 


NEWTON — The section of Warren 
Junior High School damaged by fire 
in December will not be completed by 
the opening of school in September, 
Superintendent Aaron Fink predicted 
Monday. 

On Feb. 25 the School Committee 
authorized city Building Commis- 
sioner Alan Fraser to prepare 
specifications for rebuilding one story 
of about 7,500-square-feet to replece 
the two stories lost in the fire. 

Guidelines called for construction 
of a cafeteria and an area for large 
group instruction. The committee 
also decided there should be a srnall 
stage. 


Within the last week Fraser told 
school officials the state building code 
will require a two-story height above 
the stage, regardless of its size. 

The Committee had in mind a plat- 
form stage under regular ceiling 
height; not a two-story stage with full 
drop curtain and back lighting. 

The development caught the com- 
mittee off guard, and action on the 
stage was tabled on a 6-2 vote with 
members Sandra Fleishman and 
Robert Ricles opposed, and Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann abstaining. 

Committee member Susan Silbey, 
who argued six weeks ago the 
modified reconstruction would have 
an impact on future school closing 


decisions, said the recent delays in 
preparing specifications shows that 
the committee unnecessarily rushed 
into the rebuilding. 

Fink and Roy Cornelius, Jr., direc- 
tor of support services, both said 
longer deliberation would not have 
averted the stage problem. 

Cornelius said the only question 
before the committee is whether there 
should be a stage. If there is a stage, 
there will have to be a two-story ceil- 

Bg. 

There are no plans for using the se- 
cond floor, although it is available for 
future expansion, a possibility Fink 
has said is unlikely. 

School officials have ruled out a 
north side junior high school con- 
solidation pre to September of 1983. 
Warren will be in use for at least three 
years and ibly much longer, and 
Fink said there is an immediate need 
for the cafeteria and the area for 
group instruction. 

Cornelius said Monday he does not 
know if a two-story ceiling over the 
stage will change the cost of the con- 
struction. 

The original proposal was 
estimated to cost $400,000 by Fraser, 
and that fig.ure included chairs, 
heating, ventilation, electrical and 
$75,000 worth of cafeteria equipment. 
The cost, he said, would be covered by 
insurance.

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Liquor store faces suspension 


NEWTON — The owners of a 
Newton Highlands liquor store, given 
a two-week suspension Tuesday night 
for allegedly selling beer on March 17 
to an underage youth, may appeal the 
suspension to the state Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Commission. 

The Board of License Commis- 
sioners issued the suspension to 
Highland Beverage Co., 9 Woodward 
St., and said the store’s license would 
be revoked upon the finding of 
another violation. The suspension will 
be in effect Apri] 18-May 10 if there is 
no appeal, 

According to testimony given by 
police officer Gregory Wright, he and 
another officer passing by the store in 
a cruiser saw two people, one on each 
side of the counter, in the store and 
thought there might be a holdup in 
progress since the store appeared to 

closed and the lights were dim. 

When they saw a young man who 
appeared underage exit the store car- 
rying beer and get into the back seat 
of a waiting car, they stopped the car, 
asked the beer purchaser for iden- 
tification. Wright said the young man

chard Tarentino, age 18, of 12 

Cushing St., Newton Highlands. 

Police searched Tarentino and the 
car for a false identification card or 
license, Wright said, and found none. 

Under questioning by a lawyer for 
Sumner Pearlman, one of the two 


brothers who own and operate the 
store, Wright admitted he did not 
search the other two occupants of the 
car. 

Taken back to the store, Tarentino 
identified Harvey Pearlman, Sumner 
Pearlman’s son, as the clerk who had 
sold him the beer, Wright said. Wright 
said the younger Pearlman admitted 
that he had sold the beer because 
Tarentino appeared to be 20 years old 
to him but changed his story after be- 
ing informed that Tarentino’s license 
established his age at 18. Then, ac- 
cording to Wright, Pearlman said 
Tarentino must have shown a false 


ID. * 

Pearlman denied that he had made 
any inconsistent statements. 

Pearlman said Tarentino was his 
last customer of the night and he look- 
ed “questionable.” He said he told 
Tarentino he would have to look at his 
license, which he did, and saw nothing 
there that would show Tarentino to be 
under age. 

The Highland Beverage Co. was 
given a two-week suspension last 

ugust for three violations in July and 
August. One had to do with allowing 
an out-of-state driver's license for 
identification; it proved to be false. 
Out-of-state licenses are not allowed 
for liquor purchase in Massachusetts. 
Another ID was examined by two peo-

lieves that was also false and 


reminded the Licensii 
the youth had defaul! 
that charge. 

After the suspension last year, the 
owners bought a copying machine to 
make a record of identification, but 
abandoned its use, Sumner Pearlman 
said Tuesday, after customers refus- 
ed to allow copies to be made because 
it made them feel as if they were be- 
ing treated as criminals. 

Since the suspension last summer, 
Sumner Pearlman said, ‘Every 
single person who looks under 30 is 
ID'd. I think we're the most careful 
store.” 

Pearlman said the store has not yet 
recovered the lost business from last 
summer. 

Harvey Pearlman, who is a college 
student and has worked in the store 
for three years, no longe helps at the 
store, his father said. 

The whole episode has been emo- 
tionally devastating to the family, he 
said. ‘We're here as criminals — the 
kid who buys the liquor isn’t brought 
in, his family isn’t closed down,” 
Pearlman said. 

Asking for leniency, the Pearlmans’ 
lawyer said, ‘‘To this family, this 
store is everything. It is almost 
beyond belief they would negligently 
card people and spurn thelaw.”” 

“I think there’s a gap in the 
evidence. If this were a court of law,

Church plan for Walnut Hall defended 


NEWTON — Planning Director 
Barry Canner had to defend his peti- 
tion for zoning and site-plan approval 
for the location of the United 
Methodist Church of Newton in a 
surplus city-owned building on 
vente Street, Newtonville, Monday 
night. 

Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris, who has always wanted 
to turn all city surplus buildings into 
housing, asked Canner why he had not 
pursued rezoning for housing in the 
case of Walnut Hall, a building of the 
former Newton Junior College at 430 
Walnut St. 

Morris said the Board of Aldermen 
had determined that the building 


should be used for housing. 


Originally the building had been 
slated for residential, commercial or 
a combination of the two uses, but just 
before the sale of Walnut Hall to an 
engineering firm was to be approved 
Morris persuaded the Board of 
Aldermen to reverse its approval of 
ite professional use and require hous- 


ig. 

But there were no takers for the 
building, which was offered for use as 
a two-family house. It could not be 
zoned for use for more than two 
families, since it is surrounded by 
single-family zones and even the two- 
family use might have been stret- 
ching things. 


Canner said the building was con- 
sidered by a developer for conversion 
to three families, but drew no offers. 


After the advertisement for sale as 
a two-family house for $70,000 brought 
no buyers, the Methodist Church and 
another church made an offer. 


The United Methodist Church is the 
result of a merger of the Newtonville 
and Newton Centre Methodist chur- 
ci, both of which are now up for 
sale. 


Charles Smith, lawyer for the 
church, said the church will renovate 
the building, maintain and improve 
the exterior, and change the addition 
into a church sanctuary by adding a 


towerlike roof, which will give the in- 
terior a church-like feeling and also 
provide a base for solar panels to 
make heat and hot water for the 
building. 


In the old part of Walnut Hall there 
will be an apartment made for the 
stor or the custodian, so there will 
somebody on the premises most of 

e. 


The mayor has agreed to sell the 
building to the Methodist Church for 
$80,000. 

The matter does not have to go 
before any other committees. It must 
be approved by the full Board of 
Aldermen. 


Street lights to dim if rates go too high 


‘NEWTON — Rate increases for 
electricity may result in less street 
light in the city during certain hours. 


There is an unanticipated electrici- 
ty bill of $316,675 before the Board of 
Aldermen, and more than one-half the 
amount is the result of a surcharge 
placed on street lighting. 

Several years ago the fuel adjust- 
ment charge on street lights was 
relatively constant, but a year ago the 
adjustment doubled, and the latest in- 
crease is the result of the temporary 
closing of one of the nuclear power

plants in Plymouth. 
The Public Facilities Committee 
Tuesday recommended the ap- 


propriation, but told Public Works 
Commissioner Charles Thomas to 
find $200,000 of the amount within his 
own accounts, 


The requested appropriation covers 
requests from the Public Works, 
Water and Sewer Departments for 


electricity and vehicle fuel. 
The basic gharge for street lighting 
has remai virtually unchanged, 


Thomas said, and increases are 


because of fuel adjustment charges. 

“If we shut off every other light it 
would save money,” Thomas said, 
“but someone would have to deal with 
the level of complaint.” 

Instead, the department is looking 
at alternatives to the photocell that 
turns lights on at dusk and off at 
dawn. 


A photocell is available, he said, 
that would give the city more control 
over the hours of operation. 

For instance, the photocell could 
turn a light on at dusk, off at mid- 


night, and on again from 4 a.m. until 
dawn. 

After a study of the actual energy 
consumption of the new kind of light, 
the city could ask Boston Edison for a 
rate adjustment. 

Some members of the committee 
suggested lights could be turned off in’ 
business areas of the city. Committee 
Chairman Richard McGrath said 
many lights in the city were installed 
for security at a time when energy 
was inexpensive, and lights could be 
doused without creating safety 
hazards.

Western allies are 
losing faith in us 


In spite of the public backing of Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher of Britain and 
the cordial visit of West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt to 
Washington, there are increasing and 
disturbing signs of conflicts between the 
United States and our close allies in 
Western Europe. 


It has been obvious that many European 
leaders felt President Carter overreacted 
or reacted belatedly to the Russian inva- 
sion of Afghanistan. It was argued that the 
Soviet dominance of that country began 
long before Russian troops appeared and 
that it was overlooked or ignored in 
Washington. The suspicion of current 
presidential political considerations has 
been raised. The president’s pledge to de- 
fend the Persian Gulf with military force if 
necessary also raised alarms among Euro- 
peans who wondered just exactly how the 
U.S. would accomplish that feat when it 
ceulanyt even get its hostages released in 

ran. 


European leaders have been understan- 
dably startled by the change in the White 
House from appeals for peace, detente, ap- 
proval of SALT II and other weapons 
limitations to the hard line, rock-’em-sock- 
‘em approach. They probably have been 
even more concerned by the failure to con- 
sult with or notify them in advance of 
changes in policy. 


The latter complaint has not been 
restricted to the Carter administration. It 
was a failure of former President Nixon as 
well, especially in regard to Asian policies, 
in both parts of the world, leaders of na- 
tions in those areas resent U.S. actions 
which put them in danger. 


Part of the problem is also due to the 
squabble inside Western Europe, dif- 
ferences of opinion in the Common Market 
about the budget, France’s aloof position 
regarding the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and any kind of military ac- 
cord, the anarchy that is Italy, close trade 
and cultural ties between some Eastern 
and Western European countries, they all 
contribute to a lack of cohesion whatever 
are U.S. attitudes and actions. Andre de 
Staerck, a Belgian diplomat highly regard- 
ed for his astute and moderate views in 
NATO, explains the situation well. “When 
you can’t face your adversaries, you 
criticize your friends.” Many Western 
Europeans don’t want to face the possibili- 
ty of a renewal of the cold war, especially 
since they are in the front lines. 


The essential problem may be that the 
threat from communism is not great 
enough to band us together, yet enough in 
sight to cause unrest and worries no one 
wants to confront. 


Yet this is exactly the time when the 
possibility and the chances of avoiding a 
resumption of the cold war in addition to 
something like a united stand when the 
Russians resume a peace offensive should 
be considered and discussed. The future 
depends upon it.

My Turn

Friends from New Haven brought 
news not too long ago that Sam 
Johnston, the poet-preacher-madman 
who enlivened the last two years I 
spent there, has gone to his maker. 
This news saddened me greatly and I 
mourn this man, if one can truly 
mourn a suicide. 

The city of New Haven is bounded 
on the east and west by two giant hills 
imaginatively called East Rock and 
West Rock, and Sam took a fatal tum- 
ble off one of them, probably East 
Rock because it has a steeper face. 

The manner of his death was ironic, 
because New Haven, for me, has 
always been associated with falling 
objects. 

I emerged from an vee bridge 
session there in 1974 to find the body of 
a student, clothed only in a T-shirt, ly- 
ing in an alley. 

He had apparently fallen four 
stories because he struck a car in the 
alley and caved in the entire rear end 
of it. I talked to some of the people 
who lived in the rooms above the alley 
and I learned that they had a practice 
of climbing across a window ledge to 
let themselves in when they forgot 
their keys. 

The next day I was writing a paper 
on the novels of Aldous Huxley, and 
because I could think of no! else, I 
was writing about a scene where he 
depicts a man and a woman sunning 
naked on a roof. The man is just 
remarking that the woman looks like 
she stepped out a of a painting by 
Gauguin when a plane overhead drops 
a fox terrier onto the roof which 
covers them both with blood. 

As I was writing this paper, I paus- 
ed to look out the window and I saw a 
puppy on a roof across the street. He 
was ungainly, as all puppies are, and 
was gamboling awfully close to the 


edge. I remember telling myself that 
T should run down into the street and 
stand under the roof because it looked 
as if the pup was about to fall. 

T should have followed that impulse, 
but I went back to my work, and when 
I looked up again the puppy was lying 
in the street. 

That day my friend Peter Bull read 
me the first draft of a work of his en- 
titled “The Night of the Frozen 
Pigeons.” It described hordes of 
pigeons, frozen solid, tumbling from 

e sky. Later in the work a character 
known only as ‘‘Mom” falls from a 
Piper Cub. 


“Hers had been a graceful last 
flight,” Peter wrote, ‘as the 
astrologer in Miami had foretold. 
Mom was the most beautiful woman, 
the policeman who eventually arrived 
at the scene had said, he’d ever seen 
fall out of an plane. Her golden hair 
had reflected the sun as she fell, (all 
agreed on this point) so as to create 
an awesome, other worldly effect that 
had transfixed all within a radius of 
thirteen miles when Remo had cut the 
engine on his smart little plane. Some 

'O sightings had in fact been 
reported, but everyone concurred 
that it must have been Mom.” 

T don’t know what drove Sam to join 

these falling objects, but then I never 
could understand what drove him to 
do anything. 
He came to us in the fall of 1973 and 
was first noticed jogging through the 
streets carrying a large bag of rocks. 
At that time he Ep only in rhyme 
and styled himself ‘Sam the Sham” 
or “Sam I Am.” When we asked him 
where he came from he said he had 
just traveled ‘‘coast to coast with the 
Holy Ghost.” He had just come from- 
Calif.‘we learned, where he had been 
arrested more than 40 times.

He wasn't really a felon. He was 
helping some students at the Berkeley 
Law School with some research pro- 
jects. Once he was arrested for put- 
ting a nickel in a parking meter and 
sitting down in the parking place. 

Sam was a giant, the strongest man 
I have ever seen. He once had a 
wrestling match with the biggest of us 
and the soundtrack from that match 
went something like this: 

“One, two, three...Sam! You're 
breaking my arm!”’ 

He had a beautiful bass voice and 
was almost always chanting 
primitive hymns to the spirits which 
peopled his turbulent mind. He had 
escaped, we learned, from an institu- 
tion and I asked him about it. He said 
simply that a woman had tried to kill 
him witha pill. 

Sam was supposed to be taking 
lithium but he never did. He had been 
given that drug in the institution and 
he felt it was killing his spirit. I 
believe it probably was. 

When it came time to write a final 
work for my biography class, I 
couldn't resist the Soportunity to 
write about Sam, although the 
research was rendered very difficult 
by his manner of. peeking) 

It turned out he was originally from 
Connecticut, an “Aryan from 
Darien.” He moved to the Midwest 

when he was young. What he 
temembered most about his youth 

was his membership in the Boy 
Scouts’ “Order of the Arrow.” 

There he learned Indian ways and 
perhaps some of the incantations 

that he sang continuously. He went 
to Asia during his senior year 

in college as part of an exchange 
program. I could divine 

little about his activities there, ex- 
cept that he saw unspeakable 





things and once lifted a car off a 
woman in Hong Kong. He 

never returned for his diploma, but 
went to sea on the salt Bhp 

which trade on the Indian subconti- 
nent. 

Sam eventually got back to the 
United States and wound up as a 
sychology teacher at Berkeley. Until 

e truck hit him. He was crossing a 
freeway out there to pick up a piece of 
driftwood he had noticed in passing. 
The truck was going at least fifty 
miles an hour. 

Sam said he lowered his head like a 
football player when he saw it coming 
and saw that he couldn’t get out of the 
way. That is probably the reason he 
survived. He was thrown over a hun- 
dred feet and was in a coma for three 
weeks. 

That accident must have overload- 
ed Sam’s circuits finally and com- 
pletely. My memory of him is that of 
an agonized spirit racking his giant 
Bony in a vain effort to find expres- 
sion. 

He used to adorn himself with all 
manner of found medallions and 
amulets. I can still see him standing 
in the street, letting out a constant 
groan, almost a song, his hands clen- 
ching and unclenching about 
whatever talisman he happened to be 
wearing around his neck. 

I always wanted to find a place for 
Sam on this earth, a place where he 
could put his massive strength to 
work and find acceptance in a com- 
munity where his eccentricities would 
be tolerated. 

I was still trying to find or found 
such a place when I learned of his 
fatal encounter with the laws of 
gravitation.

(The following is an open letter to 
Mayor Theodore Mann from the 
League of Women Voters of Newton.) 
Dear Mayor Mann: 

The League of Women Voters of 
Newton is pleased with the results of 
the Joint Planning Advisory Grou 
and the recommendations of t! 
Board of Aldermen with regard to 
reuse of Weeks, Murray Road, Carr, 
and Davis schools. 

The conversion of the Weeks and 
Murray Road schools to housing 
should create some badly needed and 
affordable rental units for both 
families and elderly people. It is of ut- 
most importance that the prices of 
these buildings allow affordable ren- 
tal housing and complete conversion 
of the building. 

The Weeks building will require 
some demolition as well as extensive 
reconstruction. Heating costs for the 
converted building should be a prime 
consideration and every should be 
made to use as much of the building 
as possible. The inclusion of family 
units should offer some flexibility in 
design, and if the extensive hallway 
space in this building cannot be in- 
corporated into the living areas, 
perhaps much of it could be used for 
special services to the building's 
residents. 

The Murray Road School should be 
converted, not demolished. And we 
see no particular virtue in maintain- 
ing the building as it is, when a small 
addition or modification to the outside 
could make it more attractive and 
livable. While it is important to find a 
developer immediately, we hope that 
there may be one who will build 
mixed-income housing on this site. 

At a time when construction costs 
and interest rates are accelerating, 
the only hope of constructing af- 
fordable housing is through conver- 
sion. The federal government is 
resisting the raising of allowable 
costs on the construction and leasing 
of subsidized housing. This is an effec- 
tive brake on government spending 
and the construction of new low- 
income units. It is therefore extreme- 
ly important that, where appropriate, 
conversion projects be reserved for 
subsidized housing. 

Reimbursement to Newton by the 
state for such projects as the pur- 
chase of open space is predicated on a 


demonstrated effort to increase low- 
and moderate-income housing within 
the city. Participation in the bonus 
funding for the Areawide Housing Op- 
portunity Plan and other federal 
benefits is also conditional; Newton is 
expected to add 28 new family units 
and 47 new elderly units in the next 
three years. These benefits will be in 
jeopardy if the delay, failure and 
hiatus of public housing projects in 
Newton continue. Money from the 
Community Development Block 
Grants could be used to decrease the 
cost of acquiring Weeks and possibly 
Murray Road for subsidized housing 
and it could in addition assist in the 
planning for the conversion of the 
Davis School. 

Reuse of the Davis school is pro- 
bably the most complex planning pro- 
blem — a need to balance parking, 
economic considerations and a varie- 
ty of options for specific services. 
While we think that the Community 
Service Center will be an excellent 
landlord, there are a great many deci- 
sions yet to be made which could 
benefit from the advice of our Plann- 
ing Department and input from the 
neighborhood’s Community Develop- 
ment advisory committee. We also 
suggest that the tenants of the 
building be selected with regard to the 
services they offer; it may be unwise 
to eliminate tenants who could pay a 
market rent. 

The more complete and expensive 
the conversion, the more economical 
and energy efficient the building will 
be. Both a low price and good plann- 
ing are necessary to achieve the most 
efficient and appropriate reuse for 
this building. 

Newton should be very proud of how 
it has handled the problem of declin- 
ing enrollment. As you are aware, the 
process will be used as a model for 
other municipalities. Thus far, it has 
been fair, open and reasonably 
thorough. We feel that the selection of 
a specific plan or developer for each 
of these schools should be subject to 
public review. We suggest that a hear- 
ing be held for making public the 
recommendations of the Planning 
Department and obtaining public 
comment before you make your final 
decision.

Publishers, —_ Inc. of Seattle, 
Washington will publish Mary Haz- 
zard (Swiggart’s) 


Swiggart, a Waban resident, already

from the MasSachusetts Arts and 
Humanities Foundation.

At 11:30 a.m., follow- 
ing the Sunday morning service, the 
Women’s Alliance, of which Ms. Swig- 
gart is a member, will hold a recep- 
tion for her at the church and she will 
autograph copies of her new book, 
which will be available for purchase. 


According to her publisher, Dan Le- 
vant, Mary Hazzard (Swiggart) 
“presents a moving portrait of an 
honest, sane, patient, intelligent 
woman who will endure.” 


She has received high praise from 
advance reader Gail Godwin who 
says of ‘Sheltered Lives” - “an 
honest, elegant, individualistic nar- 
rative about a woman making an ef- 
fort to re-evaluate herself in terms of 
her marriage, her childhold in- 
fluences, her relations to a new en- 
vironment and a changing world.

Bill calls for insurance 
claims offices in state 


BOSTON — State Rep. David B. 
Cohen (D-Newton) has filed legisla- 
tion to require all insurance com- 
panies doing business in 
Massachusetts to establish claims 
settlement offices within the state. 


“The existence of a mechanism to 
promote the prompt and equitable 
settlement of claims is an essential 
part of any scheme of regulation of 
the insurance industry,’’ Cohen said. 
“This fact is recognized in chapter 
176D of the general law which re- 
quires insurers to reply promptly to 
all implement procedures for claim 
investigation, and maintain a com- 
prehensive system for handling 
claims.” 


The flaw in this arrangement, ac- 
cording to Cohen, is that insurance 
companies may be licensed to do 
business in Massachusetts without 
having a claims settlement office 











within the state. The lack of a conve- 
niently located office makes it prac- 
tically impossible to receive prompt 
action on a claim, he said, 


“Instead of making a local call the 
insured must make an expensive long 
distance call or correspond by mail, 
so that an inquiry which might have 
been resolved in a matter of minutes 
can drag on for a week or more. Often 
a face to face meeting is necessary to 
finally resolve a claim. That is not 
possible if the claim office is in 
Omaha,” Cohen said. 

Litigation can be expensive and, 
given the present case backlog, quite

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Mann opposes fare hike by ‘T— 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann 
said last week he is opposed to the 
MBTA Task Force proposal for a 25- 
cent fare increase if services to riders 
are not also improved. 


“Tam very critical of increasing the 
cost to the consumer without an out- 
side relative increase in services. The 
MBTA has to be committed to im- 
proving the quality of the service, and 
to make it premium service,” said 
Mann, who wrote a letter to Gov. Ed- 
ward King expressing his disapproval 
of the task force’s recommendation. 


“Many of us (in Newton and 
Brookline) already share a dispropor- 
tionate amount of U the cost. We are 
paying too much and getting too little 
inreturn,” he said. 

The task force also proposed a 
reorganization of the ‘“‘T” structure. 
The reorganization would include a 
strengthening of the board of direc- 
tors, the division of Chairman and 
Chief Executive Officer Robert 
Foster’s job into two positions, and a 
weakening of the advisory board 
which represents the MBTA district's 


The advisory board presently has 
control over the budget, but the pro- 
posal would hand this control over to 
the board of directors, as well as con- 
trol over the s2lection of the chief ex- 
ecutive officer who is now chosen by 
the governor. 

“The governor, by appointment of 
the director, really controls the 
MBTA,” said Mann. “That's why I 
also believe that the state should 
assume the full cost of operation of 
the MBTA.” 

Presently, the state assumes the 
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cost of half of the MBTA’s deficit. 

Mann said that he is not in favor of 
any change that would not basically 
benefit the people who ride the “T,”” 

“As long as the management posi- 
tions are diluted, there cannot be ef- 
fective management of the system,” 
he said, referring to the split of the 
positions of chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive officer. . 

Mann said that three factors must 
be present in order for the “‘T” to run 
successfully: the state should assume 
the entire cost of the system, the 


Legislature should take off the con- 
straints they placed on the manage- 
ment of the ‘‘T”’ and ‘give them back 
the tools with which to work,” and the 
governor should assume the respon- 
sibility of meeting with the unions and 
getting them to provide needed ser- 
vices at a reasonable cost. 

Mann said that he is not opposed to 
the reorganization ‘‘as long as they 
pay for it and don’t charge it back to 
the cities and towns.” 

“The advisory board has no real 
control anyway, just paper control,” 
he said. 


Along with the fare increase would 
come on gasoline and toll roads 
leading'into the 79 cities and towns 
served by the transit systen’ ac- 
cording to the task force report. 


“If efficiency can be obtained and if 
increased ridership is a possibility, 
then taxes may be the only option, 
outside of user payment,” he sald. “I 
am more predisposed to user pay- 
ment, but not for inferior service. We 
should receive the value of a dollar 
when we pay a dollar.”

If what's under the hood of an automobile is as 
foreign to you as the diplomacy of Ayatollah Kho- 
meini, and a visit to a vehicle repair shop is an- 
ticipated with the same enthusiasm as_an appoint- 
ment with an oral surgeon, you are not alone. 


According to statistics of a recent Roper Poll, 69 
percent of consumers feel uneasy about bringing 
ae autaranoties to a repair shop and expect to be 
cheated. 


And complaints concerning faulty repairs are the 
number one source of consumer frustration in 
Massachusetts. 


According to Rep. Gregory Sullivan (D., 
Norwood-Westwood), 50,000 auto repair com- 
plaints, alone, were filed with the attorney 
general's office and the Boston Consumer Council 
last year. And during. his six years on Beacon Hill, 
Sullivan has had more constituents approach him 
with this type of problem than any other. 


With refreshing frankness the young legislator 
quips, “if you have to go to a politician to get a car 
properly repaired, we're all in trouble.” 

When the Norwoodite has attempted to follow up 
on such complaints, himself, he’s found the 
“process of recourse very poor.” 


It’s not lack of laws on the books, but public 
awareness and the enforcement processthat is 
weak, 

And the Norwood representative is not indicting 
the repair industry as a whole, only incompetent 
members. He’s aware that unsatisfactory work is 
as often due to lack of ability as to fraud. 

To turn the unsatisfactory situation around, 
Sullivan is co-sponsoring with several other 
legislators, a ‘Registration of Automotive Repair 
Shops” bill which would give added clout to existing 
laws, 

The registration bill, a result of redefining past 
proposals, will, says the Norwoodite, ‘‘put real 
teeth into repair protection laws.” 

As the young rep sits in his compact, State House 
headquarters recently and discusses with alde, 


Rosalind Levine, the prospects of passage, his 
mood is optimistic. 

He anticipates the setting up of a bureau of auto 
repair with a staff of approximately 40, including 
professional mechanic-investigators. The bureau 
would be funded by a registration fee from in- 
dividual repair shops to operate without cost to the 
citizenry. \ 

The staff, particularly the mechanics, would 
have the expertise to mediate with a shop owner for 
a dissatisfied customer, and the existence of a 
bureau with suspension powers would act as a 
deterrent to unscrupulous behavior. : 

Sullivan, who has a master’s in public ad- 
ministration from Harvard, likes to talk about the 
fine tuning and compromises which go into effec- 
tive lawmaking. 

He begins to describe Chapter 93A law, already 
on the books, which mandates that auto repair 
shops provide consumers with written estimates, 
and requires customer authorization for additional 
charges over $10. He mentions other specifics of the 
chapter 93 consumer act which spell out the 
necessity of redoing unsatisfactory work at no 
charge and a time limit for execution of repairs. 

A consumer armed with this checklist should be 
in good shape but past performance has sometimes 
proven otherwise, reports Sullivan. 

The better informed a consumer is, the better off 
he will be; but when it comes down to litigation . the 
track record has not been good. 

The attorney general’s office is confined, by 
limitations of staff,to prosecuting only the most 
flagrant violations. 

When the consumer sues in small claims court 
results are at best mixed. The complainant must 
first pay the mechanic , even if unsatisfied with the 
repairs, before going to court. Otherwise, the shop 
can keep the auto under a workman's lien. 

In court, the complainant and even the judge 
operate under the hardship of lack of expertise in 
comparison to the mechanic who can use com- 
plicated phrases and terms. 

With this common type of scenario, a ‘‘Registra- 
tion of Automotive Repair Shops” bill is a necessi- 
ty, claims Sullivan. 

And the piece de resistance in the auto bureau’s

Undercover investigators for the Department of 
Transportation found in a survey of 62 automobile 
repair shops in seven cities that 53 cents of each ser- 
vice dollar was wasted on needless repair. There 
were three basic test situations. In , one, a single 
spark plug in an engine was caused to malfunction. 
In another, bushings were removed from a suspen- 
sion sway bar. In the third, a trouble-free vehicle 


bag of tricks would be the ‘undercover 
automobile,’’ which could be used to test the hones- 
ty and competence of shops with a string of con- 
sumer complaints. ‘ 

The dummy car would be thoroughly checked out 
by a qualified vocational school and then presented 
to oat eupecied offender for “whatever repairs are 
ir ” 


If unnecessary work is performed, charges 
trumped up, or, fraud perpetrated, in the 
legislator’s words, the state inspector would have 
the offender “down cold.” 

Auto repair registration and undercover 
checkups have been utilized in California with good 
results, says Sullivan. 

His high hopes for the registration bill are buoyed 
by widespread support from both elected officials 
anda colition of consumer groups. 

And the Committee on Auto Repair, also, took 


was taken to a repair shop with a request that the 
brakes be checked. 

In 89 percent of the cases, engine repairs were 
done incorrectly. In the suspension sway bar cases, 
44 percent of the repairs were not made correctly. 
Regarding the trouble-free cars, in 32 percent of the 
cases repairs were attempted and charges levied in 
connection with the implied complaint.

testimony from industry representatives. George 
Florentine, of the Independent Garage Owners 
Association gave helpful information during hear- 
ings on the proposed registration bill. 

TE all goes well, the enforcement legislation could 
be implemented by 1981. In the meantime, Sullivan 
suggests that consumers arm themselves with as 
much information as possible. 

Spring automobile inspection is now underway 
and will check lights, emergency brake, muffler, 
front wheel alignment, windshield and wipers, 
horn, directionals, tires and the exhaust sustem. If 
repairs are necessary, most consumer experts 
recommend obtaining several estimates of the 
costs.

A pair of mushroom ‘pyes’ 


We've come a long way since the 
days of merrie England when pies 
were pyes, and filled with rabbit, 
parsley, rooks and blackbirds. Now 
we're apt’ to make pies we call 
“quiches,” and serve them often for 
brunch or supper, along with such 
natural partners as spinach-and- 
mushroom salads. 


But mushrooms are not only great 
go-alongs with quiches they’re 
delicious right inside all sorts of pies. 

Here's a festive “‘pye,” or quiche, 
that would star at any brunch; 
Mushroom Sour Cream Pie starts 
with a sauteing of onions and sliced 
mushrooms with a filling of eggs, sour 
cream, salt, a sprinkling of tarragon 
and black pepper. Swiss cheese is 
shredded over the top and the pie is 
baked til] firm. Reserved sauteed 
mushrooms are effectively arranged 
over the pie after baking. 


Another winner i this real old- 
fashioned Mushroom Pot Pie with the 
traditional two crusts. It's wonderful- 
ly satisfying for Sunday supper. A 
thickened sauce of chicken broth and 
cream is added to the sauteed 
mushrooms und onions. Cooked, 
chunked chicken, parsley and paprika 
are stirred in and the jure poured 
into the pastry-lined pan. Place a top 
crust over it and bake till golden.

“Jubilation,” in Piccadilly Square, Newton Centre, is a fine spot in which 
to celebrate April (unlike T.S, Eliot, but like Chaucer, I enjoy April). 


Suzanne Levine and Elaine Powell, the owners, emphasize fiber arts (or 
fibre arts, especially in N. Centre) but set out handmade works, decorative 
or useful, in just about every material I can think of — some porcelain and 
stoneware, Ann Weber and Leslie Ferrin come to mind, woodworks by John 
McLeod and Richard Rothbard, leather, glass, paper (cards and such), and 
some jewelry. x 


In fiber, there are placemats, potholders, puppets, quilts, one of them 
from an M.F.A. show, scarves, pillows, mythic hanging horses, angels, and 
moons (with faces), those antic Basket Cases, and Diane Reese’s cacti, and 
that’s not all by any means. 


These past couple of years, I don’t know what's moved, in crafts, like 
glass. Before, did we have so much excitement, experiment, so many ideas 
to enjoy in glass? I don’t think so. 


Now there’s handblown sculpture, intricately colored; there are vases, 
bottles, stemmed ware, etched containers, and even a few fresh notions 
about what to do with stained glass. You can get an idea of what's happening 
by going to Jubilation.

Child gone, law can't help 


By LANCE J. HERDEGEN 
MILWAUKEE (UPI) — The last 
time Maxine Lautenbach saw her 
daughter, Deliah, was in 1975. It was 
the day before the girl’s father was to 
appear in court for a custodial hear- 
ing. He never showed. 


Now, Miss Lautenbach says, she 
doesn’t know where Deliah is — or 
even if she is alive or dead. 


She says she is’ just one of “hun- 


dreds of thousands” of single parents 
insuch a dilemma. 


She blames a tangle of laws and en- 
forcement procedures, refusal of 
some jurisdictions to consider seizure 
of children by either parent as a 
crime, and many police and pro- 
secutors’ preference not to get involv- 
edin.a family matter. 


Miss Lautenbach says she spent 
$3,000 on attorney fees and discussed 
her case with federal and state pro- 
secutors and even a congressmen. All 
told her the same thing — nothing 
could be done until federal law is 
changed. 

“T was constantly depressed for a 
time,” she said. “I was cheated so 
badly and the law wouldn’t help me. 


“Everybody had beaten me. The 
government had beaten me. The legal 
system had beaten me. Nobody was 
out there to help me.

Miss Lautenbach said her daughter 
was born in 1972 in New York City 
while she was living with a man who 
va separated, but still legally mar- 


“T was receiving welfare for the 
child and myself and to receive 
welfare, I was told that a paternity 
suit would take place,” she said. 
“This suit gave my child her father's 
last name. If the child had retained 
my last name, he would have no 
rights to her. I was told that in order 
to receive welfare I would have to 
pursue the paternity suit.” 


The couple broke up. Miss Lauten- 
bach and her daughter returrfed to her 
native Milwaukee. Later, when she 
went to New York to pick up her 
daughter after a summer-long visit, 
the father refused to turn her over. 


Then, before a custody hearing, she 
found him moving and called police 
and her attorney. 


“They said possession was nine 
points of the law and that if he had 
possession there was no legal way for 
them to pursue him if he left the 
state,”

Rally set April 19 against 
animal experimentation 


BOSTON — The Coalition to End 
Animal Suffering in Experiments 
(CEASE) and Friends of Animals, 
Inc. will demonstrate against the use 
of live animals in experiments on 
Saturday, April 19. 

The demonstration will call public 
and Congressional attention to 
WORLD DAY FOR LABORATORY 
ANIMALS, which is internationally 
observed each year on April 24 to 
commemorate the millions of animals 
who die worldwide in laboratory ex- 
perimentation and commercial 
testing. 

The April 19 demonstration in 
Boston is endorsed by the Fund for 
Animals, New England  Anti- 
Vivisection Society, American Fund 
for Alternatives to Animal Research, 
and many local Massachusetts 
humane societies. 

The group will assemble at the 
Prudential Center in Boston at noon 
on April 19 and march to the Boston 
Common, where a rally will be held 
featuring animal rights and civil 
rights activist Henry Spira. 

Spira exposed and helped to end a 
20-year series of experiments on cats 
at the Museum of Natural Histery in 
New York, and he also stopped ex- 
periments on pigs which were design- 
ed to investigate various methods of 
torturing human prisoners of war. His

Auto guide tells 
how to avoid rip-offs 


BOSTON — Secretary Eileen Schell 
today announced the release of a new 
consumer pamphlet, Consumer's 
Auto Repair Guide. The six-page 
publication outlines consumer rights 
in dealing with auto repair shops, auto 
body shops and retail stores which of- 
fer automotive services. 


Secretary Schell said, ‘According 
to the National Highway Traffic Safe- 
ty Administration, consumers waste 
$20 billion on unnecessary, inade- 
quate, incompetent and fraudulent 
auto repairs. That waste is equivalent 
to $180 per car. It is important that 
consumers protect themselves by 
understanding and asserting their 
rights under the Attorney General’s 
Vehicle Regulations. Our pamphlet 
describes these rights, as well as ef- 


fective procedures to follow to resolve 
complaints." 

Under the Attorney General's 
Motor Vehicle Regulations, 
Massachusetts consumers are pro- 
tected against most common auto- 
repair-related problems. For exam- 
ple, consumers have the right to an 
authorized written estimate; the right 
to an agreed upon price for repairs 
within $10, the right to an itemized 
bill, the right to have shoddy repair 
work corrected at no charge, and the 
right not to be charged for repairs 
which have not been made. 


Consumer's Auto Repair Guide of- 
fers advice on how to select an auto - 
repair service, how to explain repair 
problems to a mechanic, and how to 
file a complaint. Pamphlets are

Police escapee gets 
suspended sentence 


NEWTON — A Dorchester man who 
pulled a loose bar out of his cell and 
escaped from the Newton police 
cellblock March 31 was found guilty of 
escape in Newton District Court Mon- 
day and given a six-month suspended 
sentence.

Ancient ‘lost wax’ method 
to be shown at workshop 


NEWTON — Several events are 
planned by the members of the 
Newton Art Association during the 
month of April. On Thursday, April 
17, at the regular meeting held at the 
Women’s Workshop, 72 Columbus St., 
Newton Highlands at 7:30 p.m., Allan 
A. Davidson of Rockport will be the 
guest artist demonstrator. An inter- 
nationally famous sculptor and 
painter, he will lecture and 
demonstrate the “lost wax"’ techni- 
que in sculpture. 

Considered by critics and his col- 
leagues as the prototype of the 
Renaissance artist who works equally 
well in all media, Davidson's work is 
highly regarded in Europe as it is in 
the United States. Many of his bronze 
sculptures as well as marble, pain- 
tings, and graphics are in major col- 
lections and museums. His ballerinas, 
horses and figures in bronze have 
been compared to the work of French 
impressionist Edgar Degas. 

A member of many national art 


organizations, he is an extremely 
popular lecturer on fine art subjects. 
An expert in the lost-wax method of 
sculpture, he plans to demonstrate to 
Newton artists and explain a techni- 
que that is more than 4,000 years old. 


Bronze sculpture via the lost-wax 
method was employed by ancient 
biblical artists from the beginning of 
recorded history. It is the oldest form 
of art known to man. From the 
earliest Romanesque to modern-day 
sculpture the lost-wax method of pro- 
ducing a small or large monument in 
bronze has changed very little except 
for refinements in casting methods. 


At the conclusion of the demonstra- 
tion and lecture, there will be a short 
social hour and refreshments will be 
served.

deposition from a Largo, Fla. woman 
who is expected to confirm the fact 
that Ossinger was in that state Feb. 
20, 1979 when one of Mann's 
paychecks was cashed in Newton. 

Ossinger, 39, who served as Mann’s 
personal secretary for seven years, is 
accused of cashing 58 of his payroll 
checks which he allegedly gave her to 
deposit in his credit union account. All 
of the 58 checks she is accused of 
stealing were found to have the 
restrictive endorsement, ‘For 
deposit only" written on the back and 
crossed out. 

The check cashed Feb. 20, 1979 was 
not mentioned in the 44 larceny com- 
plaints brought against Ossinger by 
Newton police, but it too had the 
restrictive endorsement on the back 
crossed out. 

At a show-cause hearing on the 
complaints March 19, defense at- 
torney Terry Segal called it ‘the thir- 
teenth chime of tite clock which casts 
doubt on the other twelve.” 

At a hearing held in Waltham 
District Court Tuesday, Judge Kevin 
Doyle granted Segal’s motion to take 
a deposition from Elizabeth McCann 
of Largo, Fla., provided the defense 
pays Assistant District Attorney John 
Lawlor’s expenses. Court rules allow 
for such depositions under ‘‘excep- 
tional circumstances,” as long as the 
defense pays the cost of the deposi- 
tion, which includes the expenses of a 
representative of the Commonwealth. 


Lawlor opposed the motion, saying, 


“The circumstances are not excep- 


tional at all. The witness just doesn't 
want to come.”” 

“T would like the opportunity to 
cross-examine this witness on the 
stand. I would like to cross-examine 
her at the time of trial,” he said. 

“There are no exceptional cir- 
cumstances. There is nothing here 
that couldn't be taken care of by an in- 
terstate subpoena.” 

Ossinger said Tuesday that McCann 
is employed in a sales job and would 
lose commissions if she had to come 
to Newton for the trial. 

Lawlor also said that defense at- 
torneys would be able to hire counsel 
in Florida who would be familiar with 
court rules there while the Com- 
monwealth would not be able to do so. 

Judge Doyle ruled in favor of the 
motion, citing not only the conve- 
nience of the witness, but the conve- 
nience of the court. He explained that 
many trials are continued because 
witnesses are unavailable. 


Judge Doyle also said that the 


_ defense’s hiring Florida counsel is not 


likely to have any effect on the trial. 

After Judge Doyle’s ruling, Lawlor 
asked that the deposition be taken us- 
ing videotape. “I feel the finder of fact 
(the judge who hears the case in 
district court) and, eventually, the 
jury should have the benefit of this 
witness’ demeanor,” he said. 

Segal said that he had no objection 
to videotaped testimony, but that it is 
three times as expensive as a

New police overtime policy

NEWTON — Two studies of police 
overtime, conducted by Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino and by Lt. John 
Salemme of the Newton Police 
Department, have resulted in the im- 
plementation of several new pro- 
cedures for recording the hours logg- 
ed by police officers for court time 
and regular overtime. 

In an April 16 memo to Marino, 
Mayor Theodore Mann and the Board 
of Aldermen, Chief William Quinn 
said he has ‘incorporated Marino's 
suggestion for recording overtime 
with recommendations made as a 
result of Salemme’s study of overtime 
accounts. 

A permanent court log book will be 
kept in the police prosecutor's office, 
Quinn said, and officers will be re- 


quired to sign in and out for all court 
appearances. 

Officers will also sign court cards, 
which will now be consecutively 
numbered, and these cards must be 
validated by a superior officer, ifthe 
case is in Newton District Court, or by 
a district attorney in another court. 

These cards used to be different for 
district and superior court ap- 
pearances. 

Quinn said that all bureau com- 
manders are now responsible for see- 
ing that all overtime is recorded on a 
“master sheet” which is sent to the 
payroll department. 

In an April 16 general order to all 
bureau commanders, Quinn said, 
“Overtime will not be paid to officers 
or civilian employees whose names do 
not appear on the sheets.”” 

At the suggestion of Marino, the 


Police Department will develop a 
computer program to record all extra 
time worked including daily and 
weekly overtime, court time and ex- 
tra detail payments to officers, 

Marino..suggested the computer 
program would be ‘a valuable 
Management tool to the police and 
would’ minimize the possibility of 
clerical error in postings.” 

Marino also commented on the 
documents given him by Ald. Richard 
McGrath in February which promp- 
ted his review of police overtime. 
Those documents included three court 
cards for officers involved in under- 
cover work in December. 

“Regarding the three court cards 
that prompted my involvement, I 
have found that they were, indeed,

Cable TV decision in summer 


NEWTON — The awarding of the 
cable TV license will take place this 
summer, Mayor Theodore Mann said 
Thursday. 

The question of the extra in- 
ducements offered by the three com- 
panies selected by the mayor's cable 
TV advisory commission has ap- 
parently been resolved to the mayor's 
satisfaction. 

“As long as the extra benefits are 
used to service the use of cable, in- 
kind benefits are in order,” the mayor 
said, 

The three firms recommended by 
the commission to the mayor are Con- 
tinental Cablevision, Warner Amex, 
and Teleprompter. The mayor will 
probably select from the three, but 
may award the license to any of the 
eight companies that submitted ap-

plications. 

A final report from the advisory 
cable commission says that the cable 
TV licensing process was designed as 
a competitive process, with the re- 
quests for proposals ‘‘expressing 
minimum system characteristics.” 

The companies not recommended 
submitted applications ‘‘not as com- 
petitive,” according to the report. The 
five cable companies were Bay State 
Cablevision, Rollins Cablevision, Col- 
ony Communications, American 
Television and Communications and 
Newton Metrovision. 

These companies were listed as 
having various deficiencies, prin- 
cipally limited programing options, 
vague training proposals for local 
origination programs, and less local 
equipment. 


The top three had programing 
capability, the facilities and the finan- 
cial backing that set them apart, the 
mayor said. 

Continental has offered $1 million 
over the term of the 15-year license 
for construction, staffing and equipp- 
ing a ‘media center” for cable TV 
and the library. 

Warner Amex has offered $800,000 
over the liecense term for the library 
or other nonprofit cultural endeavor. 


Teleprompter would set up a non- 
profit foundation funded by 15 percent 
of its profits for the purpose of im- 
proving communications skills. This 
could amount to $1.5 million over the 
term of the license, according to 
Teleprompter.

Fire position questioned 


Included in the proposed budget are 
upgrades for three lieutenants and a 
captain’ that were originally vetoed 
by the administration as too costly. 

Reilly said he was told he could in- 
clude the upqrades if he could find a 
way to stay within Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann’s budget guidelines. 

The committee will also recom- 
mend that the more than $4,000 in 
special compensation for the 
upgrades be cut from the budget. 

Still intact is a plan to create a fifth 
position in the Wires Department. The 
alarm system has grown, Reilly said. 
Boxes should be tested and cleaned 
every 60 days. He said the boxes in 
Newton are tested once a year. 

Alderman Richard McGrath was on 
of the committee members who ob- 
jected to elimination of the lieute- 
nant’s position. He said ‘professional 


fire protection is being weakened 
because of fiscal decisions.” 

McGrath said the Police Depart- 
ment was cut by 22 officers a year ago 
for financial reasons, and that a fire 
Pumper was taken out of service 
several years ago ‘‘not because it’s 
good strategy, but to save money.” 

Reilly was asked if he would stil! 
eliminate the lieutenant’s position if 
the upgrades and the additional wires 
position were not factors. Reilly said 
he would; that the workload in fire 
prevention has shifted, and that the 
new arrangement will result in a bet- 
ter program. 

Alderman Paul Daley also said fire 
protection is being reduced for finan- 
cial reasons. He questioned whether 
assigning fire prevention duties to the

Davis sale price questioned 


NEWTON — The Finance Commit- 
tee could not come to an agreement on 
the sale price of the Davis School 
Thursday night and held the matter 
over for action on May lat 9p.m. 

The committee set a minimum 
price of $350,000 for the sale of the 
Carr School for reuse as a private 
school and added a condition that the 
community have some use of the 
building, including the gymnasium. 
After the Carr School price is approv- 
ed by the Board of Aldermen, bids will 
be sought. No firm offers have been 
made. 

Several additions were attached to 
the sale of the Carr School by the 
Finance Committee. The school may 
be reclaimed for a ‘‘public purpose”’ 
with three years’ notice to the pur- 
chaser, with the city paying the 
original sale price plus the cost of 
capital improvements made by the 
purchaser. 

The city will also have the right of 
first refusal if the buyer decides to 
sell the school, with the same repur- 
chase terms. If the buyer sells to 
anyone other than the city, and the 
new purchaser pays more than the ci- 

ty would have paid to repurchase, the 
city would share in the profits. Final- 
ly, the sale to another zoning-exempt 
organization would need the approval 
of the Board of Aldermen.

Ald. Wendell Bauckman tried to ap- 
ply the same conditions to the sale of 
the Davis School and ran into trouble 
immediately. 

The Newton Community Service 
Centers should not be subject to hav- 
ing to sell the Davis School back to the 
city at any time, several aldermen 
believe. 

Ald. Robert Tennant said that such 
a clause, no matter how long the

have no place to go.” 

Ald. Donald Budge feels the repur- 
chase clause is unnecessary because 
there will be one for the Carr School 
and because the alterations to be 
made by the NCSC may be so exten- 
sive as to make repurchase not wor- 
thwhile. 

Bauckman still thinks there may be 
another peopulation explosion of 
children that will necessitate the 
reuse of Carr by the city. 

Ald. Edward Richmond, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, want the 
new purchaser to pay for the outstan- 
ding bonded indebtedness on Davis — 
about $600,000, 

He suggested the NCSC pay $200,000 
down and pay the rest at $5000 a year 
for 25 years, then $8000 a year for 
another 25 years.

missioners it was estimated to cost 


$240,000. 
When the dredging and removal of 
muck finally went out to bid'as a com- 
bined contract, there was only one bid 
for $345,000. 

“We had to decide if it was worth 
it,” Mrs, Plaut said. “We said It 
wasn't. The reasons for doing the cove 
were not compelling enough.” 

There were complaints the MDC 
delayed the project, Mrs. Plaut said, 
but she added the MDC is very 
understaffed. “I don’t think anyone 
ever wanted to spend $240,000. I 
understand people are angry, and I 
can sympathize with them.” 

Ward 4 Alderman Carol Ann Shea 
doesn’t think it makes sense to aban- 
don the project. She is the author of a 
Tesolution approved by the Board of 
Aldermen reaffirming its support for 
the dredging and urging the MDC to 


begin work this season. 

The MDC petitioned the board in 
August, 1977, for permission to dredge 
the cove. Pe ion was granted, 
and later the city won state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) approval to 
deposit the muck at the former Rum- 
ford Avenue landfill.

Many of the coves on the river share 
the silt and vegitation problem, she 
sald, although nearby Auburndale 
Park has focused attention on Wares 
Coves. 

The coves are not natural water 
bodies, but marshes into which water 
at the time of the construction of the 
Moody Street Dam in Waltham. 

There are some possibilities to cut 
the cost of the project, Mrs. Barron 
suggested. The MDC requested a 
single bid for dredging and removal of 
muck to Rumford Avenue. The time 
between those two operations may be 
as much as two years and contractors 
are unwilling to commit themselves 
to two-year projects’ she said. 

If there were two bids, for dredging, 
then removal, lower costs might be 
possible, 

Last summer when the MDC was 
looking for suggestions to cut costs, 
Mrs. Barron suggested construction 
of a beach at the cove to make the cost 
more palatable 

She also said Alfred Ferullo, MDC 
director of the Division of En- 
vironmental Quality, would like to use 
a machine at the cove that can 


Temove deep-rooted pond lilies. If the 
roots are removed, the sediment may 
move out of the cove. 


The major problem, and cost, is not 
the dredging but the removal of the 
muck. If the sediment were left at the 
cove it would cut the cost, although 
DEQE has reportedly examined the 
soil and found it contains heavy 
metals. 

The city has a sewer line that runs 
across the northern end of the cove 
that may exacerbate the problem, 
Mrs. Barron said’ and although 
homes in the area are now sewered, 
there were cesspools and septic tanks. 

Mrs. Barron said she hopes the im-

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Aldermen had problem 
maintaining a quorum 


NEWTON — For a while it was 
touch and go with getting a quorum of 
the Board of Aldermen TuesdaY night 
so that any business at all could be 
transacted. 

There never were more than 15 
members present. Some were away 
on family vacations during the school 
vacation week; others were attending 
the Republicans’ belated Lincoln Day 
dinner Tuesday night. 

Because zoning changes require 16 
affirmative votes by the board, rezon- 
ing of land on Chestnut Street, Upper 
Falls, was held until the next board 
meeting. 


In other Land Use Committee mat- 
ters, the board approved the conver- 
sion of the Bigelow House to five, not 
four, condominiums; approved con- 
struction of two new classrooms at 
Mount Ida Junior College; approved a 
free-standing sign and alterations to 


previously approved plans for Oldco- 
Greenfield's at 40 Glen Ave., Newton 
Centre; approved a changed design 
for the 43-unit Newton Community 
Development Foundation apartment 
building for the elderly on Sumner 
Street, Newton Centre; and held 
everything else. 


Other business included a no- 
parking-anytime zone on Auburn 
Street, north side, from Lexington 
Street 30 feet west; approval of out-of- 
state travel for the comptroller and 
city treasurer to Arizona, a non-ERA 
state (the board’s resolution against 
such travel does not take effect until 
July 1); an appropriation of $316,675 
for unanticipated energy costs; and 
$75,003 for three used rubbish trucks 
to be bought from Watertown. 

The meeting started late and ad- 
journed at 9:10 p.m., if not a record, 
close to it. 


Business zone asked 
for Our Lady’s shrine 


NEWTON CORNER — A Newton 
businessman has petitioned the Board 
of Aldermen for a business zone for 
the land on Washington Street across 
from Our Lady’s Church that is now 
occupied by a shrine to the Virgin 
Mary. 


The land is owned by the church, 
which, along with other Catholic chur- 
ches, has been told by the Boston Ar- 
chdiocese to sell unneeded land. 


John M. Marshall, whose business 
is Alumabilt Inc., has petitioned for a 
Business B district. The land, which 
backs up to the Turnpike, is now in 
Private Residence district. 


The shrine was started in 1955 by a 
parishioner who is now 93 years old. 
Over the years he has maintained it 
and added to it. 

Members of the Newton Corner Ad- 


visory Committee are opposed to any 
more stores on that particular part of 
Washington Street, one of the few 
open strips left. The entire parcel con- 
tains 29,850 square feet of land. 


The committee, whose purpose is to 
represent the neighborhood in 
community-development programs, 
has tried to enlist the aid of the Con- 
servation Commission to keep the 
land open. 


The Conservation Commission will 
discuss the matter at its meeting 
Thursday night at 8 p.m. at City Hall’ 
although there seems little the com- 
mission can do except recommend 
that the city acquire the property. 


The builder of the shrine has 
reportedly been offered a space on the 
church grounds to build a smaller ver- 
sion of the shrine. 


Newton to have its own 
civil service lists, tests 


NEWTON — Newton may soon 
have its own Civil Service examina- 
tions and lists of prospective 
employees. 

According to Ald. Robert Tennant, 
the aldermanic Administration & 
Planning Committee agrees with Per- 
sonnel Director Edith Meisser that a 
new position of Civil Service coor- 
dinator would be a good idea. 


Besides that, Tennant said, the 
state has told the city to establish the 
job and pay for it, too. 

The new position appears in the 
fiscal year 1961 Personnel Depart- 
ment budget at $14,476 salary. 

Tennant said the position would 
allow the city to give its own examina- 


tions and maintain its own lists of 
Pete eligible for Civil Service 
jobs. 


The arrangement would allow pro- 
mpt filling of vacancies in the Police 
and Fire departments, as well as the 
regular labor force. 


Departments must now wait until 
state examinations have been given 
and lists sent to the communities. 
This procedure has led to long delays 
in filling vacancies especially in the 
two public safety departments. 

Tennant said Meisser is in favor of 
the new position and reported that 
most department heads and the 
mayor are also in favor of the addition 
to her department. 


Ex-Hamilton students 
are holding their own 


NEWTON — Test results for former 
Hamilton School students one year 
after the school closed show no 
decline in achievement scores. 


The study by Dr. Vincent Silluzio, 
school director of research and plann- 
ing , is the second look at the effect of 
school consolidations. 


A follow-up study of Memorial 
students after one year at the con- 
solidated Memorial-Spaulding School 
found ‘‘no evidence to support the 
often expressed belief that school con- 
solidation has a negative effect on the 
intellectual development of 
students,’ Silluzio said. 


Achievement gains of Memorial 
students either exceeded or eW.ualled 
gains made the previous year in the 
unconsolidated Memorial School.

Reading and mathematics STEP 
(Sequential Tests of Educational Pro- 
gress) test scores, with one exception, 
show that Hamilton students achieved 
at levels equal to their classmates in 
all grades tested at both Angier and 
Williams after controlling for mental 
ability and achievement the year 
before. 


Compared to their own previous 
scores, in 10 of 12 groups tested at 
Angier and Williams, Hamilton 
students achieved at significantly 
higher levels than they had the year 
before’ Silluzio said. Two tests were 
administered in each of three grades 
in both schools. 


Scores for Hamilton students, 
before and after consolidation, im- 
proved in every instance, except for 
the mathematics score for the fourth 
g.rade at Williams School where the 
score dropped from 93-95 to 89-92.

Aldermen discover unauthorized 
position added to police budget 


NEWTON — Creation of an un- 
budgeted position in the Police 
Department may lead to an overall 
policy for the city barring mid-year 
staff changes or salary increases. 


The Public Safety and Transporta- 
tion Committee reviewed the fiscal 
1981 police budget Thursday and 
discovered the position of statitician 
had been added at a salary of $12,893. 


The position does not appear in the 


‘current fiscal year budget but was 


created, filled and funded about eight 
months ago. Money to fund the new 
position was taken from a patrol ac- 
count. 


The committee voted to recom- 
mend the position be cut, with some 
aldermen adding Chief William F. 
Quinn should come back to the Board 
of Aldermen with a supplemental re- 
quest as if it were a new position. 


Quinn said he had cleared the new 
Position with the executive depart- 
ment and personnel departments, but 
had not informed aldermen. 


City Comptroller Lawrence Marino 
said he did not know of the position un- 
til the police budget was submitted. A 
new position or an upgrade, he said, 
would not show up on the weekly 
payroll. 


According to Marino, current city 
ordinances do not require a depart- 
ment head to come before the board 
with a new position once the board has 
approved the department budget for a 
given year. 


Alderman Richard McGrath will 
propose a rider to the fiscal year 1981 
budget that will prohibit a change in 
the number of employees or a change 
in any salary without prior approval 
of the Board of Aldermen. The 
language of the amendment was sug- 
gested by Marino. 
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Marino said he strongly recom- 
mends adoption of staffing or- 
dinances. That is the only way, he 
said, to prevent changes in positions 
after a budget is approved. 


In other major action, the commit- 
tee will recommend a cut of $35,000 in 
salary accounts in anticipation of 
vacancies. Quinn said the committee 
should budget in full for the 212 of- 
ficers on the roster. 


The city’s Chief Administrative Of- 
ficer James Hickey argued against 
the cut. A similar cut has been propos- 
ed for the Public Works Department 
but Hickey said that department can 
afford to leave positions vacant. 


It does take a long time to fill police 
vacancies, Hickey said, but vacancies 
also result in increased overtiMe. As 
a compromise, Hickey suggested put- 
ting the $35,000 into a reserve account, 
because he said the money will be 
needed. 


Marino said historically the depart- 
ment has had four or five vacancies 
during the year, and he suggested the 
figure of $35,000. As the economy 
worsens, Marino said, there may be 
fewer retirements, but he said if the 
$35,000 is needed it could be found in 
other accounts.

The committee also recommended 
placing about $100,000 earmarked for 
the purchase of new cruisers into a 
reserve account, that will block use of 
the money without aldermanic ap- 
proval. 


The decision hinged on a disagree- 
ment over the estimated mileage of 
the cruisers to be traded. The 
justification for the appropriation in 
the budget lists several cars to be 
traded that will have between 50,000 
and 60,000 as of January, 1981. 
McGrath, and other committee 
members, questioned whether 1980 
models with that mileage should be 
replaced. 


Quinn said the department plans to 
trade the cars in the worst condition. 
He said he would not trade a car with 
70,000 miles. 


Hickey said the explanation provid- 
ed in the budget was ‘‘a dumb 
mistake, frankly.” The request 
should not have been tied to specific 
vehicles, he said, adding he has been 
assured the department never traded 
a vehicle in that mileage range.

Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti is 
wearing several hats and appears to be a 
man for all seasons in the investigation by 
a special blue ribbon commission of alleg- 
ed corruption in connection with the awar- 
ding of state and county building con- 
tracts. 


He is, of course, the chief law officer of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


By virtue of that position, he is a 
member of the commission conducting 
public hearings expected to continue at 
least for the remainder of the spring. 


While sitting with the commission at a 
public session, he heard testimony about a 
contribution made to one of his campaigns. 
He denied any wrongdoing in connection 
with the contribution, and it appears there 
was none. 


Bellotti is one of the prosecutors to 
whom the commission may turn over the 
evidence it obtains when it concludes its 
deliberations early next summer. 


State House documents disclose that 
Bellotti was one of three sponsors of a 
resolution calling for the commission. 


The other two were Reps. Andrew H. 
Cord Jr. of Hollbrook, a Republican, and 
Philip W. Johnston of Marshfield, a 
Democrat. 


Although the wording of the resolve is 
such as to give the impression that the 
principal purpose of the commission is to 
recommend the enactment of new laws to 
prevent a repetition of the scandals that 
have marked the awarding of some state 
and county building contracts in the past, 
it seems evident that the commission 
members expect to uncover evidence that 
will lead to indicments and the prosecution 
of public officials. 


An unusual tactic was employed to com- 
pel former state Senator Joseph DiCarlo of 
Revere, who with former state Senator 
Ronald Mackenzie, Burlington 
Republican, served a year in a federal 
prison for allegedly extorting $40,000 from 
the MBM Co., to answer questions before 
the commission. 


DiCarlo first was granted immunity by 
the commission. Then an opinion was ob- 
tained from a Supreme Court justice who 
said in substance, that since DiCarlo had 
been granted immunity and would not be 
prosecuted in court, he could not use the 
Fifth Amendment to decline to answer 
questions on the ground that he would in- 
criminate himself by doing so. 


The Supreme Court jurist declared that 
DiCarlo could be sent to prison for con- 
tempt of court if he refused to answer 
questions directed at him by commission 
members or if he failed to answer them 
honestly. 


Although DiCarlo was bitterly angry at 
the action of members of the state Senate 
in expelling him from the body after his 
conviction in federal court on extortion: 
charges, persons close to the former 
Revere solon assert that he would not have 
answered the questions of the blue ribbon 
commission except for the ruling of the 
Supreme Court justice that he could be 
sentenced to prison if he refused to do so.

Boston Marathon runner 221 chortled as he sat in 
our kitchen and read the morning-after stories of 
the race in the Boston Globe. “I made the 
headlines!” 

Leading a column called Marathon Notebook was 
a story of the ‘‘good samaritan” who sprayed run- 
ner “John David Knox” with a cooling stream from 
a hose so strong that it knocked out his contact lens. 

The real “John David’ —actually James 
David—Knox lost not a contact lens but the cap of a 
tooth, damaged, earlier in a hockey qame. The rest 
of the story was accurate. 

He fell to his knees to hunt for it. The crowd 
helped and someone asked, ‘‘is this it?” He handed 
the small plastic cap to Knox, who pushed the cap 
back in place after the race. 

The important news about Knox lay in the small 
print listing the time of those who crossed the The 
finish line. He had hoped to break the 200 category. 
official results placed him as number 114. Studying 
the times of those around him, he marveled, “If I 
hadn’t had trouble with the tooth and the cramps, I 
might have broken the 100!’” 

The heat bothered him all along the line. He 
began taking water at the second mile. It gave him 
intermittent cramps which, at one point, were so 
painful that they hobbled his running. Mercifully, 
they suddenly ceased. He ran into the final stretch 
feeling easy again. 

At the last corner, he studied five runners ahead 
of him, decided to make a “private little race” with 
them, and fers four in one block. 

“] thought the fifth might see my shadow pulling 
up beside him,’’ Knox said. “I made a sudden lunge 
so he wouldn’t know I was there, and pulled ahead. I 
was able to see my time on the scoreboard as I 
crossed the finish line.” 

This was Knox’ eighth marathon, his first in 
Boston and more interesting and challenging than 
any other because of the reputation of ‘the Boston”’ 
and the tensions built up by the presence of so many 
runners.

Mandatory registration for the draft 


By ROBERT DRINAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — On Tuesday of this week 
the House was scheduled to consider reinstating 
mandatory registration for the draft of young men 
age 19 and 20. 

Last fall a similar proposal was soundly defeated 
in the House of Representatives. Those of us oppos- 
ed to registration are expecting a much tougher 
fight this time around. In the fall, the President 
joined us in opposing registration, but the mood of 
the country since Iran and the invasion of 
Afghanistan has made him an advocate of the plan. 
President Carter says mandatory registration 
would be a sign of strength to the Soviets. I do not 
agree. 

Does anyone truly believe that if we had draft 
registration, the Russians would not have invaded 
Afghanistan? Would the militants in Tehran have 
acted any differently? Rather than showing unity to 
our enemies, I believe draft registration will serve 
to reopen old wounds that divided this nation 10 
years ago. 

And what is to be gained by this massive expen- . 
diture, this tremendous violation of the privacy 
rights of millions of Americans? Even the Ad- 
ministration admits we would save only seven to 14 
days in an emergency. The Selective Service has 
told the President that all that is needed is a plan 
for registration, and not registration itself. 

Draft registration is a bad idea, but I fear that 
with the current militaristic mood of the country in 
anelection year, it may possible become law. 


One man’s run to the Pru 


He plans his race with reason and intelligence. He 
is 35 years old, and has had the experience of hav- 
ing to drop out of a race. He avoided it this time by 
months of | preparation in Collingwood, Ont., where 
he lives. Starting last January he ran 75 to 85 miles 
a week, whatever the weather. 

“There's never much time during the day, so I 
usually run around the neighborhood from 9:30 to 11 
every night. Sometimes my wife says, ‘‘Do you 
have to run in this bad weather?”, but I think it 
gave me the stamina to do well, because the heat 
would have gotten me otherwise.”” 

He laughed. ‘‘My shoulders even got sunburned 
yesterday.” 

His morning-after breakfast included eggs, bacon 
and coffee, which he had not allowed himself the 
day before. Orange and tomato juice, cold cereal 
with non fat milk and whole wheat toast and jelly 
qave him the sustenance he needed for running.

His race preparations were methodical but made 
with anticipatory joy. He took a short run before 
dinner Sunday to work out the kinks from the flight 
from Toronto and the waiting in line for numerals in 
Boston. . 

The morning of the race he donned white running 
shorts piped in red and embroidered with the ow! 
symbol of the school where he teaches geography. 
His running shirt bore the initials of the Hamilton, 
Ont., Athletic Club. Over these he wore layers of 
cutee wear which he could shed as the weather dic- 

Before leaving, he called radio station CKBB in 
Barrie, ONT., which relay had asked him to some 
background material for their news coverage of the 
Marathon. After the race, he called his wife and fill- 
ed in CKBB on his prowess and impressions, the 
“pandemonium” at Hynes Auditorium and the 
tremendous mob of runners. 


Carter's Gas Tax 

My Subcommittee on Environment, Energy, and 
Natural Resources has been hearing testimony on 
President Carter’s proposed fee on imported crude 
oil and gasoline. The evidence strongly indicates 
that this 10 cents-a-gallon gasoline tax is not an ef- 
fective conservation method, and will greatly fuel 
inflation. 

While cutting consumption by only 10 percent, 
this tax will cost consumers a staggering $10.3 
billion! The 100,000 barrels per day that we save 
would come at a cost of $280 per barrel, adding 
three-quarters of one percent to the inflation rate. 

I also fear that heating-oil users in the Northeast 
will end up paying more because of this tax. The 
Department of Energy (DOE) is supposed to en- 
sure that the tax falls on gasoline alone, but DOE’s 
record of inefficiency and lack of concern for con- 
sumers makes me doubtful. 

This week I joined in cosponsoring legislation to 
stop the implementation of this tax. Also, in the 
Energy Subcommittee, I voted to subpoena Energy 
Secretary Duncan to appear before the subcom- 
mittee with documents relating to the tax — 
documents which the Administration has refused to 
give us. 

Daycare for seniors

study indicated that such day care programs may 
not be a cost effective alternative to nursing homes. 
However, others disagree. Along with HEW of- 
ficials, the Aging Committee will hear testimony 

. from Ann Klapfish, director of Adult Health Ser- 
vices in Massachusetts. Ms. Klapfish believes that 
adult day care is not only more cost effective, it is 
physically and emotionally better for the senior 
citizens involved. Massachusetts, with 45 adult day 
care programs in operation, has been a leader in 
this area. 

I intend to examine the arguments of both sides 
very closely at the Aging Committee hearing. 

Newsroom Searches 

Two years ago the Supreme Court ruled that 
police could conduct surprise searches of a 
newspaper's offices and files without showing any 
unlawful activity by the newspaper’s employees. I 
felt that that ruling represented a severe threat to 
our country’s tradition of freedom of the press, and 
so I introduced the Press Protection Act of 1978. 

This week the full Judiciary Committee approved 
an expanded version of my bill to ban these kinds of 
unreasonable surprise searches not only in 
newspaper offices, but in doctor, lawyer and other 
offices as well. 

The Judiciary Committee action is a clear victory 
for freedom of the press, and for our first and fourth 
amendment rights. I am confident that the full 
House will approve this measure, and insure the 
future of press freedom in the United States.

The cable TV experiment 


Boston — Cable television in Massachusets is at the 
threshold of an expansion and an experiment whose im- 
portance has been almost universally missed — and Jeff 
Forbes is standing guard at that threshold. 

His job is to insure that cable television, as it spreads 
across the Commonwealth, doesn’t take subscribers to 
the cleaners. 

This week Forbes takes the first formal steps towards 
limited deregulation oof cable television in 
Massachusetts. 

Next to come in short order will be rules for granting 
local CATV franchises; rules governing crossownership 
of cable systems by newspapers in their circulation 
area; criteria for deciding whether sufficient alternative 

elevision competition exists in a given area to warrant 
il pending governmental rate regulation. 

Thirty-eight-year-old Forbes doesn’t mind biting 
hullets. Leaning back expansively in his chair one rec ent 

‘fternoon, putting his feet vp agains the desk, running 
is hands through his dark as if to consolidate his 
houghts, he talks of breaking new ground. 

“There's a long and grand tradition of government ac- 
tivism in this state,” he begins, trying to put his in- 
itiatives in perspective, ‘‘but I believe the marketplace, 
not government intervention, is the best way to set rates 
and protect consumers from price gouging. Why can't 
things be done in a different fashion? Why follow the rote 
rules of earlier regulatory philosophy in the common car- 
tier field? There are times in life when an assertive fron- 
tal assault is needed to do what is necessary."” 

As a Republican, Forbes cut his political teeth as ad- 
ministrative aide to former House minority leader Frank 
Hatch. Then for eight years he was executive director to 
seven part-time members of the Massachusetts Com- 
munity Antenna Television Commission. Last year he 
MCATC was re-organized by statute into a single- 
member full-time commissioner. “Because he’s good at 
the job,” Gev. Edward King named Forbes to the §26,500 
job and gave him a lean and able 10-member staff. 

The legislature and the Governor also gave Forbes the 
discretion to suspend cable television rate regulations in 
any areas where he determined that adequate com- 
petitive TV programming was available. 


Forbes and Co. soon mapped out procedures to insure 
that every step in the arcane process of local franchise- 
granting would be open to public scrutiny. Doomed for 
good were the days when fast-buck speculators nailed 
down a franchise by romancing local selectmen and of- 
fering outrageous in-kind services — would you believe, 
building a new fire station? — to sweeten the franchise 
deal. Today, there are public hearings at every step of 
the way. Local officials must explain in writing why they 
grant a franchise and why losing applicants are rejected. 

Today cable television is operating ijn 85 
Massachusetts communities. Six more are under con- 
struction; a hundred applications are awaiting approval. 
Lured by the potential bonanza, scores of large and small 
corporations are springing up every week to get in posi- 
tion to apply for a franchise. Some may even be straws 
for big national conglomerates using what one insider

calls the ‘rent a citizen’ approach to achieve local 
viability. 

Looking 24 to 36 months ahead, Forbes sees a two- to 
three-fold growth in cable television hookups, from to- 
day's 300,000 subscribers to tomorrow's 750,000. 
Ultimately, as this technological revolution spreads and 
as energy-conscious consumers demand their entertain- 
ment smorgasbord without ever touching the accelerator 
pedal, there may be near-saturation of the state’s 1.8 
million homes. 

Notices go out this week for a 10 a.m. pubilic hearing in 
Boston's Faneuil Hall on May 12 to get comments on the 
detegulation proposal. Next day comes Amherst, then 
Pittsfield on the 14th and Barnstable on the 16th. After 
two weeks of review, Forbes and staff will issue formal 
binding rules and begin to apply them statewide. 

Forbes is convinced cable system operators are not 
stupid enough, hy charging too much, to kill the goose 
that lays those golden eggs. ‘They could blow it if they 
overdo it,” he hints offhandedly. And given the openness 
required throughout the decision-making process, local 
citizens can be assured, he says, that politically. wired 
operators won't get the inside track on a franchise, then 
milk it unmercifully. 

“I'm confident, by and large, in the due process 
fairness the procedure afford all applicants,” he 
declares. 

Nationally, only California has moved to deregulate 
cable TV and that was last year, by statute, not by ad- 
ministrative decree as here. In the Golden State's limited 
experience, it seems rates changed little if at all. 

bscribers will always have the option, Forbes points 
out, if rates get excessive or if the economy continues to 
squeeze family budgets, of cancelling their cable con- 
tract and going back to the old rotor antenna or rabbit 
ears to bring in the big three networks and a couple of 
local independents. Or they can toy with the new 
technology of direct home programming via satellite, a 
system that leapfrongs over costly cable connections. 

In the Ist analysis, if his faith in competition is misplac- 
ed or if unscrupulous cable operators exploit their fran- 
chise for all it’s worth, Commissioner Forbes has the 
authority to step in, revoke any franchise and go back to 
Square 3 One, to the “grand tradition of government 
regulation.” 

Not only will Massachusetts subscribers be watching 
the outcome of this experiment in the marketplace; so 
too will cable television owners and subscribers 
throughout New England and the country.

Affordable day care 


To the Editor:- 

While it is obviously expressed 
through the media that the profile of 
working women has indeed sparked 
many changes in American life style, 
our community is yet unaware or in- 
different to a serious need, i.e. af- 
fordable, accessible, and highly ade- 
quate day care and after school care 
for the children of working people. 

The upcoming elementary school 
consolidations have made com- 
pulsory the dissolution of the early 
morning day care for kindergarten 
children of the Horace Mann school, 
and the very commendable 
Plowshares day care program at the 
Franklin school (which will not be 
permitted relocation in the Cabot 
school). There are at least 50 families 
affected by these changes, most of 
whom do not know where their 
children will find day care for the 
summer or September. 


I will begin my eighth teaching year 
in the Newton schools this September 
and have two children aged 10 and 4. 

I work with tremendous satisfac- 
tion, fulfillment, and financial need. It 
has not been easy to find really good 
child care without paying close to half 
of my year’s salary (very little of 
which, surprisingly to most, is tax 
deductible). 

At last, I have found a program of 
child care whose philosophy is actual- 
ly a working element, a program that 
does take time for each individual 
child’s needs. As an _ objective 
observer, the Plowshares program 


has given the words ‘‘day care” new 
dignity and a professional dedication 
to children that is paralled by its very 
fine and caring staff. 

As a parent of a child in the pro- 
gram, I am secure when I go to work 
in the morning and am constantly 
reassured of my child’s security at 
Plowshares by the smiling face he 
displays and wealth of experiences he 
relates to me. 

Plowshares is an intensely caring 
program and serves a section of the 
city that would otherwise have little 
or no provision for fine child care at 
rates affordable to average income 
families and single parents. 

Because of lack of space or reasons 
unknown, Plowshares has been refus- 
ed a relocation and merging with the 
Cabot school day care program; it 
has been refused relocation at Davis 
school, and as yet has no place to go. I 
am angry! Relocation outside this 
area means transportation costs and 
higher day care rates and for most of 
us involved — a tremendous financial 
burden. 

Affordable, comprehensive day 
care is a real need that will not 
decrease. In fact the need grows 
greater every year as economic 
demands grow greater. Newton 
recognizes the needs of housing the 
elderly and relocating the Newton 
Community Service Center. Why 
can’t we deal realistically with the 
current and future needs of working 


parents?

One of 
the things that people can learn to 
check themselves is whether the 
hammers are properly spaced, if 
they are the proper distnace away 
from the strings.” 

Pam also teaches her students 
how to be wary of poor workman- 


ship, and she shows many slides 
demonstrating the difference bet- 
ween careful and sloppy work. 


“This business is a lot like the us- 
ed car business,” she said. “There 
are a lot of poorly trained people 
around who call themselves piano 
technicians, yet who leave a trail of 
serious mistakes. There are a 
whole lot of unscrupulous sellers 
and rebuilders around. You have to 
learn to be careful. The best way to 
find a good piano technician is to 
ask a piano player.” 


Pam got started in the piano tun- 
ing business when she inherited an 
1893 Steinway from her grand- 
mother. She had been a music ma- 


jor at the University of California 
at Santa Barbara, so she knew that 
the piano was in “horrible shape.” 


“One day, I thought to myself, 
‘Ah, ha! I can fix this myself!” she 
recalled. So she enrolled in the New 
England School of Stringed 
Keyboard Instrument Technology, 
studying under William Garlick. 
She completed her training in 1972 
and went to work at M. Steinert and 
Sons as a tuner and technician. 


“T remember thinking that it was 
sort of a ‘Eureka! This is what I’m 
going to do!” she said, ‘After that I 
was hired as the principal tuner 
and technician at the Boston 
University School of Music. While I 


was there I noticed that the piano 
majors didn’t seem to know 
anything about their instruments. 
So, my fourth year there I ‘con- 
ducted a grand piano seminar for 
graduate plano majors and I 
discovered that they were very en- 
thusiastic about it.” 

Since her departure from B.U. in 
1977, Pam has been an independent 
tuner and technician in the Boston 
area. She is married to :indepen- 
dent film producer Austin Lamont, 
who is president of the Boston 
Film-Video Foundation. Her two 
children from a previous mar- 
riage, Rapheal and Michael, live 
with Austin and Pam in their 
Newtori Corner home.

Legislators want 
positions restored 
to Newton budget 


NEWTON — Reps. David J. Mofen- 
son, David B. Cohen and A. Joseph 
DeNucci, along with Sen. Jack H. 
Backman have called on Mayor 
Theodore Mann to restore a target 
area social worker and two resource 
mobilization senior citizen social 
workers, who are to be dropped from 
the City’s Human Services Depart- 
ment because of federal funding cuts. 

According to the legislators, Mayor 
Mann has deleted from the FY81 
budget $38,000 needed to pay the three 
people who serve some 500 families 
annually, as well as an additional 1000 
seniors in Newton. The target area 
social worker terminates on April 25 
and the two social workers dealing 
with seniors terminate in June. 

Rep. Mofenson said, ‘I hope the 
mayor will reverse his decision and 
insert this $38,000 into the budget. To 
do otherwise leaves families and 
seniors near helpless victims of a 
budget process more concerned with 
items such as street planning than 
with human needs, Attempts to help 
these individuals will fall to agencies 
whose already overburdened staff 
cannot provide the personal and in- 
novative outreach services they 
need.” 

Rep. Cohen said, “This is a prime 
example of municipal government be- 
ing penny-wise and pound-foolish. In 
the long run, it will cost the city more 
to meet new problems arising from

service cutoffs than to pay for the per- 
sons now working to provide needed 
family and elderly support services.

R.I. bay’s 
future 
studied 


NARRAGANSETT, 
R.I. (UPI) —_ Nar- 
ragansett Bay, a 27-mile 
long Rhode Island . 
waterway carved about 
12,000 years ago by an 
ice age glacier, will get 
close scrutiny this week 
in a program focusing 
on its future. 

Dozens of researchers 
and public health of- 
ficials gather Thursday 
at the University of 
Rhode Island's Nar- 
ragansett Bay Campus 
for discussiéns with 
citizens groups concern- 
ed about dangers facing 
the state’s premiere 
natural resource. 

Twenty-four 
vironmental, ecology, 
fishing and citizen 
groups are sponsoring 
the three-day workshop, 
which was suggested by 
aquatic biologist 
Clarence M. Tarzwell 
who spent half a century 
studying the bay. 

Tarzwell said he 
believes the forum will 
be the most comprehen- 
sive discussion on the 
bay ever held in the 
state, and will explore 
its potential as well as 
,its dangers. 

Discussions will in- 
clude water quality, the 
flow of sewage and 
other impurities into the 
bay, and how fast pollu- 
tion is spreading. 

“The pollution is get- 
ting worse and it is mov- 
ing down the bay. The 
oysters are gone and the 
scallops are decreas- 
ing,” said Tarzwell, 73, 
former director of the 
U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency’s 
Water Quality 
Laboratory in 
Narragansett.

(A Ride With

“WASHINGTON (UPI) — After 
‘nearly 10 years of proposals that at 
-times have enraged the nation’s boat 
Owners, the government is ready to 
issue final regulations controlling the 
‘discharge of sewage from pleasure 
voraft. 

The rules became effective Jan. 30. 
They will apply to an estimated 1 
million boats. Over the years the 
regulations have been made more le- 
nlast than earlier versions that would 
have required costly — and boat 
owners say impractical — methods of 
dealing with the problem. 

“The Coast Guard regulations apply 
only to boats equipped with heads. 

They do not require pleasure boats 
tagiave a head. Any owner of a 
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New rules for boat owners 


pleasure boat who wishes is allowed 
instead to use a portable device that 
can be emptied on shore in an approv- 
ed facility. Overboard dumping of 
sewage from carry-on devices is 
strictly prohibited. 

If a boat is equipped with a head, it 
must as of Jan. 30 be a Coast Guard 
approved “marine sanitation device” 
that chops up and treats waste. The 
result must be no visible solids in the 
discharge, and a low fecal bacteria 
count. 

Holding tanks are also permissible. 
The tanks allow no discharge and 
must be pumped out on shore. 

A Coast Guard spokesman said the 
owner of a boat with an old-style head 
that does not chop or treat the waste, 
or does so only slightly, could elect to 
disconnect it permanently instead of

replacing it with a newer sanitation 
device. 

He emphasized the. disconnecting 
must be permanent. Merely unhook- 
ing a hose that could be reconnected 
in 10 minutes would not count, the 
spokesman said. 

In addition, regulations allow the 
use of a by-pass device permitting 
direct discharge of untreated waste 
when the boat is being operated out of 
U.S. waters — that is, more than three 
miles off shore. 

The by-pass devices, called “Y 
valves,” must be installed in such a 
way that they cannot be used acciden- 
tally when the boat is in territorial 
waters, The Coast Guard spokesman 
said this means that only the person in 
charge of the boat can have control of 
the by-pass device. 


“There must be some sort of 
physical constraint, such as a lock on 
the valve, or just taking the handle off 
and keeping it in the (captain's) 
pocket,” hesaid. 

In the early 1970s the Coast Guard 
and the Environmetal Protection 
Agency toyed with regulations that 
would have required higher levels of 
treatment and, in some cases, the use 
of holding tanks. Boat owners com- 
plained that marina facilities for 
pumping out holding tanks were 
largely unavailable. 

The new rules were originally 
issued in proposed form about five 
years ago. They have since been 
modified. 

In some U.S. waters absolutely no 
sewage discharge is permitted from 
boats. These include landlocked 
lakes, reservoirs and streams as well 
as certain areas — about 15 or 20 in all 
— which the EPA has designated as 
“no discharge” sites.

Pope to beatify 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) — Pope 
John Paul II will beatify a 17th cen- 
tury American woman known as “The 
Virgin Indian” and four other persons 
next June, a church official has 
disclosed. 

The official said Monday that 
American Indian Catherine 
Tekakwitha, Canadians Maria Gyart 
and Bishop Francis de Montmorency- 
Laval, the Rev. Joseph Anchieta of 
Brazil and Guatemalan monk Peter 
de Betancur will be beatified by the 
pope in Vatican ceremonies in front of 
St. Peter’s Basilica June 22. 

In Roman Catholic practice, 
beatification is the final step in the 
process leading to sainthood. Those 
who are beatified are called “‘blesseds 
ofthe church.” 

Catherine Tekakwitha, born in 1656 
in what is now New York State, was 
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Virgin Indian’ 


among the first American Indians to 
convert to Christianity. She died at 
the age of 24near Montreal, Canada. 
Church biographies say she was 
permanently disfigured by smallpox 
at an early age and never married — 
a curiosity among local tribes that 
earned her the title ‘The Virgin In- 


jan.” 

According to the biographies, the 
young woman was baptized a Roman 
Catholic at the age of 20, an act that 
caused her to be shunned and 
threatened by her tribe and forced her 
to move to Canada and live among the 
growing group of Christian Indians 
there.

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Anita Bryant faces hard road ahead 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (UPI) — Entertainer Anita 
Bryant says her life was “turned upside down” by 
her 1977 opposition to a gay rights law, but if she 
had it all to do over again, ‘‘I would still doit.” 

She said that decision cost her $500,000 in televi- 
sion contracts, including a sewing machines 
sponsored variety show, scores of bookings, 
thousands of dollars in cash outlays and threats of 
Personal violence. 

“Initially, the bookings dropped off to nothing,” 
she said. 

‘Where before, you didn't have to worry much 
about how you spent your money, all of a sudden, I 
had to start buying choice meat instead of prime,” 
she said. 

She and her husband, Bob Green, and their four 
children still live in the sprawling, moorish man- 
sion with its tropical garden, giant goldfish and 
swimming pool on a patio overlooking Biscayne 
Bay, Fittingly, the house is a few blocks off Miami 
Beach's Arthur Godfrey Road. She got her first big 
break singing on a Godfrey show. 

“Financially,” she said, ‘it still is a struggle. 
We're coming back, slowly but surely. I guess 
because the children had been through so much we 
were determined to hold onto the house. I felt that 
was important because they had so many anxieties 
and all the frustrations and I felt it was important 
that their home not be changed. 

“It's taken its toll, but it’s been rough,” the one- 
time Miss Oklahoma said. 

Anita — she prefers that to Miss Bryant or Mrs. 
Green and sometimes introduces herself as Anita 
Bryant Green — looks younger than her 40-odd 
years. She is small-boned, slender, moves well, 
smiles readily and has a personality that dominates 
a room. She is a woman who has taken good care of 
her face and figure. She is a compulsive talker. 

She admits she never would have become involv- 
ed in the gay rights controversy “‘had it not affected 
me personally,” 

The Dade County Commission triggered the con- 
troversy on Jan. 17, 1977, by adopting an ordinance 
that added four words — ‘‘affectional or sexual 
preference” — to an existing law banning 
discrimination in employment and housing on the 
basis of race, religion, marital status, age and na- 
tional origin. 

Anita’s children were enrolled in a private 
religious school and she and church leaders feared 
the ordinance would prevent them from keeping 
homosexuals off the faculty. 

She organized a “Save our Children” campaign 
to repeal the ordinance, gathered the required 
number of petition signatures for a recall election, 
and conducted a nationally publicized crusade that 
climaxed June 7, 1977 when Dade County voters 
repealed the ordinance by a 2-1 margin. 

Anita said she was concerned about the plight of 
homosexuals and had founded the Miami Beach 
counseling center to help gays change their lifestyle 
long before the county commission enacted the so- 
called ‘‘gay rights ordinance.” 

“Thad worked with homosexuals all my life and 
always had a policy of live and let live,” she said. 

se describes the life of the homosexual as 
“gad.” 

“So many have tried to escape in so many ways, 
through alcoholism and drugs. Most of those who 
want out have tried everything else so they’ll even 
come to Anita Bryant, whom they have picketed 
and hated.” 

She said she prayed for guidance and “I realized 
that I personally had failed and I think the church 
had failed. The church had claimed to love and yet 
was very unloving to individuals they couldn't 
understand or that were distasteful and disgusting 
to many, like homosexuals, so it wouldn’t believe 
that God could transform a homosexual the same 
as he could transform an alcoholic, or a murderer 
or a thief or anyone with a sin problem. 

“You don’t have to condemn these people 
because there's been condemnation already. You 
can take God’s viewpoint and call sin sin and still 
love the sinner,” she said. 

She says she has testimonials from ‘‘more than 
4,000’’ homosexuals who have attended counseling 
sessions and changed their lifestyles. 


FTC checking on 
warranty repairs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Federal Trade 
Commission has opened an investigation to deter- 
mine if new car owners get cheated on repairs done 
under warranty because auto companies reimburse 
dealers too little for suchservice. 

The investigation stems from a petition filed by 
four Ralph Nader-affiliated groups. The groups 
claim a survey in four states showed many dealers 
are reimbursed for warranty repairs at a rate 
lower than they would normally charge for similar 
non-warranty work. 

The result, the petition contends, is a disincentive 
for dealers to do a proper job fixing cars that 
develop problems while still under warranty. 

The FTC said it is concerned because a recent 
study done for the agency “shows that new car war- 
ranty repairs take considerably longer time periods 
and produce substantially higher levels of con- 
sumer dissatisfaction with the service provided 
than do warranty repairs for other types of 
products.” 

The petition was filed by Public Citizen Inc., the 
Nader umbrella group, and by the Minnesota, In- 
diana and New York Public Interest Research 
Groups — campus-based citizen action centers 
organized by the Nader group. 

William Schultz, a lawyer for Public Citizen, told 
UPI that the survey of 63 dealers and 13 manufac- 
turers found 59 percent of the dealers were reim- 
bursed at lower rates for labor on warranty repairs 
than on non-warranty work; that 35 percent were 
reimbursed less for parts than they would other: 
wise charge; that 30 percent paid their mechanics 
less for warranty work than regular work. 

The study found only two manufacturers, Volvo 
and Mercedes, reimbursed dealers at normal rates 
for work done under warranty. 

The petition suggests the FTC could correct the 


When she attempted to resume her career follow- 
ing repeal of the Dade County gay rights ordinance 
in the June 1977 referendum, she discovered she 
had become a national symbol. Homosexual 
organizations and their sympathizers picketed her. 
Foes of similar laws in other places invited her to 
lead repeal drives. 

Personal threats soon followed. 

“Tf you operate in fear, it can just wipe you out,” 
she said. “You have to succumb to the police com- 
ing over bringing a dog to sniff out bombs here at 
the house. The kids have to come home from school 
early and sometimes haye to stay in the school of- 
fice for hours because of the kidnap threats. And 
the FBI becomes involved in the letters that come 
from people who write they are going to assassinate 


you. 

“That alone is enough to stop you from walking 
out your front door. You can’t put a price on those 
kinds of things. 

“And you have to have detectives come over and 
tell you how to secure your home, and. there is all 
that expense involved in putting in 10 times the 
security you had before, and having to live with 
bodyguards around you constantly. 

“Even when I’d go to churches (in other cities) 
and had no intention of mentioning the Dade County 
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issue, I'd invariably have to have a press con- 
ference because of the media coverage the 
homosexuals would get that were there. 

“The lightning rods would get their point across, 
even when I had no intention of addressing that 
issue,” she said. 

There were even a few attempts to carry out 
some of the threats. 

At a state fair where she was performing, police 
spotted the writer of a threatening letter in the 
crowd. At another performance, guards in- 
tercepted a youth with a club bret to reach 
her dressing room. Two girls with cans of mace at- 
tempted to climb on the stage during another 
Bryant performance. 


Tn Washington, her hotel was surrounded by 6,000 
homosexuals and three of them disrupted a Bryant 
performance at the National Religious Broad- 
casters Association convention. A woman was ar- 
rested and police found she was armed. ‘“‘She called 
me a fascist, sexist pig. I hadn't heard that before,” 
Anita said. 


There are still pickets, but fewer than before, 
“except when I go into a city I haven’t been in 
before. Then the local people want to do their 
thing,” she said, ——

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Cybernetics seminar to be held at Claflin 


NEWTON CENTRE — As part of its 
Special Events Series, the Claflin 
Community School is a 
seminar on cybernetics, to be held 
Tuesday, April 29, 7:30—9 p.m., in a 
Newtonville home. 

Presenter Bruce Abele, a specialist 
in computer and managerial 
sciences, will be discussing 
cybernetics as the discipline behind 
the development of computers and 
automatic control devises. 


The applicability of cybernetics, 
however, is far broader than that of 
computers. Cybernetics helps solve 
certain serious problems prevalent 
throughout the professions, sciences, 
communication disciplines, and even 
some of the arts. 

Cybernetics, in one way, is a 
discipline for dealing with complexi- 


ty. Progress in many fields such as 
medicine, law, administration, and 
engineering is limited by complexity 
per se; cybernetics provides aid in 
managing this complexity. 

Cybernetics is also a theory of 
machines and provides understan- 
ding about all machines even though 
in the practical world they could 
never be built. This aspect of 
cybernetics is an aid to engineering 
and system creativity and also pro- 
vides new insights into both the 
tor of the brain and the 
reasoning process. 

The discipline helps add objectivity 
to the quantification process. The 
practical value of that objectivity 
comes from a speed-up in the process 

getting agreement among 
members of a group. 

The discipline deals broadly enough 


with information theory that it pro- 
vides insights into interpersonal com- 
munication and languages. 


The vocabulary of cybernetics is 
broad and general, yet not lacking in 
precision and concreteness. This 
unusual combination of 
characteristics is what makes it 
possible to provide help in skills as 
diverse as: improving succinctness in 
writing, defining administrative 
policy, or improving the link between 
the academic and real world. Because 
of these characteristics the 
vocabulary also provides an impor- 
tant and effective link inter and intra 
the sciences, arts, and communica- 
tion disciplines. 

Cybernetics is similar to the 
discipline of geometry, except that 
vocabulary, instead of relating to a 


world of shapes, relates to a world of 
change. Learning the discipline re- 
quires little mathematical or com- 
fae background, but, on the other 

ind, requires one of the more severe 
mental efforts likely to be required in 
any academic endeavor. 

Cybernetics has played such an im- 
portant part in the development of 
computers that for most people the 
two words are synonymous. Un- 
fortunately that semantic quirk has 
hidden the discipline from the public 
éye severly hampering its growth and 
acceptance.

Cancer Society to sponsor stop-smoking clinic at NWH 


HIGHLANDS — The American 
Cancer Society’s Newton-Wellesley

The clinics are being held to help br- 
ing down the alarming rate of lung 
cancer and heart disease associated 

according to Sam Cohen, a member 
of the with cigarette smoking’ 
Newton-Wellesley Unit's _ public 


education committee. The total cost 
to enroll in the program is $16 per per- 
son. 

“Programs just like this one have 
been going on all over Massachusetts 
and have been very successful in get- 
ting people of all ages to drop the 
cigarette habit,” Cohen said. 

“One of the main reasons clinics ap- 
pear to be the best approach for a con- 
firmed smoker is that he or she is sur- 
rounded by other people in the same 
situation. Most have tried to quit 
cigarettes on their own and make it,” 
he said. 

During the clinic, smokers learn 
about themselves, what kind of 
smokers they are and what motivates 
them to smoke. 

“During the initial meeting, we find 
that a lot of smokers have already cut

down on their smoking a great deal,” 
Cohen said. ‘This is because they 
realize much of their smoking was un- 
conscious.” 

According to Cohen, nearly half of 
the participants in these clinics are 
still off cigarettes a year later. 

He added that this figure reaches as 
high as 90 percent after about two 


months, but many smokers slip into 
their old habits as time goes on.

John Ware of Sherborn built the 
first paper mill at Lower Falls in 1790, 
beginning an industry which lasted 


for almost a century. Paper making 
was then basically a hand process. 
Water power was used only to soften 
and break down linen and cotton rag 
into pulp. Frames were dipped into 
the vats of pulp to form individual 
sheets of paper, which then had to be 
pressed, dried and glazed. The entire 
process took almost three months. 
After 1817 a cylinder machine 
eliminated the hand dipping process, 


and by 1828 the Fourdrinier machines 
were installed in the Curtis mill, 
allowing paper to be made in con- 
tinuous sheets, and bringing prosperi- 
ty to Lower Fails.

BRIGHTON — The first general 
membership meeting of the 
Massachusetts Chapter of the 
Catholic League for Religious and 
Civil Rights will be held at 3 p.m. on 
Sunday, April 27 at Aquinas Junior 
College, 15 Walnut Park in Newton 
(near Mass, Pike parking facilities 
and close to MBTA service). 

Guest speaker will be National 
Catholic League executive director, 
Michael Schwartz, who will speak on 
the Catholic League’s purpose and 
Program both on the national and 
state chapter levels, 

The Catholic League for Religious 
and Civil Rights is an anti-defamation 
and civil rights union serving not only 
the Catholic Community in the same 
way that the Jewish Anti-Defamation 
League and the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union serve their respective com- 
munities, but they also protect the 
rights of all people. 

The League recently provided legal 
counsel in the successful defense of an 
Evangelical Christian couple pro- 
secuted for violating a state man- 
datory school attendance law. 
Allegan County Judge Gary Stewart 
held that Mr. & Mrs. Peter Nobel of 
Dorr, Michigan, were within their 
legal rights in deciding to withdraw 
their children from public and private 
schools with which they were 
dissatisfied. 

“We had doctrinal differences,” 
said Mrs, Nobel, “and there was too 
little religious guidance and bible 
training and discipline.” 

In the fall of 1978, Mrs. Nobel, a col- 
lege graduate with several years of 
teaching experience, began teaching 
them at home. The Nobels received a 
summons informing them that they 
were in violation of state mandatory 
school attendance laws, A trial was. 
held in October and the decision was 
handed down December 13, 1979. 

The Rev. Virgil C. Blum, S.J., 
League national president, said that 
the U.S. Supreme Court has already 
affirmed the right of parents to 
choose their children's education in 
the Plerce case. The Milwaukee- 
based Catholic League for Religious 
and Civil Rights provided legal 
counsel for the couple. 

The officers of the Bay State 
Chapter believe it is imperative that 
Catholics and others be sensitized to 
the enduring presence of anti- 
Catholicism. The League, they re- 
mind, is dedicated to fighting bias 
against all religions. All denomina- 


tions are under the umbrella of 
Catholic League protection. 

Founded in Washington, D.C. in 
May 1973, the League is non-partisan 
and non-political. It is not formally af- 
filiated with the Catholic Church but 
governed by a board of directors com- 
posed of constitutional experts, 
educators, doctors, editors, religious, 
community, business and labor 
leaders,

Lionheart, he 
believes, is a faster 
boat.

It is, said Lionheart 
skipper John Oakley, 
‘literally the most 
complicated sport in 
the world.” 

To win the 
America's Cup re- 
quires a hull honed to 
perfection; one-sixth 
of an inch shaved off 
the keel of 
Lionheart’s —_21-ton 
hull is expected to 
make an appreciable 
difference in  per- 
formance. It needs 
the best sails and 
equipment money 
can buy and a crew 
that thinks as one. In- 
dividualists are not 
welcomed aboard. 

“The skipper is the 
artist, we are merely 
his brushes,” said 
shore manager Peter 
Buchanan. 

“Money is useful,"’ 
said Buchanan, a 
soldier on extended 
furlough whose job is 
to get Lionheart, its 
20-man crew and a 
shipping container of 
equipment safely to 
the United States by 
June 1.

Tony Boyden, a

and it excites me.” 

Boyden and the 
Lionheart team 
believe victory would 
help jolt Britain out 
of a national mood of 
pessimism and 
cynicism. He defend- 
ed the expense as 
moderate when com- 
pared to the sums 
paid for the sale of 
soccer stars. 

Boyden appealed to 
1,500 British com- 
panies to contribute, 
but this was not suc- 
cessful. So an 
organization called 
Friends of Lionheart 
was formed, through 
which people can buy 
“a bit of the boat,” 
ranging down in price 
to a steel pin at less 
than 20 cents.
